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There is a constantly increasing de- 
mand for moreinformation concerning the 
alkaloids and their use in practice. The 
small works of Shaller and Burggraeve 
serve only to reveal the possibilities that 
lie in this direction—they open the door 
and afford a glimpse of what lies within 
—while Castro’s book is now seventeen 
years old, and of course does not deal 
with the rich development the art has 
had, in America especially, since its pub- 
lication. 

To bring together the studies on the 
alkaloids made by many men in various 
parts of the world, is an enterprise now 
being carried out; but the task is prov- 
ing so great that we dare not set a time 
for its completion. It may be a long time 
yet, before the work has reached such 
a stage of completion as will justify its 
announcement. 

Meanwhile we have prepared a work 
that will meet the needs of inquirers, so 
fully that we are sure they will be satis- 
fied. This is a volume of 800 pages, 
compiled from Cxinics of 1894-1897 in-

VETERINARY MEDICINE. 


We all use horses, despite the bicycle 
and the automobile. Some of us own 
cows, dogs and other domestic animals. 
On our table lies a copy of the American 
Veterinary Review, and it occurred to us 
to sift from its pages whatever grains 
of wheat (oats?) Prof. Liautard has 
gathered therein. 

Martin finds nothing better for spavin 
than the absorbents, mercury, iodine, etc. 
R. Mercury bichloride 1 0z., alcohol 7. 
oz., hydrochloric acid, 1 oz. Add the 
acid to the alcohol and dissolve the mer- 
cury in them: then add alcohol 36 oz., 
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camphor 4 oz., oil of turpentine 6 oz. 
Dissolve the camphor in the turpentine 
and add to the spirit. Direct: Apply 
to the affected joint once or twice a day 
for two to four weeks. 

This relieves the pain quickly and is 
more satisfactory than firing, which 
should be used if the above fails. If the 
exostosis is very large, cuneautenotomy 
is often very beneficial. Resection of the 
tibial nerve is not now favored. 

Campbell reports favorably on the use 
of Protargol in two cases of fistula of 
the withers. 

Merrillat states that it usually requires 
15 to 40 minutes to produce surgical an- 
esthesia in a horse with chloroform, but 
he takes only 1-2 to 3 minutes. 

Hannawalt strongly urges chromic 
acid for fistulas and chronic sores, about 
one grain to the ounce. 

Cadiot reports a successful operation 
for ruptured perineum. 

Thomas treats of parturient apoplexy. 
This occurs up to ten days after delivery. 
The treatment consists of potassium 
iodide, intravenous injections, eserine 
hypodermically, followed by strychnine, 
salines, ice to the head, etc. The mor- 
tality appears to vary from 30 to 100 per 
cent. Of 197 cases treated by potassium 
iodide 154 recovered, 40 were killed and 
3 died. Of those recovering 11 re- 
lapsed and had to be slaughtered. 

The journal contains so much on dis- 
eases and injuries of the horse that I 
wonder if the country doctor knows of 
it and subscribes for it. He certainly 
ought to, even if it is $3.00 per annum. 

Doctor, go down to the post office, get 
an order for 65 cents and mail it to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Union 
Building, Washington, D. C., with an 
order for Salmon’s Special Report on 
Diseases of the Horse. This consists of 
a number of reports made by members 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, on 
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the methods of administering medicines, 
diseases of the digestive, urinary, respira- 
tory, generative, nervous and circulatory 
systems, the eye, ankle and foot, skin, on 
lameness, wounds, general diseases and 
shoeing. The book is finely illustrated 
with plates, some colored. It contains 
576 pages. 

If you desire a work on the horse, 
where can you get so much and so good 
for so little cost? 


PURE FOOD. 





We have received from Senator Ma- 
son a copy of his speech in favor of 
“Pure Food Legislation,” in which he 
gives some interesting particulars re- 
garding the use of alum in baking pow- 
der; glucose, aniline and terra alba in 
candy, jelly and honey, etc. 

We heartily sympathize with every ef- 
fort to compel honesty in the purveyors 
of foods. The relations of glucose to the 
recent notable increase in diabetes de- 
serve investigation. Children will have 
candy, and it should be made for them 
of pure materials at home. 

The adulterators of maple syrup are 
a short-sighted set, who cheat themselves 
most. For if a pure syrup were sold it 
is probable that nine-tenths of those who 
try it would become regular consumers 
and a steady demand would result, for 
there is nothing to compare with it as an 
adjunct to the buckwheat cake and the 
waffle. But when only one-tenth of the 
syrup is pure maple, nine-tenths of those 
who try it conclude there is nothing 
specially desirable about it, more than 
other syrups, and they do not become 
regular consumers. It is this that limits 
the use of this delicious article to the 
occasional customer, instead of estab- 
lishing a general demand. 

The same principle applies in some 
degree to the glucose honey and jelly, 
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the rotten-fruit butters and tomato cat- 
sup, etc. 

When we come to baking-powders we 
begin to smell wool. The trust controls 
patents on processes employed in the 
manufacture of tartaric acid that render 
it impossible for independent houses to 
compete with it unless alum is employed. 
Hence the endeavor to create popular 
sentiment against alum. It may be in- 
jurious, possibly in the small amounts 
found in the powders made outside of 
the trust; but the people do not care to 
be “worked” by a monopoly, stampeded 
into their corral like a lot of Texas steers. 
There is no overweening solicitude for 
the public health back of this pure-food 
agitation, but a selfish desire to promote 
the profits of a monopoly, pure and sim- 
ple. We fail to enthuse over it. 

The fact is that alum is decomposed 
in the process of bread-making, leaving 
alumina hydrate. This is said by the 
makers of alum baking-powders to be 
perfectly harmless to the human body, 
and if this is true there is no objection to 
its presence. At any rate it is not alum, 
and the objections urged against alum 
do not necessarily apply to the deriva- 
tive. But as yet the harmlessness of 
alumina hydrate has not been proved, and 
rests on the assertions of manufacturers 
interested in the sale of alum baking- 
powders. So there you are! 


HOME FOR AGED DOCTORS. 





A correspondent writes to us proposing 
to found a Home or Sanatorium for aged 
and sick doctors. He proposes to raise 
a fund of $75.000 by $5.00 subscriptions 
from members of the profession, and es- 
tablish at some central point an institu- 
tion where doctors and their families may 
go for free treatment. The institution 


is to be supported by annual dues from 
the members. 
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There is the germ of a useful project 
in this, tho’ the idea has not yet been 
worked out; at least our friend’s scheme 
is beset with what appear to be insuper- 
able difficulties. He speaks of the Homes 
for Masons and Oddfellows; but these 
are endowed and supported by lodges, 
very few of whose members expect ever 
to use these Homes themselves. No such 
fraternal feeling animates the doctors to- 
wards their competitors, nor are medical 
societies in any such state of financial 
plethora as to warrant such an under- 
taking. Moreover our friend adverts at 
once to a serious stumbling block, by 
seeking to limit the benefits to the man 
who has been only doctor, and ‘has not 
farmed, merchandised or otherwise mixed 
up business with medicine. But why not 
as well debar the doctor who has sold 
drugs, traded horses, worked for insur- 
ance companies or beneficial societies, 
colleges and dispensaries, journals—in 
fact drawing the line closely would ex- 
clude the whole profession. Besides the 
jealousy of man to man, and school to 
school, would surely come in; so that on 
the whole we look on the scheme as im- 
possible. 

More’s the pity. It is sorely needed. 
At least what we do need is a retreat 
that would be open to any doctor, of any 
school, when he desires to lay down the 
burden of his work and rest, without 
having to die to do it. 

Bellamy’s idea was that all men should 
retire from work at the age of 45. This 
is too early for a doctor, but at 60 he 
ought to quit practice for his own sake, 
that of his patients, and that of his suc- 
cessors. No more pitiful spectacle can 
be imagined than the old doctor trying 
to earn his bread in the midst of a crowd 
of younger men, better taught, versed in 
modern methods, with the strength and 
activity of youth. 
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There are in existence institutions to 
which aged persons gain admittance on 
the payment of $300, the home under- 
taking therefor to support them in com- 
fort for the rest of their days. When 
these institutions are simply private en- 
terprises, speculations on the life of the 
inmates, they open the door to possibili- 
ties of neglect and abuse too ghastly to 
contemplate. But when under the care 
of organized Boards of Directors, with 
regular visits from lodge brethren, such 
as the Homes of the beneficial orders, 
they are havens of rest for the fortunate 
inmates. The writer well recollects the 
monthly reports of the committees sent 
from his lodge to visit the Home, and 
report whether Brothers A. and B. were 
well, contented and happy; and it was 
with a certain satisfaction we heard that 
the committee discovered Brother A’s 
preference for a certain brand of fine-cut, 
which they had immediately supplied. 

Now if such a Home is organized, with 
a good broad stretch of country, in Ne- 
vada for instance, where we can go down 
into the warm lowlands in winter and 
climb to the cool plateaus in summer, 
where we can prospect for mines, raise 
fruit, flowers, bulbs or vegetables, meet 
our cronies and squabble over the issues 
that lived when we did, read, write or 
loaf; when this is organized you may 
count us in for $300, and annual dues 

until we reach the proper age. 

Don’t mix up the family with it. The 
experience of the Homes for aged men, 
women and couples shows that by the 
time the proper age for admission is 
reached the old people have had about as 
much of each other’s company as they 
want, and each prefers to be with his or 
her own cronies without having the old 
man’s—woman’s—crankiness to put up 
with. 

And as to the families, don’t pau- 
perize them. Let the doctor bring up 
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his children to be self-supporting and if 
they care enough for him to make him 
happier with them than in the Home, he 
doesn’t have to go there. But surely it 
is a comfortable feeling to know that if 
he is an unwelcome or burdensome guest 
he doesn’t have to be such, but has a 
place of his own to go to. 

Don’t bring in a hospital. Unless the 
doctor lives close by, he will find it 
cheaper to enter a home hospital than to 
pay railroad fares. 

Nevada land is cheap now; and every 
needed variety of climate may be found 
there. An immense body of land could 
be secured, possibly much of it by home- 
steading, and such a Bellamy colony es- 
tablished there as would excite the 
longing desires of every doctor in the 
land. There’s your plan. 


DIABETES. 


Of the less common diseases, none is 
mentioned by our correspondents so fre- 
quently as diabetes. Or is it that this 
malady is becoming less rare? From the 
west and north-west especially come re- 
quests for suggestions as to its treat- 
ment. 

The dietary treatment has been well 
worked out, and is of great value; but 
there are several objections to it. One 
is that the patient will not adhere to it; 
another is that he can’t. The craving for 
starchy food becomes stronger than the de- 
sire for a cure, and he breaks over his 
rules. It is a question if the suffering 
endured by abstinence from all sugar- 
forming food is not more injurious than 
a slight indulgence. Practically we find 
it wiser to allow a little potato or other 
selected starch, rather than have the pa- 
tient indulge surreptitiously and largely, 
or else go to a more complaisant ad- 
viser. 
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We have been deeply interested in the 
reports on Arsenauro in diabetes, and 
have received a number of letters telling 
of its benefits when given up to full 
toleration and continued for considerable 
periods. The curative effect seems only 
to be manifested when it is used in this 
manner. 

That gold affects metabolism deeply 
we know; and perhaps when we have 
worked out to the ultimate the pathol- 
ogy of diabetes we may be able to ex- 
plain the curative action of gold. ’Till 
then we must be content with the fact. 


INTROSPINAL ANESTHESIA. 


Prof. Waiss’ paper gives the latest re- 
port on this most important advance in 
anesthesia, which our readers will find 
of absorbing interest. We note that 
Marx is using beta-eucaine at the Leb- 
anon Hospital of New York, with de- 
cided success. Keen also has used eucaine, 
preferring it to cocaine because the for- 
mer can be sterilized by heat as often as 
necessary, and is less toxic. Keen em- 
ployed eucaine successfully in operating 
for hernia. 


VIVISECTION. 


The following is from Joseph McFar- 
land’s most recent and most excellent 
text-book on Pathogenic Bacteria. 

“Bacteriology has to-day become a sci- 
ence whose principal objects are to dis- 
cover the cause, explain the symptoms, 
and prepare the cure of disease. We can- 
not hope to achieve these objects except 
by the introduction of bacteria into ani- 
mals, where their effects and the effects 
of their products can be studied. 

“No one should more heartily con- 
demn wanton cruelty to animals than 
the physician and the naturalist. Indeed 
it is hard to imagine a class of men so 
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much of whose lives is spent in relieving 
pain, and who know so much about pain, 
being guilty of the wholesale butchery and 
torture accredited to them by a few of 
the laity, whose eyes, but not whose 
brains, have looked over the pages of 
physiological text-books. 
“Experimentation upon animals has 
given us almost all our knowledge of 
physiology, most of our valuable thera- 
peutics, and the only scientific methods 
of treating tetanus and diphtheria. 
“Experiments upon animals we must 
make, and, as animals differ in their sus- 
ceptibility to disease, large numbers and 
different kinds must be employed.” 


TUBERCULOSIS ANTITOXIN. 


In the Journ. Amer. Med. Assoc. ap- 
pears an abstract from the Gazzette degli 
Ospedale of Milan, of Mircoli’s impor- 
tant observations as to the “Curative 
Value of Tuberculosis Antitoxin”. Mir- 
coli tabulates the results of this treat- 
ment in 2899 tuberculous patients, men- 
tioning the results on the bacilli, the 
local lesions and the weight. He classi- 
fies the cases as circumscribed apyretic, 
circumscribed febrile and diffuse tuber- 
culous bronchitis, with and without mi- 
crobian associations, and broncho-pul- 
monitis with cavities. 

“Out of 250 circumscribed apyretic 
patients, 95 were cured, 110 improved, 
10 remained stationary and 35 grew 
worse. In circumscribed febrile patients, 
168 out of 938 were cured, 511 improved, 
163 remained stationary, and 96 grew 
worse. Out of 332 patients with diffuse 
tubercular broncho-pulmonitis with mi- 
crobian associations, 31 were cured, 142 
improved, 98 remained stationary and 61 
grew worse. In diffuse tubercular bron- 
chitis without microbian associations, 91 
out of 665 patients were cured, 301 im- 
proved, 166 remained stationary and 106

grew worse. Out of the 712 patients 
with broncho-pulmonitis with cavities, 89 
were cured, 281 improved, Io2 remained 
stationary and 240 grew worse. 

“The improvement obtained with anti- 
toxin treatment is usually permanent. It 
seems as if the organism, once assisted 
to effectively defend itself, is able to con- 
tinue the struggle successfully for years 
afterward alone. The antitoxin does not 
act on pyogenic associations nor in cases 
in which the system is unable to respond 
to the stimulus of the antitoxin. Thg 
aid of hygienic and dietetic measures is 
also indispensable. The best results were 
attained with I c. c. injected on alternate 
days. 

“The antitoxin not only neutralizes the 
toxins, but stimulates the production of 
“alexins.” Its power is shown by ex- 
amining the blood of patients before and 
after treatment. The serum of a normal 
person had a toxic power and also a spe- 
cific antitoxic power on the tuberculosis 
toxins to a certain extent. In a tuber- 
culous subject, the ormer property is 
above normal, while the latter is nearly 
if not entirely absent. This condition 
tends to enhance the effect of the tuber- 
culous subject, the former property is 
or so after treatment with antitoxin both 
properties are the same as in a normal 
subject. This artificially-induced anti- 
toxic power must be due to the active par- 
ticipation of the organism as the poten- 
tial must be hundreds of times greater 
than the small amount of antitoxin ac- 
tually injected. 

“Experimental tests show that the an- 
titoxin also has a direct action on the 
bacilli, inhibiting their growth and viru- 
lence. None of the bacilli develop or 
produce infection after being kept in an- 
titoxin for twenty days in vitro. Tuber- 
culosis intoxication may be conquered 
without medication, but when the physi- 
cian is not positively sure that a spontane- 
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ous cure is impending, he should bear in 
mind that nature can be aided and the 
intoxication conquered more rapidly and 
more energetically with antitoxin treat- 
ment than with any other. It is applica- 
ble to all cases and all stages. Tuber- 
culin, on the other hand, adds to the 
toxins already in the organism, and may 
prove the last straw to upset an already 
tottering equilibrium. 

“The recent research on hemolysins 
has confirmed Maragliano’s fundamental 
conceptions of antitoxin treatment and 
the autoserotherapy it induces. Nae- 
geli’s statements are also confirmatory ; 
he found with improved methods of post- 
mortem investigation that 100 per cent. 
of the adults examined presented evi- 
dences of tubercular lesions, and claims 
that every adult is tuberculous. The 
strong are able to transform an active 
lesion into a latent, inactive process, and 
Maragliano, by supplementing the nat- 
ural resources, reenforces the weak and 
enables them to accomplish the same re- 
sult.”

ALKALOIDAL MEDICATION. 





By Frioyp B. Ennist, M. D 


Y attitude toward the alkaloids 
is now not so much that of an 
enthusiast as that of a confirmed 
admirer. They have become my 

trusted friends and allies. I use them 

whenever it is possible to employ medi- 
cines in that form. I have had several 
interesting experiences with them, and 
regret that I have not regularly kept case 
notes, therefore am unable to furnish 
scientific data concerning each case. 
One experience was very interesting 
and helpful to me. A visiting physician 
in the Home for Aged Women, located 
near me, was obliged to temporarily 
abandon his duties. I acted in his stead 
during June, July and August, having 
entire charge, during the latter month, 
of 94 old ladies. I used the alkaloids 
almost exclusively. The matron of the 
Home reported that the health of the in- 
mates was remarkable; the Home phar- 
macist was astounded at the absence of 
calls for drugs for bowel complaints 
usual in summer; and one old lady, who 
had been an inmate for twenty-three 
years, took the trouble to call at my office 
and stated that never in all her recollec- 
tion had any visiting physician done so 
much to relieve and help the occupants 
of the institution. I give almost the en- 
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tire credit to the alkaloids. They were 
a new departure there and I had to order 
the pharmacist to lay in a stock for my 
prescriptions. All the ladies were past 
the age of 60 years. 

One was 84, with carcinoma uteri. 
She was a maiden and refused douches. 
When I first saw her she had not been 
out-of-doors for several months. Her 
former physician told me he did not see 
what kept her alive; he had been giving 
codeine gr. 1-4 4. h. I immediately put 
her on capsules, each containing, strych- 
nine arsenate gr. I-30 plus 1-134 (I found 
that she required the extra granule), 
phytolaccin gr. 1-6 (two granules), 
arsenic iodide gr. 1-67 ( one granule), 
4 i. d.; with two 2-m nuclein tablets on 
the tongue at Io a. m., 3 p. m., and bed- 
time. Nutritious diet was ordered, with 
bovinine 1-2 ounce in milk, 4. i. d. She 
improved from the very beginning and 
has attended church several times, be- 
side taking’ short walks. How long the 
condition will last I cannot say, but she 
has no pain, and certainly such results 
were astonishing. 

Very gratifying success was also ob- 
tained in a case of chronic articular rheu- 
matism with excessive dropsy. Used 
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apocynin gr. I-12 every one, two or three 
hours, according to effect, for removal 
of fluids; and capsules each containing 
digitalin gr. 1-67, iron, quinine, and 
strychnine arsenates, each gr. 1-67, glo- 
noin gr. 1-250; also sodium iodide, gr. 
v—x, t. i. d., well diluted; the painful 
joints being enveloped in flannel satu- 
rated with ol. morrhuz and a little euca- 
lyptol. This woman obtained such great 
relief (her limbs were distended to burst- 
ing when first seen) that she has since 
refused to take the other doctor’s medi- 
cines and has bought my prescriptions 
of the druggist! (Above capsules given 
4. i. d.) 

Several cases with pains and aches in- 
dicating affections of the nerve or muscle- 
sheaths were greatly benefited by rhus 
tox. gr. I-10, two granules q. 2 or 3. h. 

I had just begun to use hamamelin in 
an old chronic congestion and varicose 
condition of the limbs, and was giving 


great relief, when my confrere returned 


and re-assumed his charge. I should 
like to hear further from hamamelin if 
any of your readers have used it, also 
from cannabin tannate. 

Another case which might be of in- 
terest was that of a girl 10 years of age. 
She had valvular disease following rheu- 
matism. I saw her last November. She 
had been given up by two physicians; 
had not slept in bed for three weeks, 
coughed incessantly, could only exist in 
a steamer-chair, could not walk, abdomen 
and limbs swollen enormously. I put her 
on the capsules of digitalin, glonoin, etc., 
mentioned above, giving them q. 3. h. at 
first ; alternated with codeine gr. 1-12 and 
heroin gr. 1-12 for cough; Abbott's Sa- 
line Laxative each morning. Later the 
limbs burst, and I had them cleansed, 
covered with boric acid powder and 
dressed 2. i. d. with borated cotton. Im- 
provement was slow but sure. Within a 
short time the child was able to lie in 
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bed with head high; soon limbs healed 
entirely, fluid in them disappeared, she 
stopped coughing and was able to wear 
her shoes and stockings. For several 
months she has slept in bed as others do, 
resting without a break from 9 p. m. un- 
til 7 a. m.; has walked several blocks and 
has been away to the country for six 
weeks, where she climbed fences and en- 
joyed herself. Her abdomen is still large 
and she has a greatly hypertrophied 
heart and a loud murmur, precluding all 
possibility of complete recovery, but she 
may live for some time in comparative 
comfort. She now takes the capsules t. i. 
d., with the substitution of strophanthin 
gr. 1-134 for the digitalin. Her pulse is 
firm and regular, respirations normal and 
appetite and general condition good. 

I used to think that the alkaloids were 
better for acute cases, but have changed 
my mind and now believe them equally 
effective in chronic conditions. 

I regard this as another alkaloidal 
victory—not a tincture or a fluid extract 
having been used. Some may say that 
they would have produced the same re- 
sults, but “Quien sabe?” Even if they 
would, aren’t the granules much neater 
and easier to take? Right here let me 
say that I did not notice any so-called 
cumulative effects from digitalin ; neither 
have I ever seen it in other cases, and I 
have given it for long periods and used 
hundreds of the granules. 

I also treated a 9-months-old baby for 
pneumonia, with alkaloids and cold baths, 
placing her in water at body heat, cooling 
the water until temperatureof that from the 
faucet, and keeping her in until her fever 
was down to 102. The alkaloids used as 
indicated were, calomel gr. 1-6, dosimet- 
ric trinity, apomorphine; copper arsen- 
ite and zinc sulphocarbolate when stools 
were odorous ; and mustard (one part to 
five of flour) on chest when required. 
Baby’s temperature went up to 107, but 
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yielded to treatment. Child recovered 
entirely in less than ten days. The re- 
markable things about it were the absence 
of dyspnea and cyanosis, and the excel- 
lent condition of the child at the end of 
the attack. 

I am coming to regard temperature as 
practically of little moment unless high 
enough to damage the tissues, it merely 
being the indicator of the severity of the 
causal trouble. I have been able in many 
cases to bring it down with a run by us- 
ing the coal-tar products, but I now pre- 
fer to heed Nature’s warnings, and use 
the trinity as a bracer and the baths for 
very high temperatures, with proper nu- 
trition, hygiene and relief of the most 
annoying symptoms. 

I find patients in much better condi- 
tion after alkaloidal treatment than after 
treatment by the old system. Aborting, 
in my opinion, is only a synonym for aid- 
ing Nature to throw off the disease. 

A physician told me the other day that 
he thought apomorphine too depressing 
to use in bronchitis and pneumonia, but 
I always add strychnine, with hyoscya- 
mine or codeine, and have seen no de- 
pression, but great benefit; as I believe 
they prevent much cyanosis by loosen- 
ing up and aiding the expulsion of mu- 
cus from the bronchioles. 

I must not neglect my tribute to the 
8-minim nuclein hypodermics. I much 
prefer them to the 2-minim tablets, even 
for oral use. They are a revelation in 
malaria. Three, hypodermically, once, 
twice or thrice a day, or even on the 
tongue, will surprise’ you. You will 
wonder why you used so much quinine. 
I soon get a case timed so that I can an- 
ticipate the chill by a “hypo” of nuclein 
and “jar” the plasmodium. Your other 
drugs will have a much more rapid and 
certain action with nuclein than without. 

In this article I have not exaggerated 
at all, but given the bald facts. I am 
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surrounded by “heretics,” but do not an- 
ticipate any difficulty in remaining faith- 
ful, for the alkaloids have come to stay. 
We are prescribing fewer remedies, but 
we are learning to use them to better ad- 
vantage. “The mark is plain enough; 
the real question of success depends upon 
the greater accuracy of aim.”

A NEW ROLE FOR COCAINE. 
SUBARACHNOIDEAN INJECTIONS OF THE 
ALKALOID AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR GEN- 
ERAL ANESTHESIA IN ALL OPERATIONS 
RELOW THE DIAPHRAGM.

SEVHE following article will deal 
with a novel use of the alkaloid 
of a drug that has been in 
use for many years. At 
present this new method promises to ren- 
der cocaine a still greater boon to hu- 
manity than it has ever been before. 

In the year 1884, Dr. J. Leonard Cor- 
ning of New York discovered that a 
weak solution of the alkaloid cocaine in- 
jected into the subarachnoid space would 
produce complete anesthesia. He went a 
step farther, and conceived the idea of 
applying medication to the spinal cord 
and cerebrum directly through a hypo- 
dermic needle. His original articles ap- 
peared in 1884-5, and again in 1888; but 
what is most remarkable to state is that, 
original as were his discoveries, they were 
not taken up by his countrymen at that 
time. Dr. Corning was not a surgeon 
and perhaps the great surgeons of the 
United States of that period were loth to 
accept the discovery of a mere physician, 
one who has never wielded the scalpel 
to any extent. This discovery was per- 
mitted to remain unused and unknown 
until it returned to us, as a great many 
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American inventions do, with European 
sanction. 

Having been tried and demonstrated 
by European surgeons (who have a habit 
of at once appropriating anything useful 
that comes their way from America, with- 
out giving due credit to the original 
discoverer ), such as Franck, Sicard, Sel- 
dovitch and finally by Tuffier, and upon 
their report, especially that of the latter, 
the idea has been within the last few 
months brought back to the United States 
and taken up and used by a number of 
progressive men. First among these was 
Dr. Matas, of New Orleans, who em- 
ployed subarachnoid anesthesia in a num- 
ber of amputations and operations on the 
lower limbs. But it remained to Dr. Tuf- 
fier to demonstrate that any operation 
below the diaphragm may be thus per- 
formed without the slightest pain. For 


the anesthesia is complete and absolute, 
destroying all sensation to heat and to 
pain, while the subject retains control 


over motion, the effect lasting long 
enough to permit even extensive opera- 
tions, such as the complete removal of the 
womb, ovaries and tubes, large growths 
and tumors; operations on the liver and 
gall-bladder, intestines and appendix, 
stomach and spleen ; and even the removal 
of a kidney, besides all sorts of opera- 
tions on the lower extremities. 
‘ The direct medication of the spinal 
cord, which Dr. Corning suggested, will 
probably soon be thoroughly investigated ; 
and it is to be hoped that it will prove 
of as great benefit to humanity as the 
inhalation anesthesia. What I shall dis- 
cuss in this paper will be the practical 
value of this new method of anesthesia. 
Its advantages are its ease of applica- 
tion, thorough analgesia of all the tis- 
sues below the diaphragm, the retention 
of the sense of touch, the absence of 
the reflexes, the retained consciousness 
of the patient and finally the avoidance 
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of one of the greatest dangers to surgical 
procedures at the present time, namely, 
the sequences of the anesthetic, such as 
cardiac phenomena, pulmonary lesions 
and renal disturbances. Up to the present 
time cocaine has not been found to inter- 
fere with the functions of any of the 
organs. 

Tuffier, whose experience dates from 
last November to the middle of August, 
has had no untoward results of any kind, 
and has secured complete analgesia in 
every case. I shall quote from an article 
by Tuffier, which appeared in a French 
journal in May of this year, wherein he 
describes his technique sufficiently clear 
that it can be followed without any 
trouble. All told, he used the method in 
130 cases, and had not a fatality, com- 
plication or unpleasantness in any of 
them. That the analgesia was complete 
admits of no question, as most of the 
operations were the major abdominal 
ones, such as laparotomies, hysterectom- 
ies and even a nephrectomy, as described 
above; and this in patients of all ages. 

Professor Tuffier says: “After nu- 
merous experiments since November 9, 
1899, I have made use of surgical anes- 
thesia induced by the injection of solu- 
tions of cocaine in the lumbar subarach- 
noid space. In a previous communication 
I mentioned the works of Franck, Bier, 
Sicard and Seldovitch, and I also pub- 
lished the results of my experiments. In 
these communications I also showed the 
facility and innocuousness of this method 
of anesthesia. I herewith give the pre- 
cise technique which I have adopted. 
My operations have been on the lower 
extremities, perineum, rectum, abdomen, 
external and internal female genitalia 
and male genitalia. In all of the 130 
cases I obtained absolute analgesia and 
the cure of my patients without early or 
late complications. The field has now 
increased and includes intestinal, gall- 
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bladder and kidney operations, nephro- 
pexies and nephrectomies (he has not 
performed any operations above the dia- 
phragm). I believe this method to be 
practical, and it will insure success to 
those who follow my method of proced- 
ure. 

“T use for these injections a Pravaz- 
syringe, admitting of sterilization (hy- 
podermic with asbestos piston). The 
needle must be sufficiently long to pene- 
trate easily the space between the skin 
and the subarachnoid space. This interval 
varies in length according to the muscu- 
lar development and obesity of the pa- 
tient. The needle must be of platinum. 
It must be easily sterilized and be nine 
centimeters long. Its external diameter 
must be I.I m. m., the internal diameter 
8 m.m. It must be solid so as not to 
bend when it comes in contact with the 
vertebral column. Its end must have a 
short bevel. 

“I employ a two per cent solution 
of cocaine. This solution must be 
sterile and recent; old solutions must 
be discarded. This is important. The 
fluid injected must be carefully steri- 
lized. I then prepare my solution as 
follows: The solution is exposed 
to a temperature of 80 degrees C. 
(176 degrees F.), in a water-bath for 
fifteen minutes; then it is kept in a tem- 
perature of 38 degrees C. (100 degrees 
F.), for three hours; it is again brought 
to a temperature of 80 degrees C., then 
allowed to cool to 38 degrees C. This 
operation is repeated five or six times 
in succession. It assures a perfect steril- 
ization and the anesthetic properties of 
the cocaine are not altered. 

“The operative technique is as follows: 
The patient is in the sitting posture, both 
arms carried forward, and the field of 
injection is thoroughly asepticized. Lo- 
cate the iliac crests. An imaginary line 
connecting these two crests passes 
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through the fourth lumbar vertebra. By 
injecting beneath that line you penetrate 
the medullary canal. As soon as you 
have located with the left index finger 
this spinous process, tell the patient to 
bend forward so as to make a big bag. 
This bending forward causes a separa- 
tion of 1.5c. m. (3-5 in.) between the 
vertebra on which you have your finger 
and the subjacent vertebra. 

“Then it is always wise to tell the pa- 
tient, ‘I am going tostick you with aneedle. 
You will feelsome pain but do not move’. 
Make the injection with the right hand. 
I insert the needle to the right of the 
vertebral column, about Ic. m. (2-5 in.) 
from the line of spinous processes. The 
needle goes through the skin, through 
the subcutaneous cellular tissue, through 
the lumbar aponeurosis, through the 
muscles of the sacro-lumbar region, pene- 
trates the lamellar space and at last pene- 
trates the spinal canal. As soon as the 
needle is in the subarachnoid space it meets 
no resistance, and from it escapes a clear 
yellow fluid. This fluid is the cerebro- 
spinal fluid, and escapes drop by drop. 
The surgeon must never inject a solution 
of cocaine before he has seen the cerebro- 
spinal fluid escape through the needle. 
After he has seen this fluid escape 
through the needle, he attaches to the lat- 
ter a syringe containing I c. c. (m. xv) 
of 2 per cent solution of cocaine. The 
injection is made slowly and should be 
completed in one minute. The dose in- 
jected should not exceed 15 milligrams 
of the alkaloid cocaine. I always employ 
a 2 per cent solution. 

“The injection terminated, I rapidly re- 
move the needle and close the needle 
puncture with sterilized collodion. Note 
the precise minute at which the injec- 
tion is terminated and then wait. The 
patient can be questioned as to subjective 
sensations which he experiences. After 
a certain lapse of time, which in our 
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observations varied according to the sub- 
jects from about four to eight or ten 
minutes, the patient would complain of 
a tingling sensation and numbness of the 
feet. This numbness extends to the legs. 
You can now begin to operate. Grad- 
ually sensation to pain and heat disap- 
pears. Contact sensation persists. To- 
ward the last the motor system may be 
affected. From four to ten minutes after 
the injection analgesia is usually com- 
plete. Most often it extends to the tho- 
rax, occasionally to the axilla. 

“It is not approximate analgesia, it is 
complete, it is absolute ; so much so that in 
a thigh amputation we asked the patient 
to elevate his stump so that we could bet- 
ter secure the vessels. In the course of 
the operation the patients, when ques- 
tioned, would say that they felt only the 
sensation of contact. One of my patients 
could hear me saw his femur and told 
my assistant that he could not tell whether 
I was sawing his femur or the table. 


While doing a vaginal hysterectomy one 
of my patients felt that something was 
giving away when the uterus was being 
removed but she experience | no pain. In 
the course of a lumbar nep'irectomy the 
patient, at the close of the operation, 
asked us if we were not going to begin 


the operation soon. The duration of 
analgesia is from one to one and a half 
hours. It has always allowed me suf- 
ficient time to complete the most labor- 
ious surgical intervention. 

“The position the patient is made to 
assume during the course of the opera- 
tion does not at all modify the analgesia. 
I have thus always been able to employ 
that posture best suited to the operative 
procedure. As under general anesthesia, 
I have operated in the inclined posture 
and in the left lateral posture. 

“The following incident may happen 
in the course of the puncture: In sub- 
jects whose spinal column is deviated, as 
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in scoliosis, the line of the spiniotts pro- 
cesses can only be found with difficulty, 
and owing to the fact that the vertebral 
laminz have lost their normal relations, 
the puncture may be difficult. This ob- 
stacle, however, can be overcome by pa- 
tience on the part of the operator. If the 
needle strikes against a vertebral lamina, 
change the direction of its point either 
upward or downward, but do not pull 
it back and forth. This pulling back and 
forth may succeed in breaking it. The 
better thing to do is to remove the needle 
and make another puncture, higher up 
or lower down. 

“The solution must be injected in the 
subarachnoid space. There is only one 
sign which permits us to affirm that the 
needle is in the cavity. I mentioned that 
sign before. It is the escape of cephalo- 
rachidian fluid. If blood escapes through 
the needle it may be fluid blood, or it 
may be blood with an admixture of cere- 
bro-spinal fluid. As to the nature of 
the blood we cannot decide by simple 
inspection. We repeat the puncture, and 
we will not inject until we have seen two 
or three drops of pure cephalo-rachidian 
fluid escape. 

“Can this method of anesthesia be pro- 
ductive of any accidents? I do not know, 
but, basing my opinion upon personal ob- 
servations, I can affirm that I have never 
seen a serious accident. Usually the pa- 
tients complain of epigastric weight, a 
feeling of epigastric coldness. They are 
anxious, they are nauseated, emesis is 
frequent. These accidents may occur dur- 
ing the operation, a few minutes after the 
puncture, but they usually occur in the 
few hours that follow the puncture. 
These accidents are very frequent. I 
have noticed emesis 50 times in 63 opera- 
tions. The vomit is mucous or bilious, 
it is not abundant, it yields readily to the 
ingestion of ice. Headache occurs more 
frequently than emesis. In two-thirds of 
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the cases it is light headache, a simple 
heaviness. It disappears in a day follow- 
ing the operation. It can however, be a 
severe headache provoking insomnia, and 
disappearing only at the end of 48 hours. 
I have noticed profuse sweats, some dila- 
tation of the pupils, some shaking of the 
limbs, some rapidity of the pulse. All 
these accidents have disappeared 24 hours 
after the operation. 

“In 15 cases I noticed an evening eleva- 
tion of temperature on the day of opera- 
tion. This elevation occurred in the ab- 
sence of any operative complications. On 
the next day the temperature was normal. 
In 40 patients I noticed a chill after from 
ten to fifteen minutes. 

“My first 63 cases included 39 males 
and 24 females. They varied in age from 
12 to 69 years. Sex and age seem to have 
no influence on this method of anesthesia. 
I would consider children and hysterical 
individuals as being poor subjects for this 
method of anesthesia. I consider it well 


to put a simple compress over the pa- 


tient’s eyes. Some of my patients ob- 
jected to being blindfolded.” 

Dr. J. B. Murphy was the first surgeon 
to try this method in Chicago, and he 
has reported a few successful cases. 
Since then, his assistants and a few other 
surgeons have employed it, and as far as 
the writer could learn, with unvaried suc- 
cess. 

The writer has to report five cases, all 
operated during the last month with the 
following results: 

Case 1. This was a case where an 
exploratory incision was decided on, to 
establish the diagnosis. General ana- 
sarca, simulating an ovarian tumor. Hav- 
ing failed to establish analgesia, the in- 
cision was made under chloroform. The 
reason for our failure, which was merely 
mechanical, will be fully explained later. 

Case 2. Male, age 30. Hemorrhoids. 
Thorough dilatation ; ligated in four groups 
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and removed hemorrhoids. Thirteen 
minims of a two per cent solution of 
cocaine was used for injection. Anesthe- 
sia was complete in five minutes. There 
was a slight chill during the operation 
and a slight headache which disappeared 
toward night. There was perfect analge- 
sia. The pulse was not accelerated and 
was strong at all times. No shock. The 
patient was sitting up on the third day. 

Case 3. Mrs. M., age 42, mother of 
six children; lacerated, everted and in- 
filtrated cervix. Injection of 15 minims of 
a two per cent solution in fourth lum- 
bar interspace. Anesthesia was complete 
in eight minutes. Operation, amputation 
of the cervix and repair of the perineum. 
There was slight nausea and some vomit- 
ing during the early part of the opera- 
tion. Analgesia complete. The patient 
reached her bed in the best of condition. 
Her recovery was uneventful. 

Case 4. Male, age 21. Popliteal an- 
eurism caused by a small pistol bullet. 
Vifteen minims of two per cent solu- 
tion injected. Anesthesia complete in 
three minutes. The artery was laid bare, 
tied both above and below and the aneur- 
ism dissected out. The bullet was alse 
removed. The operation lasted 20 min- 
utes, during which time the patient lay 
on his chest. There was slight dilatation 
of the pupils, slight headache, no accelera- 
tion of the pulse, temperature first night 
99.6, normal thereafter; pulse never 
above go, full and regular. Recovery 
perfect without swelling of leg. 

Case 5. In this case the anesthetic 
had its severest trial. Patient was 59 
years old, mother of eight children; had 
an enlarged heart with mitral insuffi- 
ciency; twenty-five per cent moist albu- 
min in the urine, and a large ovarian 
cystic tumor. The cyst contained nearly 
five gallons of fluid. The patient was 
very much emaciated and weakened, could 
not have taken chloroform or ether. 
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Eighteen drops of two per cent solu- 
tion of cocaine were injected into the 
subarachnoid space. The prick of the 
needle brought a cry of pain from the 
patient. The skin was hypersensitive. 
Anesthesia was complete in ten minutes. 
The operation was performed with hips 
elevated. The abdomen was opened and 
the tumor was exposed, the fluid drawn 
off, the sac pulled out, and the ovary and 
tube of that side removed in the usual 
manner. The other ovary being found 
healthy, was left. The abdomen was 
closed in tiers. The operation lasted 
forty minutes. Analgesia was complete. 
Patient was conversing with me during 
the operation. Slight nausea during 
operation was controlled by ice. Pulse 
140 before operation, 100 during, and 86 
immediately thereafter. Temperature 
rose that night to 101 degrees, normal 
thereafter. Heart has improved since the 
operation and the albumin is rapidly dis- 
appearing from the urine. Patient is 
improving rapidly. Wound has healed 
perfectly, with an outlook of perfect re- 
covery. It is too early to say what the 
final outcome of this case will be, but as 
far as the anesthetic was concerned it 
left nothing to be desired. 

Now as to needles: The ordinary 
needles with very oblique bevel possess 
, one disadvantage, in that the orifice of 
the needle may only be partially in the 
subarachnoid space while the other por- 
tion of the needle may be without the sheath 
so that the injection may flow partially 
into the subarachnoid space and partially 
inte the surrounding tissues. And this is 
what occurred in my first case, and the 
reason why I failed to establish anesthe- 
sia. Since then this fault has been reme- 
died. I use at present a platinum-irid- 
ium needle, with a very short bevel, and 
a “Sub Q” syringe. These syringes have 
the advantage of being entirely of glass, 
piston, barrel and all, and so can be thor-

oughly sterilized without deteriorating. 
Furthermore the failure to establish anes- 
thesia by the cocaine injection is no coun- 
ter- indication to the use of chloroform or 
ether. On the contrary it appears to as- 
sist inhalation anesthesia, for the stage 
of rigidity does not appear, as occurred 
in my first case. 

The cocaine solution must be perfectly 
fresh and sterile. So must the syringe 
and needle be sterile. The field of punc- 
ture must be made aseptic by repeated 
scrubbing with soft soap, alcohol and 
ether, and the puncture on the removal 
of the needle must be closed with col- 
lodion. The dose should not be more 
than fifteen minims of a two per cent 
solution, for if this dose is exceeded, 
epigastric anxiety is more marked, vomit- 
ing is more frequent; but nevertheless 
even with a larger dose no alarming 
symptoms were noticed. The patient 
should be forewarned, when the needle 
penetrates the tissues, so that he does 
not jerk and deviate the needle from its 
proper course. 

The cocaine solution should be pre- 
pared fresh each time. For the insertion 
of the needle it is important to have the 
patient curve the spine forward rather 
sharply, as it enlarges the distance be- 
tween the laminz. The solution should 
never be injected until after a fewdropsof 
cerebro-spinal fluid have escaped through 
the needle. The needle should then be held 
steady, as it is possible to draw it from 
beneath the dura or to push it beyond, 
and in that way the cocaine solution 
would not be mixed with the cerebro- 
spinal fluid and produce the desired ef- 
fect.

If the pangs of par- 
turition can be entirely prevented and 
that with perfect safety by a harmless 
injection of cocaine, we want to know it.

A CLINICAL REPORT OF SOME 
GENITO-URINARY CASES.

HE successful treatment of dis- 
eases of the urinary passages 
and organs has been for many 
years, and is to day, one of the 

banes of the general practitioner. At one 


time he was limited to decoctions of uva 
ursi, which later on were supplemented 
by buchu. 

For those supposed kidney-affections, 
diuretics were necessarily the best 
thing, as they “washed” the kidneys 
and “drove out all.the impurities.” 

This may seem amusing to some butone 
need not travel very far to get samples 
of this very sort of pathology and medi- 
cal theory. ; 

The march of modern investigation 
and intelligent experimentation, both in 
a pathological and a therapeutic way, has 
cast much light upon the treatment of 
diseases of the urinary tract. It seems 
almost a coincidence that the earliest at- 
tempts at securing remedial agents were 
upon the same lines as the latest and most 
successful. 

The ancient herbalists were to a very 
slight degree successful, and laid claims 
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to better results than their successors, 
who set great store on their alkaline 
remedies. 

It became evident that vegetable reme- 
dies were after al', the smaller of the two 
evils. This led to further investigations 
and a vast improvement has been at- 
tained over former methods of medica- 
tion, as shown by the attainment of much 
better results. 

Without indulging in any further pre- 
liminary remarks I will now call atten- 
tion to a remedy of the class to which 
I have alluded, which experience has 
taught me to be a most valuable resource 
when properly used. It should not be 
forgotten that the case in which it is 
employed must be determined to be one 
to which it is adapted, nor must the man- 
ner of administration be lost sight of. 
The best remedy improperly applied or 
used, cannot be expected to be success- 
ful, and upon these conditions do results 
depend in every case. 

Couch-grass, botanically known as 
triticum, is a commonly-used drug, in- 
digenous to the northern hemisphere. 
The rhizome is the portion which con- 
tains the medicinal principle, triticin. 
The fresh infusion of the plant has been 
a common household remedy, as it is a 
refrigerant diuretic, but does not pos- 
sess the powers which more carefully 
elaborated pharmaceutical preparations 
enjoy. The fluid extract of triticum has 
produced only varying results in its 
administration, and has deservedly fallen 
into disrepute. This however, did not 
deter some indefatigable investigators 
from continuing the work of perfecting 
this drug, and it finally culminated in 
the production of Tritica, which is 
simply a concentrated infusion of triti- 
cum, made in vacuo, from a selected stock 
of the fresh rhizome. This was a real 
triumph in pharmacy. Whilst a very 
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small quantity of alcohol must be added 
to insure a permanent solution, it is made 
so small that it in no way interferes 
with the action of the drug, nor does it 
in any way increase any inflammatory 
condition which may be present. 

It would be a better guide to the 
reader to give reports of some cases in 
which Tritica has been used, as an in- 
dex of the troubles in which it is in- 
dicated and of how the results were ob- 
tained. 

Case 1. Charles S. aged 20, salesman, 
who indulged rather freely in drink, con- 
tracted gonorrhea. When seen it was 
in the acute stage, with a profuse yellow- 
ish-green discharge. There were intense 
pains on urinating and the usual classic 
subjective symptoms. Locomotion was 
very difficult, and his symptoms had been 
aggravated by indulging rather freely 
in gin, at the suggestion of friends. He 
was in a generally bad and demoralized 
condition, aggravated by the fact that 


this was his first experience. 

Fearing to trust him with injections, 
he was placed upon the most simple 
treatment that could possibly be advised. 
Absolute rest was enjoined. All alco- 


holics were prohibited, and copious 
draughts of water advised. In addition 
to this a light diet was prescribed and 
saline aperients to reduce local conges- 
tion. Local applications of water, and 
cleanliness, were also advised. Inter- 
nally he was given a teaspoonful of Trit- 
ica every two hours, making about 
eight doses a day. In about a week he 
was able to be up and about, the discharge 
having nearly all disappeared. The Trit- 
ica was continued in teaspoonful doses 
every three hours, and in another week 
he was well. 

Case 2. James McC. aged 38, has had 
gonorrhea several times. At the time 
he presented himself he complained that 


his trouble had improved up to a certain 
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point, and then would grow no better. 
In fact he was worried by the constant 
discharge, which nothing seemed to be 
able to suppress. His disease had not 
lasted for a very long time, but it was 
annoying to a degree. He had used all 
sorts of capsules and injections, but with- 
out success. Examination revealed the 
meatus turgid and the urethral canal of 
an angry red color, injected, and very 
sensitive to the touch. 5 

There had been over-medication, and 
the proper remedy immediately suggest- 
ed itself. Everything in the way of 
medicine was left off and rest given 
the affected parts. The only drug per- 
mitted was Tritica, in two-teaspoonful 
doses, in hot water, four times daily. 
For drinks, aerated waters were suggest- 
ed and taken. 

In four days the patient felt better. 
He was then given very mild astringent 
injections, the Tritica being continued 
as before. It was not very long before the 
discharge ceased, and the patient cele- 
brated this event by deep potations, which 
brought on acute relapse. However, a 
resort to Tritica alone made this disap- 
pear, and good behavior for six weeks 
freed him entirely Had he not indulged 
in drinking, he would have been well 
much sooner and with less discomfort. 

Case 3. Michael F’. aged 18, had acute 
gonorrhea of five days’ standing, dis- 
charging profusely. He was in a pro- 
fuse cold perspiration, from the extreme 
pain and agony with which he was suf- 
fering. He had not urinated for seventy- 
two hours. He had taken no treatment 
whatever. 

The urethra was cleaned out as well 
as possible and a gallon of stale urine 
drawn. The bladder was not completely 
emptied, the patient being permitted to 
void about four ounces, which were left 
in the bladder. Naturally, there existed 
the possibility of two complications, gon- 
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orrhea of the bladder, or cystitis. No 
immediate local treatment for the ure- 
thra was ordered, but Tritica was given 
in doses of two teaspoonfuls four times 
daily. In a few days the bladder felt 
and acted normally and the discharge 
was diminished, the pain on micturition 
less marked. A mild astringent and an- 
tiseptic injection was now ordered, and 
the Tritica kept up in teaspoonful doses 
four times daily. The recovery was com- 
paratively rapid and uneventful. 

Case 4. Mrs. V. Z. aged 42, has not 
reached the menopause, afflicted with pro- 
lapse of the uterus in the second degree, 
complained of a series of obscure symp- 
toms. Investigation of the urine re- 
vealed subacute cystitis. She.was ordered 
Tritica in teaspoonful doses every two 
hours. The urine was examined twice 
a week and it was not long before the 
improvement could be observed. It re- 
quired four weeks to effect a cure, but 
when it did occur it was complete. This 
patient has been seen a number of times 
since, and there has been no complaint 
made in regard to the bladder. Repeated 
examinations have shown the urine to be 
clear and free of shreds, cells, or other 
debris indicative of her former trouble. 
Mucus is absent except in normal 
quantity. 

Marked leucorrhea existed at the time 
this patient was first seen, and after be- 
ginning the use of Tritica a noticeable 
diminution in this discharge was mani- 
fested. Under appropriate local treat- 
ment it has almost entirely disappeared, 
and with the aid of Tritica will no doubt 
do so completely. 

Case 5. Mrs. Pauline D., married, 68, 
complained of pain in lower part of the 
abdomen, and constant desire to urinate. 
She had the desire every minute or so, 
and then could evacuate but a few drops. 
If she walked a few steps the desire was 
uncontrollable, and if not satisfied it 
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would escape from her despite all the 
efforts she might make. She presented 
a classic picture of incontinence of urine. 
Whenever she urinated a very few drops 
passed, but they caused intense burning. 
She feared to urinate on this account, 
but could not control her bladder. 

An examination of the urine revealed 
a large quantity of mucus, pointing to an 
old cystitis. 

She was placed on a teaspoonful of 
Tritica four times daily, and in a month 
reported herself as feeling perfectly well. 
She can hold her water as formerly, there 
is no burning sensation on urinating, and 
in every other respect she feels perfectly 
well. No other remedy was taken while 
the Tritica was administered. 

Case 6. A professional man, married, 
42, had incontinence of urine, so marked 
that he had no control whatever over 
the functions of his bladder. This in- 
continence was very distressing, as it was 
controlled with difficulty in the daytime 
and not at all at night, so that he was 
in the habit of continually wetting the 
bed. He had never had venereal dis- 
ease, was an abstemious drinker, and the 
only reason that could be called up to 
account for his tre--ble was nervousness, 
caused by business worries and cares. He 
had tried various means to suppress the 
matter, and the more he tried, the worse 
it became. He even went so far as to 
limit his liquids to a cup of coffee for 
breakfast and a glass of water at dinner. 
This did not avail at all, and the con- 
dition became aggravated the more he 
did to stop it. 

Without using any nerve sedatives, and 
only ordering Tritica in teaspoonful doses 
four times daily, the condition gradually 
disappeared. The perceptible improve- 
ment which set in acted as a sedative, 
and this patient reported himself as en- 
tirely free of his incontinence in a few 
months. The progress was slow, but it

was progressive and to a final successful 
result. 

Case 7. Mrs. Louisa M., married, 52, 
treated for years without success for 
chronic catarrh of the bladder. A great 
deal of thickening existed. Her vesical 
capacity was very small, in consequence 
of which she had to urinate quite fre- 
quently. There seemed to exist an ir- 
ritable condition of the bladder, due na 
doubt to the large amount of uric acid 
in the urine. 

The bladder was washed out twice 
daily with an antiseptic solution, and 
gradual distention was effected by us- 
ing larger injections each time. When 
the capacity of the bladder had been in- 
creased to a reasonable amount, the pa- 
tient was placed on Tritica, a tablespoon- 
ful four times daily. This acted so 
favorably that the patient considered her- 
self cured. The urine no longer con- 
tained large quantities of mucus, the blad- 
der held almost a normal volume, and 
she could retain its contents for several 
hours. A slight recurrence of her for- 
mer symptoms having declared itself up- 
on the cessation of all treatment, she was 
advised to return to it, and has greatly 
benefited therefrom. In fact, she very 
truthfully looks upon Tritica as her main- 
Stay. 

Case 8. Edw. S., printer, 28, had gon- 
orrhea several times; the last attack had 
been cured, and several months after a 
gleet had declared itself. He had been 
temperate in all other habits, but any- 
thing but temperate in venery. He was 
affected with prostatitis, that organ be- 
ing enlarged, with heat and weight in the 
perineum. 

Tritica was ordered, two teaspoonfuls 
three times a day. This diminished the 
discharge, also relieving the heat in the 
perineum. The treatment was continued 
and ergotin administered in addition, se- 
curing contraction of the prostate. With 
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the passage of a cold sound, the man re- 
covered in a short time. 

Such is a brief report of cases in which 
I have employed Tritica. They are by 
no means selected, except in so far that 
each one represents a different condition 
to which this remedy is applicable. Only 
affections of the urinary system, exclus- 
ive of the kidneys, have been considered, 
but even when the latter were somewhat 
involved they readily responded to the 
action of the remedy. The hyperacidity 
of the urine subsided, it became bland, 
and the soothing qualities of Tritica were 
readily demonstrated. The cases narra- 
ted were acute, subacute or chronic in 
character. The patients were young, 
middle aged, or old, and embraced both 
males and females. Under these cir- 
cumstances there is but one conclu- 
sion possible, and that is inevitable. 
The testimony of the patients is another 
factor that cannot be overlooked, for each 
one, without exception, attributed all the 
good results obtained to the Tritica which 
had been taken. 

A very gratifying circumstance in con- 
nection with the administration of Trit- 
ica, which I have found to be constant, 
is that no one has ever displayed any re- 
pugnance to it, whether taken in cold or 
in hot water. No doubt it acts better 
when taken in hot water; but frequently 
this is impossible for the patient. De- 
spite this the good effects will manifest 
themselves, and the only disadvantage 
observed is the slightly longer time it re- 
quires to attain the same result. 

It is the hope of the author that this 
short clinical report may induce others 
to repeat his experience. So far but little 
has been written on Triticum and its 
therapeutic properties, and almost noth- 
ing on Tritica. This little contribution 
may perhaps act as an incentive to others 
to record their experiences.

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THE PREVENTION, ABORTION 
AND JUGULATION OF ACUTE 
DISEASES.

oe ITH the exception of the use of 
an by Peruvian bark and the alkaloids 
MWB] and salts obtained from it for 
is the cure and prevention of pa- 
ludal fevers, and vaccination for small- 
pox, but little attention and thought have 
been given to the prevention of other dis- 
eases, especially of cyclic and contagious 
maladies. It is true that during the last 
decade of the century a craze seems to 
have taken possession of the professional 
mind, for the prevention of specific dis- 
eases by the irijection of serums and anti- 
toxins; to the utter neglect of the study 
of a surer, safer and more rational mode, 
furnished by this simple yet truly scien- 
tific method of therapeutics, with its 
“arms of precision” that produce exact 
and positive results when judiciously 
administered. 

As said, I was slow to profit by Burg- 
graeve’s teaching of prevention, for lack 
of opportunities, and I will add, because 
I was so dominated by the dicta of Alma 
mater in regard to specific cyclic dis- 
eases that I practised dosimetry several 
years before my eyes were opened, and I 
learned that it was perfectly feasible to 
prevent such cyclic diseases as measles, 
scarlet fever, whooping-cough, and even 
possibly that loathsome disease, smallpox. 
And then I learned it by accident while 
treating cases of the three first-named 
diseases from the time of exposure to the 
infection, for the purpose of modifying 
and jugulating them, though with no 
thought of prevention. One or two, ina 
number of families of children thus 
treated, invariably escaped an attack, and 
they were, as afterwards proven, rendered 
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perfectly immune by this jugulation of 
the infectious element in its so-called dor- 
mant or incubative period. 

As most of my personal and practical 
experience with smallpox occurred be- 
fore I adopted dosimetry, and being out 
of harness during the past few years 
when it has prevailed so extensively in 
this state, I have had no opportunity to 
test the efficacy of this method to prevent 
it entirely, though from the easy and ex- 
act manner in which it can be invariably 
jugulated and rendered innocuous, I have 
every reason to believe it can be just as 
easily prevented altogether. European 
dosimetric physicians have been success- 
fully jugulating smallpox and publishing 
their results for more than twenty-five 
years, but it is still a mooted question 
among them whether it can be wholly 
prevented and whether such jugulation 
would confer immunity. I am somewhat 
ahead of them on this point in the minor 
eruptive diseases and whooping-cough, 
as my experience and observations have 
been that they can not only be prevented 
entirely but that immunity is conferred 
by this jugulation of the infectious germ 
during the incubative period. 

But owing to the almost universal cus- 
tom of the world in not calling a physi- 
cian until a disease is fully developed, 
there are but few opportunities to test 
this or any other mode of prevention; 
and as said in my last paper, I think we 
physicians are in a great measure to 
blame for this, in that the period of incu- 
bation has never been regarded as a stage 
of disease, but we have supinely waited 
further developments after known ex- 
posure to infection, thus permitting the 
enemy to make full preparations without 
interruption and gain a position in the 
organism from which it is difficult and 
often impossible to expel it. This is in 
consequence of a want of proper train- 
ing, and not being impressed with the 
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importance of that period we were not 
competent to warn or teach our clientele 
its importance, or show them the neces- 
sity and advantage of beginning treat- 
ment there. 

1 say, therefore, without the fear of 
successful contradiction, that physicians 
as a rule are wofully ignorant of the na- 
ture and gravity of the incubative period 
or stage of disease generally, which va- 
ries in length from a few hours in some 
diseases to two or three weeks in others. 

Now for the purpose of illustrating 
and explaining these ideas more fully, 
though at the risk of being charged with 
“making a mountain out of a molehill”, 
and of being considered tiresome from 
repetition, as I have written several arti- 
cles on the subject already, I will devote 
this paper solely to that common, though 
little understood, disease of childhood, 
whooping-cough. I desire to write this 
time upon that subject in order to not 
only demonstrate how easily and how 
certainly it can be prevented, jugulated 
and rendered harmless, but also to prove 
that it is not the simple and_ innocu- 
ous disease it has always been regarded 
and taught by the profession and laity. 
In addition to being the most disagree- 
able and distressing malady of child- 
hood, my forty-five years of experience 
and observation convince me that it is 
also one of the most dangerous and fatal, 
causing directly and indirectly more 
deaths than any one single disease of that 
period, and leaving more of its victims 
miserable invalids for life. I am sus- 
tained in this conclusion by the mortuary 
reports and statistical records of Phila- 
delphia and other large northern cities. 

It is perfectly astonishing the lamenta- 
ble ignorance of the profession concern- 
ing this so common and so serious dis- 
ease, especially in its sequels. But this 
is all owing to their lack of opportunity 
to investigate it; and to the universal 
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teaching of the schools, that it is a cyclic 
disease that will run a certain course, 
varying from three weeks in rare cases io 
six months in others, the ordinary dura- 
tion being from six weeks to three 
months, and that nothing we could do 
would materially abridge its duration. 
The school that teaches such antiquated 
ideas in this, the closing year of the nine- 
teenth century, is very far in the rear of 
the procession; and the up-to-date twen- 
tieth century students will ignore and 
shun such schools as being utterly use- 
less and of no help to them. 

I venture the assertion that ninety per 
cent of the practising physicians of this 
country never saw or treated a case of 
whooping-cough in the so-called first or 
catarrhal stage of the disease, and very 
few in the second,—paroxysmal or 
whooping stage; and when called in the 
third or complicated stage, the period in 
which they are most frequently called, 
the death that then so often occurs is not 
attributed to the real cause, but to the 
asphyxia, the convulsions, hydrocephalus, 
hemoptysis, the terrible emphysema re- 
sulting from extensive rupture of air- 
cells by the violence of the cough, or to 
whatever else the complication may be. 
And so whooping-cough, the real cause 
of the death, escapes the odium and 
maintains its character of being a sim- 
ple and harmless disease, for the doctor 
thinks it would never do to give a cer- 
tificate with so simple a disease as the 
cause of death. 

Simple, uncomplicated pertussis, though 
very distressing and annoying, is not at 
all a dangerous disease; but such cases 
are very rare and serious complications 
are very frequent, making the whole a 
very dangerous and fatal condition. And 
from this habit of ascribing the death to 
the complication, or to some of its many 
sequels, both the profession and laity fail 
to see the importance of this “harmless” 
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disease, or to recognize the part it plays 
in the role of death. And I do not ex- 
aggerate when I assert that it is one of if 
not the most dangerous and fatal diseases 
of infancy and childhood. 

It is claimed that infants in the first 
few months of their lives rarely have 
whooping-cough, but this is not due to 
any insusceptibility to the disease on their 
part, but rather to their usual seclusion 
from society and public places; for there 
are instances on record where infants 
were born with the disease, and I have a 
personal knowledge of more than a dozen 
infants under a year old, dying in their 
mother’s arms, suddenly asphyxiated dur- 
ing a paroxysm of whooping; an acci- 
dent, by the way, which ought never to 
be allowed to occur, since the paroxysm 
of whooping can always and so easily be 
cut short by one’s placing their fore- 
finger upon the root of the tongue and 
pressing gently downward and outward 
till the spasm of the epiglottis is over- 
come and the larynx opened for the ad- 
mission of air. I have been in the habit 
of teaching older children to do this 
themselves and thus avoid the suffering 
and distress occasioned by that long- 
drawn agonizing whoop. 

The same per cent of physicians, when 
called to a child suffering with a severe 
and annoying cough, upon being in- 
formed that it had been exposed to the 
infection of pertussis will prescribe a pal- 
liative (?) for the cough, and remark 
that they will have to wait ten days or 
two weeks for the advent of that pe- 
culiar distinctive cough, before they 
could say it was whooping-cough, as if 
there was no other means by which a 
positive diagnosis could be made. And 
yet, about three-quarters of a century 
ago, that peerless writer and diagnosti- 
cian, Watson, said: “It is marked by 
features so peculiarly its own as to distin- 
guish it effectually from every other 


form of disease.” Parents therefore are 
not to be blamed for neglecting to call 
to their children suffering with this dis- 
ease physicians who admit their inability 
to diagnose it or do anything to shorten 
its duration; and especially too when 
these physicians teach them that it is a 
disease of no importance or danger. 

I candidly confess that I was as dense- 
ly ignorant of all its pathognomonic 
symptoms for the first thirty years of my 
practice, and never regularly treated a 
single case of the disease during that 
period, not even my own children or my 
wife, who having escaped an attack 
in childhood contracted it during the time 
our children were afflicted with it, be- 
cause I was taught that little or no treat- 
ment then in vogue availed anything in 
its cure or would abridge its duration. 

It was not till after I became ac- 
quainted with this method of exact and 
positive medication that I studied this 
disease, and learned those plain pathog- 
nomic symptoms which enable me to eas- 
ily distinguish it from all other forms of 
cough and catarrh in the very outset of 
the attack, and also learned that its dura- 
tion could be so greatly abridged as to 
render it a truly simple and innocuous 
malady. 

But in order to do this I had in a sense 
to violate the code, by selecting during 
a terrible epidemic of the disease a num- 
ber of families among my clientele with 
two to five children in each, and offer to 
treat them free, promising to cut the dis- 
ease short before it reached the whoop- 
ing stage, provided they sent for me as 
soon as the cough commenced. This they 
did, and I succeeded in jugulating every 
case so perfectly that not a single one of 
them whooped. But it was some years 
later ere I learned that it was just as easy 
to prevent the development of the disease 
altogether and confer perfect immunity 
by commencing treatment a few hours 
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after the child’s exposure to the con- 
tagion. 

But to accomplish these desirable re- 
sults, not only in this distressing malady, 
but in all other acute diseases in the dy- 
namic stage, so easily and with such uni- 
form certainty, would be bringing the 
millennium of medicine too near at hand. 
For the world is not yet prepared for 
this, as there are so many croakers, 
doubting Thomases and learned theorists 
who say we are tempting Providence, 
violating nature’s laws and shutting up 
the wolf in the sheepfold, when we pre- 
vent the evolution of a disease after the 
germs have once entered the system, thus 
causing our patients to run the risk of 
greater dangers than those to which the 
disease itself would have exposed them. 
I dismiss all such puerile objections with 
the remark that I watched those children 
in whom I jugulated whooping-cough 
for several years, through several subse- 
quent exposures to the contagion, to see 
if their immunity was perfect, and found 
not only that it was, but that they were 
healthier and better prepared to resist 
the invasion of malarial and other dis- 
ease-germs than their playmates, who 
had been permitted to enjoy (?) unin- 
terruptedly a ten to twelve weeks’ course 
of whooping-cough at the time it was 
jugulated in my cases. 

As this paper is already too long I will 
close with a brief and concise outline 
of my treatment for the jugulation of the 
disease after it has commenced. And as 
a sine qua non for success, this must com- 
mence within the first few days after the 
cough begins, and in what is usually 
called the first, but which I claim is the 
second, or catarrhal, stage of the dis- 
ease. The first is the incubative stage, in 
which treatment must be instituted as 
early as possible after known exposure 
to the contagion, in order to prevent the 
evolution of the disease. 
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In order to successfully jugulate 
whooping-cough, the most important in- 
dications are: First, the early and com- 
plete saturation of the patient’s system 
with calcium sulphide, which is known 
by the odor of sulphuretted hydrogen ex- 
haled from the pores of the skin and 
the respiratory passages. This agent can 
be given boldly and without fear (for I 
have never seen or heard of any ill-ef- 
fects produced by it) every half-hour, 
hour or two hours, according to the stage 
and urgency of the case, in doses of from 
one to three centigrammes till saturation, 
which should be maintained several days 
or till the disease is conquered. Second, 
the production of a gentle, barely percep- 
tible but continuous physiologic effect of 
belladonna, which can be done by giving 
atropine sulphate in minute doses, gr. 
I-3000 to 1-500, according to the age of 
the child, and repeating often enough to 
secure and maintain this effect. It is 
hardly necessary to observe that this 
physiologic effect of belladonna is known 
to exist by a barely perceptible flush on 
the cheeks and a slight dryness of the 
throat. 

The foregoing constitutes the domi- 
nant treat::.ent (except in cases in which 
fever oc: :rs along with the cough, when 
the dc‘. rvescents are added), and if in- 
stitt’. | early enough to secure saturation 
before the catarrhal stage ends, it un- 
failingly cuts short the disease and pre- 
vents the supervention of the paroxysmal 
or whooping stage. 

The variant treatment at the same time 
consists of remedies to palliate the 
cough, sustain the vital powers and calm 
nervous irritation. I have found iodo- 
form and cicutine hydrobromate to fulfill 
the first and third of these indications 
more satisfactorily than any other thera- 
peutic agents. Of these I direct a gran- 
ule each to be masticated or dissolved on 
the tongue and swallowed slowly with- 
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out water, every twenty or thirty min- 
utes until the desired effect is obtained. 
When the cough is dry a granule of eme- 
tin gr. 1-67, is given occasionally ; though 
this is seldom necessary on account of 
the action of calcium sulphide in increas- 
ing mucous secretion, thus rendering ex- 
pectoration easier. To maintain the vital 
powers, a granule each of brucine (or 
strychnine arsenate)and quinine arsenate 
are given three or four times a day. To 
prevent or control the spasms of the 
larynx or stomach, which, however, sel- 
dom occur in this stage, I direct a gran- 
ule of hyoscyamine gr. 1-250 to be given 
occasionally. 

The objector who broadly asserts that 
there is no positive proof that my cases 
were pertussis, simply exhibits his own 
ignorance and confesses his inability to 
diagnose whooping-cough until it reaches 
that stage in which the peculiar dis- 
tinctive cough occurs, by which any non- 
professional person can easily recognize 
the disease. As said, this disease is 
marked by features and phenomena so 
peculiarly its own as to enable the ex- 
perienced physician to recognize it in any 
stage, and I claim to be able by means of 
these pathognomonicsymptoms to make a 
differential diagnosis between it and all 
other forms of cough within forty-eight 
hours after its commencement. 

But as the object of my papers is to 
show the application of alkaloidal thera- 
peutics to the prevention, jugulation and 
cure of all acute diseases in the dynamic 
stage, I have not deemed it necessary or 
right to occupy the Cxrinic’s valuable 
space in teaching the diagnosis or enu- 
merating the pathognomonic symptoms of 
of any disease. I will add that while the 
“arms of precision” used in dosimetry are 
so powerful for good, as well as reliable, 
exact and certain in their effects, yet in 
the manner in which they are prescribed 
and the doses given, a mistake in diag- 
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nosis under such circumstances would be 
of no consequence, for they would not 
only not harm, but would benefit and 
probably cure, a child suffering with any 
other kind of cold or cough. 

I do not mean by this to intimate that 
there was a possibility or probability of a 
mistake in my diagnosis in these cases, 
for the years that have since passed in 
which I kept such close surveillance over 
these children during subsequent scath- 
less exposures to the contagion, con- 
vince me beyond a doubt that it was 
whooping-cough, though they never 
whooped, because it was jugulated in the 
dynamic or catarrhal stage, and they 
were both preserved from the perils of 
the paroxysmal stage and obtained im- 
munity from all future attacks. 

I have three little grandsons at Corpus 
Christi, whose ages now range from 
fourteen months to six years, all sturdy, 
healthy, rosy-cheeked boys, whose mother. 
I have so indoctrinated with the princi- 
ples of dosimetry, and taught how to use 
the granules most frequently given, that 
she has been able to conduct them safely 
through the ills of infancy to which they 
have been subject so far; and owing to 
her watchfulness and promptness in 
treating every symptom of disease, they 
have never had a serious spell or a fever 
that lasted over thirty-six hours. 

Last February, when it was impossible 
for me to get to them, she wrote me that 
an epidemic of whooping-cough had 
broken out and was spreading rapidly 
throughout the town. Sending her all 
needed remedies I wrote explicit direc- 
tions as to treatment, and told her if they 
began to cough she might reasonably 
suppose it was whooping-cough, as none 
of them had ever been subject to a cough 
in their lives; but as the disease was in 
the vicinity, and to be on the safe side, 
not to wait for a known exposure but 
give them at once as a prophylactic, two 
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granules each of brucine, quinine ar- 
senate and calcium sulphide three times a 
day, with a small dose of atropine sul- 
phate gr. 1-1500 to I-2000 night and 
morning. This she did, but in a few days 
the youngest two began to cough, which 
soon became serious and distressing ; and 
a physician living across the street, who 
saw the boys almost daily, told her he 
was confident it was genuine whooping- 
cough, and that he would watch the re- 
sult of her treatment with great interest. 
She pushed the calcium sulphide till the 
desired effects were perceptible, but it 
was two weeks before the cough was 
conquered; and although they did not 
whoop they came near it, for towards the 
last they would vomit after a coughing 
spell. The oldest, Ralph (who, by the 
way, at the age of twenty months posed 
as the Ciinic Alkaloidal Baby, and thus 
got his picture in the journal), escaped 
without a visible symptoni of the disease, 
she having jugulated it in the incubative 
stage, and prevented its evolution to a 
point where any distinctive symptoms 
become perceptible. 

She was equally successful in conduct- 
ing them through scarlet fever last 
fall, when that disease was prevailing 
throughout the state; the only difference 
being that she prevented it in the oldest 
two and aborted it in the eruptive stage 
in the case of the babe then five months 
old.

For if disease is due 
to living agents, the incubation stage is 
the time when these micro-organisms are 
breeding in the body in sufficient numbers 
to produce their peculiar effects. And if 
any drug exerts a restraining influence 
in any manner upon them, it should act 
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most effectively in this stage, when their 
numbers are few. This is equally true 
whether the effect is germicidal, inhib- 
itory, antitoxic or vital stimulant. Let 
us have full trials and prompt re- 
ports.—Eb. 


PRACTICAL HINTS FROM DAILY 
EXPERIENCE.*

MY MEDICINE CASE. 


;)VERY little while some good 
brother wants to know what I 
carry in my medicine case; if 
I practise alkalometry exclu- 

sively, what I do and give for this and 
that, etc., etc., and just now one of our 
Indiana friends comes in with the same 
question. He wants to get him a case 
and doesn’t hardly know what to put in 
it. In his letter he says: “I propose to 
purchase a medicine case for hand and 
buggy use to be filled with alkaloidal 
granules and other drugs. Should be 
pleased to have you send me a list of 
the contents of your case, or better still, 
publish it in the next issue of Tue ALKA- 
LOIDAL Ciinic. I am sure you will do 
a great favor to quite a large number of 
physicians by so doing. I am sure cases 
like yours would sell.” And so I will 
try and answer the doctor’s question and 
give you all something of an idea of 
what I carry in my case. 

The first indication is something com- 
modious, yet not too large or too heavy. 
Something that isn’t fixed, but that can 
be expanded and contracted and changed 
according to the varied 1eeds of the phy- 
sician. I am a general practitioner, one 
who does everything from obstetrics and

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other surgical processes, through the field 
of internal medicine, to the extraction of 
teeth. 





My preference is for a good substan- 
tial medicine case inside a satchel case, 
with room left for sundries. My own 
case is a No. 5, A. A. Co. list, shown 
above. It has carrying handles and a 
good strong clasp. It has a pocket under 
the top row of bottles in which I carry 
blank labels, pieces of blank paper, blank 
envelopes, a few carton pill-boxes packed 
flat, a few visiting cards which are always 
convenient, etc., as well as a price-list 
to which even I occasionally need to refer 
for the number of a granule to put on a 
prescription. The case is filled with what 
I have become accustomed to use in my 
practice, not always the same, but varied 
a little now and then according to season. 
As a rule, however, the assortment meets 
usual indications at all seasons of the 
year. These bottles should be arranged 
alphabetically in each of the three com- 
partments. This to facilitate finding. 
The drugs used the most frequently of 
course are in the larger bottles, the next 
in the next size, and those less frequently 
used are in the smaller bottles in the 
two lower rows. I will name them in 
the order in which I find them at this 
writing, beginning with the upper left- 
hand bottle. 


These largest bottles are scant 3-dram 
and hold about 500 granules, and will 
admit 5-grain tablets. 

(1) Aconitine Amorphous, gr. 1-134; 
indicated in congestive febrile condi- 
tions and in many congestive nervous 
conditions not accompanied by fever; 
in fact I know of no remedy indicated in 
so large a number of diseases or that will 
meet so many indications as this same 
aconitine. My bottle of aconitine needs 
filling often. 

(2) Acetanilid, gr. 2 1-2; I carry this 
because I have room for it and because 
it is a good thing to have many times. 
I also use it in combination, as you will 
see further on when I speak of Dolor- 
Pyrine and Migraine. When acetanilid 
or any of its compounds is used in tablet 
form the tablet should be powdered be- 
fore giving or else chewed quite fine 
before swallowing. 

(3) Anticonstipation, Waugh, “orig- 
inal formula.” (4) Anticonstipation, 
Waugh, “alkaloidal formula.” I carfy 
both formulas of this incomparable lax- 
ative, but I use more of the alkaloidal 
formula than I do of the other. I began 
to use the other years before the alka- 
loidal was suggested, and so I stick to 
the old bottle, using it more frequently 
in children and whenever, for any cause, 
the alkaloidal formula does not seem to 
fill the bill. Perhaps one is as good as 
the other, but this is the track into which 
I have drifted. Ten thousand Waugh’s 
Laxative Granules of either formula do 
not last me very long. 

(5) Buckley’s Uterine Tonic. These 
well-known remedies are never as effi- 
cient as in this combination devised years 
ago by good Dr. Buckley, of Philadel- 
phia, and now used by thousands and tens 
of thousands of doctors all over the 
country. Its range of usefulness has 
never yet been fully outlined. In fact, 
it broadens with experience. 
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(6) Calcium Sulphide, gr. 1-6; of the 
use of this preparation nothing need be 
said. If it is right, it works right; and, 
as Dr. Waugh tersely remarked in one of 
his recent comments: “Can anyone tell 
us what it can’t be used for?” Ninety 
per cent of the calcium sulphide in the 
general market is good for nothing. 

(7) Calcium Iodide or, better, “iodized 
calcium.” This for croup and croupous 
conditions, as an alterative in glandular 
affections and wherever the resolvent 
action of iodine is required. 

(8) Calcium Sulphide, a half-grain 
tablet, simply a larger dose of the same 
preparation to be displaced at any time 
by any other remedy that is needed in 
seasonable changes. It is handy, that’s 
all. 

(9) Calomel, with Aromatics; the 
nicest little baby laxative ever devised. 
It is just c. p. calomel, carefully trit- 
urated and combined with sugar and 
essential-oil flavors. Many is the mother 
that asks for “a few of those little pink 
tablets for the baby.” 

(10) Calomel and Ipecac, each 1-8 
grain. There is room for this tablet, so 
I carry it; one each calomel and emetin 
would answer the same purpose, but it 
is not quite so convenient as this com- 
bination. 


(11) This is a “corker” or, more cor- 


rectly speaking, an “uncorker,” and I 
use it in just those conditions in which 
a powerful, deep-reaching cathartic is 
needed. The formula is: Calomel, gr. 2; 
podophyllin, gr. 1-3; bicarbonate of soda, 
gr. 2. One of these at night and a dose 
of Saline Laxative the following morn- 
ing is a “clean-up” that will make an old 
constipated chronic smile. 

(12) Capsicum and Nux Vomica: Cap- 
sicum, I-10; nux vomica, 1-4. A stom- 
achic stimulant in apeptic, lethargic con- 
ditions. Strychnine and capsicum may 
be used instead, but this is a good com- 
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bination and is one of the relics of the 
old style of practice to which I still cling. 

(13) Dolor-Pyrine: A combination of 
acetanilid, caffeine and bicarbonate of 
soda that is in common use as an anti- 
pyretic and is, perhaps, as good as any. 
Many is the hard headache, the quick 
fever and the congestive pain that have 
been relieved by one or two of those 
tablets, always chewed before swallowed. 

(14) In this bottle I have Digitalin, 
gr. 1-67; a perfectly trustworthy repre- 
sentative of the plant. One or two gran- 
ules every two hours, or three or four if 
necessary three times a day, will pro- 
duce a decided effect. In urgent cases I 
do not hesitate to use this granule hy- 
podermically, dissolved in a little hot 
water. 

(15) Emetin, gr. 1-67; not forgetting 
its effect to loosen the secretion of all 
mucous membranes. 

(16) Intestinal Antiseptic (W-A); a 
bottle that has to be filled every day. A 
preparation which I always carry in extra 
quantity in other ways than in this little 
emergency bottle. 

(17) The first bottle in the next row 
is Lithium Benzoate, gr. 1-6, and this is 
used in bladder troubles where one needs 
to reduce ardor urine or to soothe the 
urinary tract from any cause. 

(18) Migraine, a compressed tablet; 
an acetanilid compound to which I re- 
ferred above. This is really one of the 
best of the class and as a headache re- 
liever is hard to beat. In fact, it is good 
for pain and restlessness from many 
causes. 

(19) Nuclein Solution, gr. 1-12. As 
will be seen further on, I carry nuclein 
in three forms, purely for convenience. 
This little granule is fine for children, 
while its next-door neighbor (20), a com- 
pressed two-drop tablet, is equally as 
efficient and handy for adults. Nuclein 
Solution for hypodermic use I usually 
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carry in some other way in the space 
afforded by the satchel. 

(21) Quinine Hydrofer, gr. 1-67, im- 
mediately followed by Quinine Sulphate, 
gr. 2 (22): Quinine Arsenate, gr. 1-67 
(23), and Quinine Arsenate, gr. 1-6 (24), 
the arsenate being the most used. When 
I get time I will change “quinine sul- 
phate, gr. 2,” which I have practically no 
use for, for the Triple Arsenate Com- 
pound granule mentioned in this depart- 
ment a month or two ago, and for which 
I am finding great use. 

(25) Sodium Benzoate, gr. 5; this is 
a relic of the old days but as good as ever 
for follicular tonsillitis, one or two dis- 
solved on the tongue every two hours, 
with aconitine to overcome congestion, 
and a few doses of nuclein in bad cases. 

(26) Sodium Bromide, gr. 5; just re- 
member to always dissolve this tablet 
before giving, and to give enough. 

(27) Sodium Sulphocarbolate, gr. 5; 
one of the incomparable group of sulpho- 
carbolates—this one non-astringent. 

(28) Sulphur Compound, Buckley: 
Formula, Pulverized sulphur, gr. 1-134; 
extract nux vomica, gr. 1-67; podophyl- 
lin (neutral), gr. 1-67; collinsonin, gr. 
1-134. This is another good thing for 
which we have to thank Dr. Buckley. 

(29) Strychnine Arsenate, gr. 1-134. 
The best all-around nerve-tonic and re- 
constructive that we have. 

(30) Wide Awake Liver Pills; just 
what the name implies, and handy, too. 

(31) Zine Sulphocarbolate, gr. 1; you 
will find that the sulphocarbolates in 
various forms are fully represented in 
this case. 

(32) Zinc and Codeine Compound; 
the last in this row but not the least by 
any means; a most admirable combina- 
tion, for which Dr. Shaller and your 
editor have been proud of themselves 
for years. 
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The first of the thirty-six bottles in the 
second section, each holding about one 
dram and a half, or 150 granules approx- 
imately, carries Waugh’s Anodyne for 
Infants (33). This is certainly a very 
handy granule for restlessness, for slight 
coughs, slight stomach derangements, etc. 

Next to it (34) is Apomorphine Muri- 
ate, gr. 1-67; this granule is not much 
used excepting to loosen the cough of 
bronchitis, especially the capillary variety 
in children and occasionally as an emetic. 

(35) Brucine, gr. 1-134; the milder 
alkaloid of nux vomica and especially 
useful in child-practice. 

(36) Colchicine, gr. 1-134; a most ex- 
cellent eliminative and, with benzoate of 
lithium and febrifuges, the basis of our 
treatment of rheumatism and allied affec- 
tions. 

(37) Cardiac Tonic, gr. 1-134; the 
active principle of cactus grandiflora. 

(38) Camphor Monobromated, gr. 
1-6; this granule is seldom needed, but 
when it is needed it fits nicely ; it is anti- 
spasmodic and sedative, with special ref- 
erence to the sexual organs. 

(39) Calomel, gr. 1-6, after which in 
order come Codeine Sulphate, gr. 1-6 
(40), and Codeine Sulphate, gr. 1-67 
(41); excellent and helpful anodynes. 
(42) Defervescent Compound No. 1 fol- 
lows, with Dosimetric Trinity No. 1 (43) 
in the next loop. Then Dover’s Powder 
Modified, Waugh (44) ; Ergotin, gr. 1-6 
(45) ; Gregory’s Salt (46), the little-used 
double chloride of morphine and codeine. 
(47) Heart-Tonic follows, an alkaloidal 
representative of Da Costa’s famous 
heart-tonic formula, which is certainly 
one of the best if not the best heart-tonic 
combination with which I am familiar. 

(48) Hyoscyamine Amorphous, gr. 
1-250; following this; (49) Iron Phos- 
phate, gr. 1-6, and then Iron Arsenate, 
gr. 1-67 (50). It is wonderful how effi- 
cient these small doses of the soluble iron 
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compounds are. (51) Iodoform, gr. 1-6. 
(52) Morphine and Potassium Cyanide 
Compound, a formula suggested by Dr. 
John Hawkins, and an admirable spas- 
modic cough and pain reliever. (53) 
Mercury Protoiodide. (54) Morphine 
Muriate and Tartar Emetic, gr. I-50 gr. 
and then (55) Morphine Sulphate, gr, 
I-12. (56) Podophyllin, 1-6, follows. 
(57) Potassium Bichromate, gr. 1-67, 
always in tablet form. (58) Pepsin, gr. 
1-6. (59) Quassin, gr. 1-67. (60) 
Quinine Sulphate, gr. 1-6, a handy gran- 
ule for children where the sulphate is 
indicated. (61) Quinine Hydrofer, gr. 
1-6, which has strayed into this compart- 
ment because the larger bottles are needed 
for something else. (63) Strophanthin, 
gr. I-500; not to be forgotten when a 
heart-tonic is needed that will not con- 
tract the capillaries, (64) Scillitin, gr. 
1-67; a notable expectorant and thinner 
of bronchial mucus. 

Then come (65) Strychnine Phos- 


phate, gr. 1-134; Strychnine Sulphate, 
gr. 1-134 (66) ; and Strychnine and Phos- 
phorus Compound (67), another form- 


ula suggested by Dr. Hawkins. It will 
be noted that my case is rich in the salts 
of strychnine, and I use them freely. (68) 
Another relic comes next, the old “Ton- 
sillitis” formula in tablet form—tincture 
of aconite, bryonia and belladonna, with 
red iodide of mercury—and it comes in 
handy many times. The last bottle in 
this row (69) is filled with a baby-dose 
of sulphocarbolate of zinc, gr. 1-67. It 
is an unpleasant-tasting salt when dis- 
solved, hence the need of this little gran- 
ule for child-practice. 

Following this, in the lower section, 
come forty-four bottles; some of them 
seldom used, others less frequently re- 
ferred to. These I will mention in order 
without numbering and only speak of 
occasional indications that may not occur 
to my readers at first thought. 
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Acid Arsenious, gr. 1-67; Aloin, gr. 
1-6; this purified aloin has a better effect 
than most aloin. It does not gripe. 
Anemonin, gr. 1-134, not to be forgotten 
in hysterical troubles referred to the sex- 
ual organs, particularly of the female. 
Antimony Arsenate, gr. 1-67, one of 
Burggraeve’s remedies for promoting ex- 
pectoration, and a good one. Arbutin, 
gr. 1-67, from uva ursi, is a good diu- 
retic ; Agaricin, gr. 1-12, is useful in path- 
ological sweating. Aspidospermine, gr. 
1-67; Arsenic Sulphide, gr. 1-67; Atro- 
pine Sulphate, gr. 1-250; Brucine, gr. 
1-67; each have their special spheres of 
usefulness; while Blue Mass and Soda, 
gr. 1-6 of blue mass and two or three 
times as much soda, fills a,place in bowel 
troubles. It was suggested to the writer 
by Dr. P. M. Woodworth of this city 
and has since been used in combination 
with peppermint water or essence of pep- 
permint, with excellent results in many 
cases. 

Chlorodyne, following, is a handy ano- 
dyne, better than morphine uncombined. 
Calomel, gr. 1-67, is a handy baby-dose. 
Copper Arsenite, gr. 1-250, is a stanch 
helper, and right by the side of this is 
a little bottle of calomel powder which, 
perhaps, ought to make me blush, but 
there are times when I like to have it 
with me and perhaps once or twice a year 
I give two or three grains at a dose, and 
often sprinkle a little as an antiseptic into 
an inflamed eye. Carmine is only used 
to color solutions, and this expedient 
helps to prevent medicine being thought 
to be water, and thrown out. Cicutine; 
as an antispasmodic acting on the spinal 
cord, is often referred to. The Coryza 
formula following, a combination of 
aconitine, atropine sulphate, morphine, 
etc., in proper doses, is also often used. 
Copper Arsenite, gr. 1-1,000, is handy. 
Cocaine Muriate, gr. 1-67, follows, with 
Defervescent Compound No. 2, Dosimet- 
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ric Trinity No. 2, each one-fourth the 
dosage of No. 1 and useful in child- 
practice. 

I carry both Gelsemin the concentra- 
tion and Gelsemine the alkaloid, and I 
don’t know positively which I like the 
best. Glonoin should be in every case. 
Hyoscine Hydrobromate, as a sleep pro- 
ducer in states of nervous excitation, is 
of exceeding value. Iron Arsenate, gr. 
1-6, Mercury Cyanide, gr. 1-134; Ma- 
crotin, gr. 1-6; Morphine Sulphate, gr. 
1-67; Mercury Bichloride, gr. 1-134, and 
Mercury Biniodide, gr. 1-67, add to the 
variety and are each occasionally useful. 
Podophyllotoxin, gr. 1-12, I have used 
somewhat experimentally, but our podo- 
phyllin resinoid is so pure and non-irri- 
tating that this more expensive salt is 
rather falling into disuse. 

Phytolaccin, gr. 1-6, as an alterative to 
glandular structure, is good. Pilocar- 
pine Nitrate has its use; Sparteine Sul- 
phate follows and then Sodium Nitrite, 
which is interesting as a diuretic. San- 
guinarine Nitrate helps us out occasional- 
ly, and Tannic Acid adds to the astrin- 
gency of the contents of the alimentary 
canal when needed. The Triple Arse- 
nates following should be in a larger bot- 
tle in the upper row. IT will find a place 
for them later: so also for the Triple 
Arsenates with Nuclein. which I consider 
an admirable combination. These com- 
pounds can all be made up from the single 
granules, but to have them with you is 
convenient. Tartar Emetic, gr. 1-12, 
comes next, with Viburnin as No. 112. 

T don’t think this is the best assortment 
that could be picked out, but it is the 
condition that my case has drifted into. 
The most of my practice is done with 
fifteen or twenty remedies. Most of 
these are used daily. Of the next fifty, 
a smaller proportion come into daily use 
and many bottles are scarcelvever touched 
from one month’s end to the other, but 


when we want them, they are there. I 
think if I were to fit up a new case to-day, 
I should try to use a No. 4, which is the 
same as this, without the double row of 
smaller bottles at the bottom, but it is 
hard to tell. I might not be able to cut 
down as much as that. 

This case, when closed, is small and 
compact for hand-carrying and when put 
into the satchel case No. 1 leaves con- 





siderable room for sundry dressings, in- 
struments, etc. Of late years I have had 
this satchel made with a row of pockets 
for greater convenience in disposing of 
various things which a physician must 
carry. In one of these pockets I have a 
head-mirror in a little tin case made by a 
local tinsmith ; in another my pocket-case 
of surgical instruments: in another, at 
one end, a pasteboard box filled with 
vials and corks; in another a _ wide- 
mouthed 2-o0z. bottle of glycerin, colored 
with carmine, and a two-dram metal 
syringe for use in giving glycerin injec- 
tions to constipated babies, to wash out 
sore ears with hot soapsuds, etc., etc. 
In this pocket I also carry a bottle of 
nuclein for, hypodermic use. A _ long 
pocket on the side accommodates cathe- 
ters, and in the space at the end of the 
medicine case, a tin box filled with emer- 
gency dressings, bandages, gauze, gutta- 
percha tissues, a roll of strip plaster, etc. 

I also carry a Davidson-style bulb syr- 
inge, with which TI can get a job done 
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before the good housewife can, as a rule, 
rummage around and find the one she has 
mislaid, and which, when found, almost 
always refuses to work. In the six bot- 
tles for dressings shown in cut, I carry 
an additional supply of Dolor-Pyrine 
and Intestinal Antiseptic tablets. In one 
bottle I carry Corrosive Sublimate tab- 
lets (Burney’s formula), in another 
Chloroform, in another Fluid Extract of 
Ergot, and in the other Peroxide of Hy- 
drogen ; and that this may not be mistaken 
for chloroform, I always drop a little 
wad of cotton into this bottle, and there 
you have it. 

Of course one who does more surgery 
will fill these bottles with surgical conven- 
iences. They are of a size to carry a suf- 
ficient quantity for emergency use. You 
will note that for an anesthetic I use chlo- 
roform, and with all due respect to those 
of my friends who are partial to ether 
or to mixtures of various kinds, will say 
that I see no occasion to change my pref- 
erence. Chloroform is neater, cleaner, 
more prompt, and, in good hands, (and 
it should be intrusted to none other) is, 
I believe, not a whit more dangerous. A 
man who knows how to give chloroform 
and is alive to the possibilities of the 
drop-by-drop method holds his patient 
in a surgical anesthesia that is but just 
over the borderland of consciousness. 

This case is commodious enough for 
a pair of forceps and an obstetrical 
blanket when the inside medicine case is 
removed; and, taken all in all, it is the 
handiest outfit, modified to suit individual 
cases and conditions, that I know of. I 
have carried a case of this style for over 
ten years and see no improvement to be 
made. The cases that I carried prior to 
this time were far less satisfactory in 
every way. 

This will no doubt be dry picking to 
most, but may be helpful to a few, and 
the hope of helping some is what has 
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induced me, in reply to my Indiana 
friend, to describe my outfit. 


MY POCKET CASE. 

Just a word descriptive of my always- 
by-me vest-pocket case may be suggestive. 
I carry a 12-vial premium case, and just 
now it has in it 19 remedies. In the first 
bottle at the left, Aconitine and Vera- 
trine, with a label “Aconitine” at the top 
and “Veratrine” at the bottom. They 
are of different color and can be easily 
sorted out when needed, and the quantity 
accommodated is sufficient for emergency 
work. 

In the second bottle I carry Dosimetric 
Trinity No. 1 and Colchicine ; in the third 
Atropine Sulphate, gr. 1-250 and Hy- 
oscyamine Amorphous; in the fourth 
Chlorodyne and Codeine Sulphate, gr. 
1-6; in the fifth Codeine Sulphate, gr. 
1-67 and Emetin. These I combine be- 
cause in bowel troubles and in coughs I 
almost always use them together. 

The sixth bottle is full of Calcium Sul- 
phide, with no traveling companion; the 
seventh is occupied fully by Digitalin; 
the eighth carries Copper Arsenite, gr. 
I-1,000 and Zinc Sulphocarbolate, gr. 1; 
the ninth has the ever-ready Glonoin and 
few Heart-Tonic Granules; the t&nth 
Morphine Sulphate, gr. 1-12; the elev- 
enth Calomel, gr. 1-6 and Podophyllin, 
gr. 1-6, while the twelfth is occupied fully 
by our valiant friend Strychnine Arsen- 
ate, gr. I-134. 

This little mixture is not especially ele- 
gant but ‘it is handy and makes the little 
pocket case quite a multum in parvo. 
After having used this expedient some 
years, during which I have recommended 
it personally to many friends, I make this 
public recommendation to CLinic read- 
ers, some of whom may find it as con- 
venient as I do.

PUERPERAL INFECTION. 





In the June number R. H. G., of Ala., 
asked for a treatment of puerperal fever 
(infection). To understand the treat- 
ment of any case you must first under- 
stand the cause. I shall give you my 
discussion of puerperal fever before the 
Kentucky State Medical Society last 
June. 

“T was very glad to hear Dr. McChord 
say that puerperal fever is frequently 
caused by the physician or nurse, and not 
by the patient, and that certain organisms 
have been introduced into the generative 
tract by the physician. I will not speak 
of the different fevers that we encounter 
during the puerperium, but will refer to 
what is known as puerperal fever. 

“This is a subject that has caused a 
great deal of discussion and difference 
of opinion among physicians. The term 
puerperal fever was used first by Strauss 
in 1716. I believe it should be dropped. 
It is not a good term to use. It does not 
indicate to us the nature of the trouble 
that we have to deal with. Let us sub- 
stitute for it the term puerperal infection. 
It is an infection—not a fever. Puer- 
peral infection is a wound infection. It 
is due to the absorption of certain organ- 
isms or their toxins, that have been in- 
troduced from the outside into the gen- 


erative tract, generally during or im- 
mediately following labor. 

“Puerperal infection should be classi- 
fied under three heads: First, sapremia 
or toxemia, a putrid infection, or con- 
tamination; second, septicemia, a true 
septic condition; third, pyemia, also a 
true septic condition. 

“Sapremia (toxemia or putrid infec- 
tion) is due to the decomposition of por- 
tions of the placenta, membranes, or of 
blood-clots. The affection is due to the 
absorption into the circulation of toxins 
or the chemical poisons of the organisms 
of putrefaction. The toxins or poisons, 
and not the organisms themselves, are 
absorbed into the circulation. 

“Septicemia is due to the absorption 
into the circulation and the tissues of 
certain pathogenic organisms, or their 
toxins or poisons, or both the organisms 
and poisons. 

“Pyemia is a condition due to the ab- 
sorption into the circulation of pus-form- 
ing organisms. ‘Pyemia may be described 
as septicemia ‘plus thrombotic and embolic 
accidents which lead to distribution of 
infectious material to all parts of the 
body’ (Park). 

“I do not believe in the so-called puer- 
peral auto-infection. Bacteriologists tell 
us that we will not find pathogenic or- 
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ganisms within the healthy uterus or in 
the normal vaginal secretions. Let us 
suppose that we have the case of a woman 
who has had gonorrhea; she becomes 
pregnant; following labor she has septic 
infection, due to the presence of the gon- 
ococcus. Would you call that a puer- 
peral ever? In this case the woman 
has had an infection due to the presence 
of these pathogenic organisms, which 
were introduced before impregnation, but 
these organisms were introduced first 
from without. 

“In connection with the diagnosis I 
wish to bring out one fact. First, that 
whenever the fever is over 100 degrees 
there is some trouble. This mistake is 
often made: The physician is called to 
see a woman, who two or three days after 
labor has a rise of temperature and in 
entering the room the physician asks the 
nurse probably if there is any foul-smel- 
ling discharge from the vagina. She 
will probably say that there is no odor. 
On account of this remark he may make 
no vaginal examination, a thing which he 
should do. Why? Because we may have 
a true septic condition, a bad case of 
septicemia, caused by the streptococcus 
or staphylococcus, and have a very slight 
discharge, with possibly very little or no 
odor. But if you have sapremia, you will 
be sure to have an abundant discharge 
which is foul-smelling. 

“As to the treatment of these cases, 
prophylactic treatment is the best. We 
should try to guard against the develop- 
ment of this condition. When a patient 
is about to be in labor she should be 
placed in a bath-tub and given a good 
scrubbing. The vulva and surrounding 
parts should be washed with green soap 
ahd rinsed with bichloride 1—1000. 

“T was a little surprised to hear Dr. 
McChord advise the use of the post-par- 
tum douch. You should not use the ante- 
partum douch unless you have some 


special indications for its use; and if you 
have been aseptic, as you should be, you 
should not use the post-partum douch, 
because there is danger attending its use. 
The physician himself is liable to infect 
the patient. The normal secretions of the 
vagina do not contain pathogenic organ- 
isms. It is a non-pathogenic secretion, 
as is also the liquor amnii. I have always 
made it a rule after the expulsion of the 
placenta, to give a dram of the fluid ex- 
tract of ergot in every case of labor. Er- 
got will do no harm, but it will cause 
tonic contraction of the uterus; it will 
close up the mouths of the blood-vessels, 
expel all blood-clots, therefore lessening 
the liability of any septic infection.” 

I did not have the time to go more 
fully into the discussion of the treatment 
before the society as my time was limited, 
but will do so in this letter: 

An early diagnosis is of great impor- 
tance. Whenever septic symptoms ap- 
pear in the puerperium, always makes a 
thorough examination to differentiate the 
kind of infection. Sapremia yields very 
readily to local treatment—curettement 
and irrigation. In any kind of puerperal 
infection I first curette, if the site of the 
infection is within the uterine cavity. If 
it is sapremia the curette and irrigation 
treatment will cure; if septicemia by the 
use of the curette (once at the beginning) 
you remove any retained portion of mem- 
branes, or placenta. 

Men who are opposed to the use of 
the curette claim the danger is perfora- 
tion of the softened uterine wall. 

Curetting a uterus should be consid- 
ered a major surgical operation, and as 
great care should be exercised as in mak- 
ing an abdominal section. Under the 
delicate touch of a surgeon who under- 
stands the use of this instrument I think 
there is no danger. I always use the 
sharp curette and then irrigate. I don’t 
like the bichloride solution for uterine 
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or vaginal irrigations. Use lysol, or, 
better, for the irrigation of the uterine 
cavity use the hot normal salt solution. 

After irrigation swab the uterine cavity 
with Churchill’s compound tincture of 
iodine ; it is an antiseptic and astringent. 
Introduce only one string of the gauze 
into the uterus and slightly pack the 
vagina with the gauze. In twenty-four 
hours remove the gauze and irrigate the 
vagina with hot lysol solution, 1 to 2 per 
cent. I have never had to irrigate the 
uterus the second time, and I believe the 
reason of that is because I use the iodine 
application. 

In septicemia or pyemia, when the 
source of infection is in the uterine cavity, 
I first curette, very carefully, removing 
all debris and then irrigate. I now apply 
the iodine because, as I have said, it is 
a good antiseptic and astringent, and 
then insert the gauze. In twenty-four 
hours remove the gauze and irrigate. 
Use the largest size return-flow irrigat- 
ing tube, or a large size glass tube. 

For irrigation of the uterine cavity 
use a hot normal saline solution. Do not 
use the strong antiseptics. These irri- 
gations do more good by cleansing than 
by any antiseptic properties which they 
possess. A slough may be produced by 
the constant use of strong antiseptic ir- 
rigations. It is not possible to remove 
all bacteria by strong antiseptics, because 
in septicemia they have entered the sys- 
tem. But by keeping the uterus cleansed 
you lessen the liability of absorption of 
more bacteria. If the mode of entrance 
of the poison is in the vagina, then treat 
as you would any wound. 

The general health demands attention. 
By doing so you are combating the bac- 
teria and poisons that have been absorbed 
into the system. Move the bowels thor- 
oughly and also keep the kidneys active. 
Thialion is very good, it acts both on the 
bowels and kidneys. Pepto-mangan, half 
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an ounce after meals, and strychnine ni- 
trate gr. 1-30, before meals, with a good 
toddy of old Kentucky whisky, now and 
then, is very fine.

THE PHYSICIAN’S HOME. 
WHO CAN HELP AND HOW MUCH? 





We desire to call the attention of 
your many readers to a new subject: 
one not of dosimetry, for that is an 
abundantly proven fact, but one just now 
in its incipiency and that awaits endorse- 
ment. 

The Physicians’ Home is an enter- 
prise which has only been before the 
American medical fraternity three 
months, and has received many cheers 
and well-wishes during the time, though 
we have made no very hard fight as yet 
to organize it. Having been urged to 
take the matter up I now give the prop- 
osition, which will readily commend it- 
self to all practitioners of whatsoever 
standing. 

It is to raise a fund sufficient to erect 
a nice sanitarium or Physicians’ Home 
for the sole use of physicians and their 
families, situate it at a point in the Unit- 
ed States most suitable to meet the wants 
of such an institution, place it in charge 
of competent medical men of national 
reputation and first-class honesty and in- 
tegrity. 

In the United States there are 117,523 
physicians, so you can see very clearly 
that should all help, it would indeed be 
a very small matter to raise seventy-five 
or one hundred thousand dollars to put 
this home in operation. But it is not 
possible for us to reach them all, so in 
the event one-eighth of this number re- 
spond giving five dollars each, that will 
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make a sum equivalent to about seventy- 
four thousand dollars, which will insure 
success. 

It has been suggested that we place 
the contribution fee at five dollars, and 
at the erection of this home issue a life- 
certificate to each stockholder, giving 
him and his family the rights and privi- 
leges of this institution for life. 

Now, to repeat the policies, purposes, 
and government of this institution: 
Each policy or certificate holder, or 
any member of his family, is to 
have the privileges of this home for 
treatment, or as a home, free of cost. As 
a sanitarium for the treatment of dis- 
eases it is to receive no patients other 
than the physicians or their families. 
This applies to certificate-holders and 
for treatment only. Such patients could 
go, stay as long as necessary, receive 
good authoritative treatment without 
cost other than railroad charges. 

Now, as a Home, this institution is to 
be open to the infirm, poor, wornout phy- 
sician, his widow or orphans if worthy, 
(and satisfactory proof having been given 
as to his having faithfully served his 
profession and then in destitution), 
whether stockholder or not. This will 
directly or indirectly strike every phy- 
sician in the United States. 

But one says, “suppose we get subjects 
in who are not true physicians. They 
have practised medicine awhile, farmed 
for a livelihood awhile, -merchandised, 
etc.” 

This should be guarded closely, as we 
do not desire any but the true followers 
of the healing art. 

Now, brethren, do you understand the 
proposition? This fund is to be raised 
by subscription, paid to a committee 
when the organization is completed. I 
would like for every reader of Toe ALKa- 
LOIDAL CLINIC to read this article and 
write me his views—take the matter up 
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and assist in its organization. I failed 
to state that this institution would have 
to be supported by the medical profession, 
which would not be burdensome to such 
a large number of stockholders. One 
dollar or less from each stockholder an- 
nually, would pay all expenses. 

As to location, this is a very impor- 
tant matter and about the first one to enter 
the medical mind. Being only one Home 
for the whole United States, it should of 
necessity occupy large, spacious and 
well-ventilated grounds and buildings. 
Situate it where the atmosphere is pure 
and salubrious, remote from malarial 
poisoning and high above the sea-level. 
As this is a question of such magnitude, 
I have decided in my next communication 
to name a committee composed of five 
competent medical men of different sec- 
tions to locate a point, name the state in 
which this institution is to be situated. 

Now brethren of the profession, is this 
proposition clear? Will you assist? 
Come to the front and let’s make this an 
ideal American Sanitarium. A sanitari- 
um for our own peculiar and special 
interest and a Home for the poor, worn- 
out, distressed brother, his widow and 
orphans. It could be made the pride of 
our profession. The Masons, Odd Fel- 
lows and Printers have similar institu- 
tions and why not the physicians? So 
send along your names, join the organiza- 
tion and let’s work together in the con- 
summation of this great and noble en- 
terprise. :

EUROPHEN-ARISTOL WITH 
PETROLATUM. 


I am pleased to say that europhen- 
aristol with petrolatum has been more 


than satisfactory. The case in which 
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I used it was a typical severe one, of 
urethral irritation, deep, with very fre- 
quent emissions and the attendant train 
of nervous symptoms; had been treated 
for a number of years; would be hard 
to tell what was not done—“orificial” 
surgery, dilatation ,cold sounds, strych- 
nine sedatives, tonics, etc., all to no pur- 
pose. The europhen gave prompt 
relief, and one and one-half bottles have, 
to my very great astonishment and no 
less gratification, apparently effected a 
complete cure ; no irritation, no emissions ; 
patient says he is perfectly well, and you 
know this class are not apt to say so un- 
less it is a fact. 

I have a case of catarrh of the bladder ; 
the worst I have, in thirty years, run 
across. The entire mucous membrane has 
exfoliated and passed from patient dur- 
ing many days. The bladder now re- 
fuses to retain over a few drops, a rub- 
ber bag being worn all the time. Con- 
siderable pain is present. He, a young 
man, has been treated by a number of 
first-class physicians, examined per en- 
doscope, and the best done that could sug- 
gest itself to his attendants, and all with 
but very slight benefit. I found him 
waiting for me on my return; have done 
nothing as yet and have only suggested 
electricity as being the one thing not 
yet tried, as far as I can ascertain. 

Do you suppose europhen-aristol with 
petrolatum would be of benefit? If so, 
how used? Also, is europhen, etc., of 
use in chronic catarrhal sore-throat? And 
how used? You may recall I wrote you 
I had no faith in europhen and used it 
only on your recommendation. This is 
changed, I have great faith.

N. B. I forgot to mention that it 
caused considerable irritation and local 
swelling, for a few days, when first used. 

The gentleman with the bladder trouble 


is very scary of local urethral treatment, 
and is, he tells me, very easily irritated 
and laid up in consequence. 

I will back europhen-aristol with pet- 
rolatum in urethral irritation, seminal 
emissions, etc., every time. In this case 
I think “one swallow does make a sum- 
mer.”

We are sending you a bottle of euro- 
phen-aristol with petrolatum, prepared 
especially for use in the bladder, with 
the suggestion that you have the patient 
inject a few drops of it after each urina- 
tion. If it proves irritant you can in- 
ject more. If injected into the prostatic 
urethra with the same syringe used for 
the uterus, the fluid can be pressed with 
the fingers back into the bladder. 

Some years ago a physician in Ken- 
tucky, Dr Rhea, reported cases of chronic 
cystitis completely cured with the regu- 
lar europhen-aristol preparation, but we 
think it advisable that this milder form 
should be used to begin with. I trust 
you will have good success; and whether 
you do or not, that you will report the 
results for publication in the CLin1c.—Eb. 


“TELEGONY VERSUS ATAVISM.” 


In Tae ALKALomaL Cuiinic for Sep- 
tember, 1900, there is a brief editorial on 
Telegony, in which the writer suggests 
investigation of the subject among Ne- 
groes and Caucasians. 

However tempting and _ interesting 
such a line of investigation would be to 
the honest seeker after scientific truth, 
it is none the less demonstrable that any 
vestige of evidence derived from human 
beings and seemingly pointing in the di- 
rection of Telegony would be scientific- 
ally worthless for the following reasons. 

(a) An absolutely pure race is a sci- 
entific nonentity. He would certainly be 
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a brave man who would swear that a 
given African Negress had not a particle 
of European or of Arabian blood in her 
veins (not to mention an American Ne- 
gress) ; and no less of a scientific bravado 
would be he who had the temerity to 
exclude the probability that a given white 
man was absolutely free from any trace of 
Spanish, Moorish, or Negro blood in his 
veins. 

Walter Bagehot, in his essays on 
“Physics and Politics,” page 153, says: 
“Much as the old world believed in pure 
blood, it had very little of it. Most his- 
toric nations conquered pre-historic na- 
tions, and though they massacred many, 
they did not massacre all. They enslaved 
the subject men and they married the 
subject women.” 

This truism of the old world is in- 
deed more true of the modern world. 

(b) It is practically impossible to 
differentiate between manifestations of 
Telegony and Atavism among human be- 
ings. If after bearing a mulatto child, 
a certain black woman with woolly hair 
and other Negro characteristics, should 
give birth to a child showing Caucasian 
peculiarities, in spite of the fact that her 
present husband is a man of her own 
racial type in appearance, we would have 
two things to eliminate before we could 
ascribe the phenomenon to that of Teleg- 
ony. 

First, are we sure that the woman is 
absolutely sincere in the assignment of 
her child’s paternity? If not, it would be 
a case of heredity rather than telegony. 

Second, is it an absolute certainty that 
neither the black woman nor the black 
father of her child, has any Caucasian, 
Semitic or Indian blood, in them, how- 
ever infinitesimal. If we are not certain, 


the freak may be one of atavism instead 
of telegony, since the 


European and 
Arabian traders have overrun Africa, and 
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since a Negro in the U. S. A. without a 
fraction of Caucasian or Indian blood in 
his veins is certainly a rara avis in terra. 
Hence our ideal Negress for the teleg- 
ony experiment will have to be specially 
created, or spontaneously generated. 
Society may be pleased and soothed with 
a belief in racial purity, but science can 
only wonder at the myth.

Dr. Jeffrey's first objection would be 
more weighty were it not that the pos- 
sibility of such atavism is so excessively 
slight. How often does a Negro exhibit 
any physical evidence of the minute trace 
of white or Indian blood coming from a 
remote ancestry? The truth is that 
even where two races continue to live 
together there is a constant tendency to 
the extinction of one or the other and 
the survival of a race apparently and 
practically purely of the surviving type. 
And this I believe to be due to a cause 
scarcely noticed by ethnologists—the. dif- 
ficulty of childbirth in intermarriages 
of races with different forms of crania. 
The Caucasian head does not fit the ne- 
gro pelvis; and such births are fraught 
with great danger to mother and to child, 
hence the mixed race tends to extinction. 

The second objection is so well- 
founded that it can only be under excep- 
tional circumstances that valid instances 
can be proved. It is all the more im- 
portant that anyone who knows of such 
cases, with a reasonable certainty that 
the mother has told the truth, should put 
them on record. 

Very little of our knowledge is abso- 
lute. In the fewest of cases we can prove 
our beliefs mathematically; in the vast 
majority we must be content to weigh 
probabilities —Eb. 
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HOT AIR TREATMENT FOR JOINT 
AFFECTIONS AND SCIATICA. 


It has long been known that heat is 
a valuable remedy in the treatment of 
various diseases, and as it is a well-estab- 
lished faet that dry air can be tolerated 
at a much higher temperature than moist, 
the latter is far more efficacious. Dur- 
ing the last few years various attempts 
have been made to construct a suitable 
apparatus for the proper application of 
this method for the treatment of diseases 
to which this method is _ particularly 
adapted. 

I have been using a very convenient 
apparatus constructed by Frank S. Betz, 
of Chicago. It consists of a cylindrical- 
shaped copper oven lined with asbestos, 
on the bottom of which rests a radiator 
for equally distributing the heat. Above 
the radiator swings a hammock upon 
which the limb is placed. At one end 
various shaped sleeves can be attached 
to fit any portion of the body. Heat can 
be generated either by alcohol or gaso- 
line. There are two dampers to regu- 
late the heat so that a steady, uniform 
temperature can be maintained any de- 
sired length of time. I consider the con- 
tinued uniform temperature as one of 
the important factors in the successful 
treatment of diseases applicable to this 
method. It has a thermometer, which 
also comes in very convenient as hardly 
any two successive cases will tolerate the 
same temperature. The whole outfit is 
simple yet thoroughly effective and any 
ordinary person should be capable of 
manipulating it. 

In my cases I generally continue the 
bath about an hour unless there is some 
special contraindication, and generally 
keep the air at an even temperature after 
the first five or ten minutes. I also 
heat the machine to a temperature of 
from 80 to 100 degrees, before apply- 


ing it to the patient. I thus save time 
and obtain quicker results; and so far 
it has apparently caused no inconven- 
ience to the patient, but on the other hand, 
when we are dealing with acute rheu- 
matism or sciatica, where the pain is 
acute and the suffering is intense, relief 
is obtained much more speedily than 
would be the case were the machine cold 
when applied. Also in the above cases I 
have applied the heat direct—without 
any covering—and have found that the 
skin will endure a direct heat of from 
180 to 220 degrees Fah., as conveniently 
as it will tolerate a temperature of 300 to 
400 when swathed in toweling. On the 
other hand I have also discovered that 
where there is no acute pain they will not 
tolerate a direct heat without remon- 
strance, whereas, you may cover the same 
limb and apply about as much heat as 
you care to. Generally I prefer to pro- 
tect the part and use the higher tempera- 
ture, as it is from the long-continued ex- 
treme heat that we derive the most bene- 


fit. 


In general I find it preferable to use 
the bath once a day, especially in acute 
cases, and in a case of sciatica I found it 
so efficient in controlling pain that I 
yielded to the earnest solicitation of the 
patient and applied frequently, each 
day for several days. In ordinary chronic 
cases of joint troubles that have been 
of several years’ duration, every other day, 
or twice a week, and long continued, 
appears to yield as satisfactory results 
in about the same time as when it is ap- 
plied more frequently. 

In using this treatment I may lay claim 
to being one of Betz’s pioneer patrons in 
Texas. I am subject to acute attacks of 
rheumatism myself, which generally 
leave me in a rather dilapidated condi- 
tion; and as I used the machine on my- 
self first I will describe it as Case No. I. 
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In Aug. 1897, I had an acute attack 
of muscular rheumatism, located in the 
muscles of each arm from the elbow to 
the shoulder. The acute stage lasted 
about three weeks. It was followed by 
paralysis of the arms and finally by at- 
rophy of the muscles, most marked in the 
deltoid muscles. They were so com- 
pletely atrophied that they were not dis- 
cernible and hardly appreciable to the 
touch—feeling like a few pieces of shoe- 
string between the humerus and the skin. 
I took the usual remedies, viz., kali iod., 
sodii salicylas, strychnine, a battery, 
counter-irritants, in fact I tried anything 
reasonable a physician would suggest. I 
even changed climate, and consumed over 
two barrels of mineral water. Yet I be- 
came more helpless every day. 

I had continued this way about nine 
months when I decided to try Betz’s hot 
air machine. I used the machine daily, 
one hour to each arm. As it was in the 
summer I found the treatment slightly 
prostrating, but an hour after the treat- 
ment I felt better than before using it. 
In two weeks I could dress myself, a 
procedure I had been unable to perform 
in nine months. In two more weeks I 
was improving so rapidly I abandoned 
the bath, and speedily recovered. The 
deltoid muscles are as full and firm as 
they ever were. I used no other treat- 
ment but the bath from the time I started 
it. 

Case No. 2. A young man of 19, was 
convalescing from a very severe type of 
typhoid fever, complicated by empyema 
of the pleura, when acute articular rheu- 
matism began in both knees and ankles. 
Medical treatment was given, viz., sodii 
salicyl., kali iod, colchicum. He had 
also taken salol during the fever. The 
joints became swollen and very painful, 
so much so that it took enormous deses 
of opiates to temporarily relieve pain. 
The first bath relieved pain quicker and 
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for a much longer period than any dose 
of morphine given hypodermically. In 
about ten days the pain and swelling had 
disappeared, and the case progressed 
nicely without further treatment in that 
respect. 

Case No. 3. Was a carpenter suf- 
fering from sciatica. Had had it before 
but never so severely. Large hypoder- 
mics of morphine directly over the sciat- 
ic nerve would not relieve the pain en- 
tirely. He had tried counter-irritants, 
taken sodii salicyl., Antikamnia and 
purgatives too numerous to mention, also 
used a faradic battery, which had no 
appreciable effect and was discarded for 
several days, and its use resumed after 
using the hot air for several days. Pain 
and suffering were becoming more in- 
tense each day. 

The first day I applied the hot air bath 
to the limb every hour for about 15 min- 
utes at a time, and at night let him use 
it about twice. After the first twenty- 
four hours the baths became so decidedly 
beneficial that at his earnest solicitation 
I let him use it as often and as long as 
he cared to. He steadily improved and 
fully recovered in a much shorter period 
than he ever did before; and he states 
positively that the preceding attacks were 
mild as compared to this one; also that 
the “copper boiler” gave him quicker and 
more lasting relief from pain than he 
ever experienced from all the medicine 
he ever took. 

Cases could be multiplied, but they 
would be merely a repetition. In the 
treatment of sprains, acute and chronic 
diseases of joints, you generally get 
prompt relief from pain and ere long 
appreciable results, much more so than 
I ever have observed from other reme- 
dial measures.

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DIAGNOSTIC POINTS. 


If the patient is found in the dorsal 
posture with knees drawn up, and upper 
lip drawn up over the teeth, the affection 
is acute peritonitis. 

A curled-up position, with a frown, 
and in the case of children the oculo- 
zygomatic line from the inner canthus 
of the eye downward and outward to the 
cheek, a little below the malar eminence, 
is characteristic of cerebral meningitis. 

Should the inflammation have extend- 
ed down the spine, involving the me- 
ninges, the head will be thrown back and 
the back bent backwards, forming a bow. 

If the patient persistently lies on one 
side, you will find one-sided pneumonia 
or pleurisy. 

In great prostration he sinks toward 
the foot of the bed. 

An inability to lie down points to dis- 
ease either of the heart or of the lungs. 

In the severer valvular affections of 
the heart the patient cannot lie down. 

Unnatural fullness, lividity or blueness 
of the face, usually points to dilatation 
of the right ventricle; due to a mitral 
lesion, capillary bronchitis, pleurisy with 
large effusion, pneumonia, acute tuber- 
culosis, in short all conditions in which 
there is interference with the proper aera- 
tion of the blood or pressure on the de- 
scending vena cava. Laryngeal spasm 
and the cold stage of intermittent fever, 
are all accompanied by this facies. 

In kidney-affections, accompanied by 
albuminuria, we have pallor of the face 
and puffiness under the eyes. 

In carcinoma, to the anemia is super- 
added a waxy or straw-colored cast, the 
appearance being known as cachectic. 

The staring expression due to projec- 
tion of the eyeballs points to enlargement 
of the thyroid bodies. 
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A countenance serious on one side only, 
indicates hemiplegia. 

An inclination to sleep with the hands 
clasped over the head, is suggestive of 
some form of dyspepsia. 

A dull pain at the back of the head 
is evidence of excessive phosphates. 

Apoplexy is usually preceded by droop- 
ing eyelids, unless there is paralysis of 
the third nerve. 

A small, movable, pea-like body in the 
lobe of the ear is a deposit of urate of 
soda. Suspect rheumatism or gout. 

Acute bed-sores on the sacrum indi- 
cate spinal disease ; on the buttocks, cere- 
bral fever. 

A hard, rigid, inelastic femoral artery, 
feeling like a small gas-pipe, suggests 
gangrene of the foot in the near future. 

In locomotor ataxia, if the patient be 
told to close his eyes and walk, he will 
spread his feet apart, the soles of the 
feet lacking sensibility. He fixes his eyes 
steadily on the ground about ten feet in 
front of him when walking. 

A contracted and pointed tongue, with 
dark coating and dry, protruded very 
slowly, and not withdrawing it until told 
to do so, is characteristic of typhoid 
fever. 

Alcohol will relieve the pain of gas- 
tralgia, but if the affection be gastritis 
it will be increased. 

A sharp nose, hollow eyes, collapsed 
temples, the ears cold and their lobes 
turned out, the skin about the forehead 
rough, distended and parched, color of 
the whole face green, black, livid or lead- 
colored, is the physiognomy of approach- 
ing dissolution.

PROSTATITIS. 





For the benefit of co-sufferers who 
may be similarly affected and constituted 
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as I am, I deem it my duty to make pub- 
lic the remedy that gives me relief in 
my prostatic trouble, upon which I

grain doses of Antikamnia, taken twice 
or three times during the twenty-four 
hours, have had the effect on me of re- 
laxing the contraction or structure of 
my prostatic urethra, to such an extent 
that I now get along without the cathe- 
ter, reducing the number of calls to uri- 
nate from twenty to twenty-four times 
during the twenty-four hours to from 
eight to ten times during that length of 
time. It is now the third week since I 
found relief, and I am only sorry that it 
is a proprietary or secret remedy which 
I have to laud. 

Since writing the above, four weeks 
ago, I can verify my therein stated ob- 
servation. The only modification of the 
same would be that I have discarded the 
regular use of the medicament three 
times daily, but use it only when the 
tension becomes too great. Ithen in- 
crease the dose to 7 I-2 grains, and 
this dose has the desired effect with- 
in a few hours. I have not used 
the catheter since I commenced us- 
ing the remedy, now seven weeks ago. 
I have experimented with the supposed 
formula of the powder—acetanilid, caf- 
feine, and sodium bicarbonate, without 
beneficial results.

DERMATITIS VENENATA. 


In your August Ciinic I noted an in- 
quiry as to an ideal treatment for Der- 
matitis Venenata. I looked carefully 
through the September Cirinic for a re- 
ply, and was somewhat chagrined at not 
finding it. However, the October num-

ber contains replies galore, and as I look 
over the long list of specifics tabulated 
therein I am loth to except them all, but 
rather prone to regard rhus poisoning as 
an acute self-limited dermatitis, of a 
week or ten days’ duration, depending 
on the resistance of the individual af- 
fected. 

My interest in ivy poisoning is due 
to the fact that I believe that I am in pos- 
session of the most palliative, if not of a 
specific, treatment for Dermatitis Vene- 
nata. 

The poisonous principle which exists 
in the several members of the family of 
rhus toxicodendron has been isolated 
by Prof. Maisch of Philadelphia, and 
shown to be a volatile acid known as 
toxicodendric acid. Hence in treating 
we should look for something to neutral- 
ize the acid, and allay the inflammation 
and pain. 

I find that the following does this ad- 
mirably: Every three hours I have my 
patient bathe the affected parts with a 
solution of sodium bicarbonate, after 
which cover with cloths saturated with 
lead acetate 3 drams, tincture of 
opium I 0z., sweet spirits of niter 4 0z., 
and water enough to make a pint.

Of 
course we must do so for children to 
regulate the dose. How soon will they 
dissolve in the stomach?

I rarely dissolve the granules, almost 
never excepting for children, to divide 
the dose if necessary, and where I want 
to get the special taste-effect or a local 
effect upon the mouth and throat. I don’t 
know of any of our granules that can’t 
safely be expected to dissolve in the 
stomach in from three to five minutes. 
This depends however upon the condi- 
tion of the stomach. If there is irrita- 
tion and rapid peristalsis compressed 
tablets sometimes pass without solution, 
but there is always good and sufficient 
reason when a properly made tablet passes. 
The granules I have never known to cut 
that caper. You are safe to count on 
three to five minutes for solution as 
above. 

You are perfectly right regarding your 
criticism of Dr. Belcher. We all have 
our friends and our enemies, and un- 
doubtedly Dr. Belcher does not stand 
alone in this respect. The world is big 
enough for all, and we are all entitled to 
our opinions and should have them. 
What's a man good for without opin- 
ions ?—Ep. 


IODIZED LIME 
IN A NEW ROLE. 


I have been thinking some time of 
writing you of an experience I have had 
for the benefit of the “brotherhood.” 
The matter is in regard to the use of the 
dark iodide of lime in acute pleurisy, 
with effusion. I used it in the first case 
in sheer hopelessness, in fact for the lack 
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of anything else, and in the hope that the 
iodide might benefit. I had used every- 
thing else and nothing did any good. 
The Defervescent had not the slightest 
effect on the temperature, which remained 
steadily at 103.5 to 104.5 degrees. 
In 24 hours after beginning the use of the 
dark iodide the temperature fell to 98.6 
degrees and the effusion disappeared. 

This first case [ thought was an ac- 
cident, but made up my mind to watch 
and say nothing. Since then I have had 
four more cases with exactly the same ex- 
perience, i. e., nothing seemingly accom- 
plished anything till the iodide was be- 
gun, and then improvement was immedi- 
ate and permanent. In one case I stopped 
everything and used the iodide alone, 
with the same effect. 

“One swallow,” ctc., but it seems as 
though there must be something in it 
to effect five cures, all in the same way. 
I have never seen any mention of the use 
of this preparation in this disease, and 
as the winter season is approaching I 
thought I’d start the ball rolling and see 
if anyone else could have my experience. 
I told the second patient: “I'm going to 
give you some croup-medicine.” Next 
morning his temperature was normal, and 
he said: “Well, I thought you a fool 
to treat me for the croup, but I guess 
you and the medicine are all right.” 

I have used it also in chronic effusions 
with great benefit, and fail to see why 
it would not benefit any effusion of any 
of the serous membranes.

SMALLPOX. 


Since my article on smallpox I have 
attended several more cases of the 
disease, making twenty-six in all. There 
have been just forty cases in the vil- 
lage which numbers about 500 people. 
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Thirteen of the forty never called a 
physician and but two of the thirteen 
had been vaccinated. ‘They were no 
milder than the unvaccinated, that is, 
some of them. The vaccinations were 
all old, say 20 to 40 years before. 

One lady, 60 years old, was about two- 
thirds covered with the eruption. An- 
other lady 37 years of age, has the con- 
fluent variety and both are doing nicely. 
Neither had ever been vaccinated. Their 
pocks began to dry up on the seventh 
day as all the rest did. The faces swelled 
some but not badly, not an eye was 
swelled shut, and all enjoyed their eye- 
sight clear through the disease. The 
shotty feel of the eruption was noticed 
in only a few cases and I have discovered 
none of it since my communication al- 
though I have searched carefully for it. 

The eruption is on the surface of the 
skin and when shed, leaves welts or 
raised places, but never a pit. A deep 
stain—red or blue—remains in some 
cases, but gradually fades. 

The soles of the feet seldom erupt be- 
fore the fifth or sixth day of the eruption 
or the eighth or ninth day of the disease 
and it does not interfere with locomotion 
more than two or three days in the most 
cases. 

The secondary fever is always mild 
and of short duration. 

There were seven cases in each of two 
homes, six cases each in two others. A 
child eight months old who nursed, never 
showed a sign of the disease although its 
mother had it. The children did not suf- 
fer much burning or pain although the 
skin was half covered with the eruption. 
Adults complained more than the little 
ones. 

One mother had it very mildly and 
gave birth to another child two weeks 
after, with no evidence of having had it 
in utero, and did not take it since. 
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This is how it served the people of 
Alger.

That incredulous 
smile? When asked in regard to a sick 
case he will reply: “O, I would’nt care 
to say,” and then that wise look and 
smile again. 

These instances are transpiring every 
day, not only alone, but in consultation. 
Then there are those fellows that are so 
much interested in the sick one (but a 
hundred times more interested in them- 
selves), somehow they just happen by 
the home of the sick and call. Of course 
the attending physician is doing all right 
but they are so interested (to get the 
case). Then again, after the consulting 
physicians have left the house, the one 
called in counsel happened to remember 
he left his thermometer on the table in 
the sick-room, and of course must return 
and get it; and when once again 
in the home he must necessarily 
offer some suggestions in regard to 
giving the medicine and in regard 
to the diet. He is so kind you 
know. It may be possible that the 
above may bring down upon my head 
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the wrath of some of the fraternity; but 
I challenge any physician that has had 
ten years experience in active country 
practice to say that I have exaggerated 
the subject as they have found it in the 
majority of instances that have come 
under their own personal observation. 

Now again while I have great respect 
for the editor of the Ciinic, in fact if I 
were sick I don’t know of a doctor whom 
I would prefer to have look after my 
interests than Dr. Abbott, but in his 
answer to Dr Allen’s article in the August 
issue, “sad but true’, the Dr. is entirely 
mistaken.

Second 
case had the initial chill, muscular sore- 
ness, high fever, intense headache, etc., 
till eruption was out, then rapid conva- 
lescence occurred, the eruption running 
all the stages, with little or no pitting. 
Third and fourth cases, young man and 
wife; the man was a horror to see. No 
portion of the surface, nor mucous mar- 
gins of the body, were exempt from the 
unquestioned pock; various smallpox 
symptoms all present and in no mild de- 
gree. Wife suffered initial symptoms, 
then had scarcely a dozen pocks on body, 
and was not further kept from house- 
hold work. 

Fifth case had all the successive 
symptoms, but in a much graver degree. 
As fever rose to 105 degrees F. delirium 
occurred and continued for four or five 
days, when the eruption was well out. 

I feel entirely satisfied that none of the 
C.Linic readers would have doubted the 
diagnosis for one minute, had they come 
in sight of it. The eruption ran un- 
checked through all the stages, and now, 
eight or nine months since, pitting is 
equally as bad as any old case I ever saw. 

I diagnosed all the cases as smallpox. 
The mild ones came first, and for my pre- 


cautions I only received ridicule, but it 
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is only just to say that I have respect in 
that community since that last case con- 
valesced. Amongst patients, laymen and 
physicians, there is union on the fact that 
there was smallpox there. These cases 
were later traced to Covington, Ky., 
where an epidemic existed at the time. 
(See circular letter of Dr. McCormick, 
of State Board of Health of Ky.) The 
man who calls these cases by any other 
name is in danger of being sorrowfully 
deceived. 

The Cuinic is truly fruitful with in- 
struction. There is scarcely an article 
but that I feel better for reading it. I 
hope its pages will not often be burdened 
with “Hygiene As I See It,” as it contains 
no instruction.

SMALLPOX. 


In Cache County, Utah, we have had 
about 130 cases of smallpox in the last 
two or three months. Only one case 
proved fatal. Much of the disease was 
very mild. Several are quite badly 
marked. Some of the worst cases did 
not have chill or backache, while some 
with little eruption had these symptoms in 
a marked degree. By rigid quarantine 
we have now eradicated the disease from 
this county. A few miles from here, in 
another county, four Indians died with 
the disease. 

The lay press occasionally publishes a 
statement from some medical kicker who 
denies that we have had smallpox. This 
gives much trouble to those who wish to 
carry out a proper quarantine. One phy- 
sician called the disease impetigo con- 
tagiosa, when the eruption was distrib- 
uted from head to foot. 

Smallpox is more to be dreaded as a 
disfiguring than as a fatal disease. The 
“odor” has been greatly exaggerated. 
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The writer speaks from an experience 
“close up” with the disease in 1889, in 
New York, as well as here in Utah. Often 
it is hard to find a perfect umbilication 
in an aggravated case. Smallpox can- 
not spread in a vaccinated community, 
yet, sometimes a vaccinated subject has 
a confluent or nearly confluent eruption, 
while one non-vaccinated may not have 
a dozen pustules. Often I have seen a 
man with a face covered with pustules, 
four or five to the square inch, who never 
felt better in his life, except for a little 
itching. 

With the intemperate the disease goes 
hard. 

The pneumonia of smallpox is simply 
hemorrhagic smallpox of the lungs. I 
have seen several sudden deaths before 
the eruption, among inebriates exposed 
to smallpox. 

A rash precedes smallpox about once 
in eight to twelve cases. 

The disease got a start in the county 
because certain physicians doubted that 
it was smallpox. This doubt has proved 
rather expensive.

CROUP. 


Apropos of the discussion in the Sep- 
tember Ciinic of the question of mem- 
branous vs. diphtheritic croup, permit me 
to say that as a result of my observation 
during fifty years’ practice, I have no 
doubt as to the absolutely distinct nature 
of the two diseases. And yet without 
attempting, or being able, to explain the 
fact—as a fact it is in my experience— 
that while I have seen many cases of 
exudative croup since the advent and 
general prevalence of diphtheria, yet not 
one of these has been an old-fashioned 
case of membranous croup such as I not 


infrequently saw during the earlier years 
of my practice; but every one has been 
unmistakably diphtheritic in character. 

Doubtless this will be taken by the ad- 
vocates of the identity of the two forms of 
this disease as proving that I have had 
but one disease to treat; and so would I 
say, if my experience were confined to 
the last twenty years. But I question if 
a practitioner of forty years can be found 
who believes that there is but one variety 
of membranous or exudative croup.

I have just returned from the Bromp- 
ton Hospital, London, England, where 
consumption only is treated, and there is 
vlenty of material. They do not use 
Koch’s cure, neither do they use large 
doses of creosote, but advocate the stuff- 
ing and open-air treatment, with tonics 
and digestives. 

In acute bronchitis, with tendency to 
consumption, they have a creosote room 
in which the patient is placed from one- 
half to four hours. They also give cod- 
liver oil and Maltine, and advise all to 
live in the open air as much as possible. 

I use the Koch’s cure, also saturate the 
system with ¢reosote, giving sixty to 
ninety drops three times a day; also give 
baptisia in large doses. If this treatment 
is given after the appetite, digestion, 
assimilation, etc., have been gotten in 
good condition, the patient will lose the 
nervous and uneasy state and begin to 
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have hopes of recovery. And they do 
gain in weight. 

Encourage the patients all you can. 
Always meet them with a cheerful coun- 
tenance. Climate has somewhat to do 
and helps on in the cure of consumption. 
Some patients do well in a low, dry cli- 
mate; for others a higher climate is best. 
Treat every case individually.

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TREATING FEVER. 


In answering Dr. Keyes, October num- 
ber, “Treating Fever,” you said: “Has 
anyone a better diagnosis of Dr. K’s 
case?” 

I would say, constipation causing auto- 
toxemia, with its complex disturbances, 
renal, etc., and score another against 
opium. 

I think if the doctor had not remem- 
bered my article on opium, he would have 
used morphine instead of codeine, the 
hot oil would have been vomited, and 
there would have been another victim to 
the credit of opium . 

Hyoscyamine would not have disap- 
pointed him if he had given the hot oil 
with it. Well, he used the only non- 
constipating alkaloid. If I was the cause, 
I feel well repaid for the warning I gave 
young doctors against the use of opium 
and its alkaloids. If the doctor will use 
hot oil, or what is more pleasant, Abbott’s 
Saline Laxative, with his more frequent 
and increased doses of aconitine in fevers, 
he will never give the coal-tar derivatives 
again.

Where the expectoration is abundant, 
cough severe, frequent and offensive 
diarrhea, appetite very poor, sleep greatly 
disturbed, exhaustion great—symptoms 
viewed by the profession as well as the 
laity as extremely unfavorable—in cases 
with like symptoms our experience has 
been good with the W-A Intestinal Anti- 
septic, administered without regard to 
quantity, but having closely in view the 
effect; followed by strychnine gr.

TYPHOID FEVER. 





I have been a subscriber for nearly 
two years, have been trying the alkaloids 
in a few cases and would now like to 
report my first case of typhoid fever, as 
it was very satisfactory. Of course it 
is nothing new I wish to show, but the 
case yielded to alkaloidal treatment so 
nicely after treating other cases in the 
old way that I should like to see it in 
the CLINIC. 

August 19 I was called to see a negro 
boy sixteen years of age, with the usual 
symptoms of typhoid present. He had 
been having fever for ten days (for six 
weeks or more had been around a rail- 
road camp). I found his pulse 130, tem- 
perature 105 degrees, characteristic sore- 
ness in bowels and gurgling in right 
iliac fossa, with abdominal distention. 
Placed him on the following treatment: 
Sunday—two granules of dosimetric trin- 
ity, two granules quinine arsenate, every 
two hours; turpentine stupes on abdo- 
men; cleaned bowels thoroughly with 
Saline Laxative (Abbott’s), and W-A 
Intestinal Antiseptic given in five-grain 
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doses every three hours afterwards, till 
third day. 

Monday—Pulse 120, temperature 103 
degrees, soreness in abdomen much 
better. Same treatment continued, with 
calomel, one-half gr. every other night. 

Tuesday—Pulse 110, temperature 101 
degrees, soreness in abdomen entirely 
gone. 

Wednesday—Pulse 96, temperature 
100 degrees, patient feeling much better 
generally. 

Thursday—Pulse 90, temperature 99 
degrees, tongue normal, appetite much 
improved. 

Friday—Pulse 80, temperature normal, 
patient resting well. 

After cautioning the nurse concerning 
diet, etc., the case was dismissed, and 
reported in a few days entirely conva- 
lescent. This case behaved so nicely 
under alkaloidal treatment that I will try 
another when the chance is presented. 

I have been using W-A Intestinal Anti- 
septic and always with splendid results, 
although I find the powder hard to keep, 
as it becomes damp even in air-tight cans. 
Can this be prevented? I would like to 
know, as I prefer the powder to tablets. 
I wish the Crrnic and alkaloids contin- 
ued success.

PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF 
CURING THE TOBACCO-HABIT. 
The phrase “tobacco-habit” 
when boiled down “tobacco thinking.” 
Anyone who uses tobacco is constantly 
thinking about it. He uses tobacco be- 
cause he thinks it. Thinking tobacco is 
the cause of using it, or the cause of the 

Tobacco-Habit. 

To cure the habit we must cure the 
thinking; that is, we must change the 
patient’s state of thinking tobacco into 
one of not thinking it. How is this to 
be done? By suggestion. 
is the only way. 


means 


Suggestion 
3ut how by sugges- 
tion? There are two ways, (a) verbally; 
(b) by medical agents. 

To successfully plant suggestions by 
means of drugs, we take advantage of 
certain related physical conditions which 
are easily modified and they in turn mod- 
ify or change the mind. In curing the 
Tobacco-Habit, the sense of taste and the 
salivary glands are selected, and their 
functioning temporarily changed by the 
use of drugs. 

Tobacco has a taste both to the smoker 
and to the chewer. This taste is pleas- 
ant, and the recollection of it is contin- 
ually suggesting to the habitue the pleas- 
ure of a good smoke or chew. 

The first essential in the treatment is 
to kill the tobacco taste. We must en-

deavor to banish everything having a 
tendency to raise the concept of using 
tobacco. The taste can be changed by 
giving some bad-tasting medicine, e. g., 
a mixture of equal parts of fluid ex- 
tracts of gentian and cinchona calisaya, 
and direct the patient to take half a 
teaspoonful every half-hour, to roll it in 
his mouth and swallow as little of it 
as he can. This dosing should be kept 
up four days, after that less frequently. 

The second essential is to modify the 
functioning of the salivary glands. Atro- 
pine is used for this purpose. The pa- 
tient is handed a drachm vial containing 
atropine sulphate, granules, gr. 1-250, A. 
A. Co., and directed to take one every 
half-hour until his mouth becomes real 
dry, then take them less frequently (one 
every hour or two) bui enough to keep 
his mouth quite dry all the time for four 
days; after which the dose is taken less 
frequently. At the end of the tenth day 
he is taking no medicine at all and is 
cured. But how is he cured? Cured 
psychically. How psychically? Let us 
elucidate. 

The first and most important condi- 
tion of a successful cure is that the pa- 
tient comes for treatment having a long- 
ing, earnest, honest desire to be cured. 
The second point is to impress the pa- 
tient, or make him think that the medi- 
cines (the mixture and atropine gran- 
ules) will cure him. He is told the medi- 
cines have cured hundreds, have cured 
every one without a single failure. These 
and many other verbal suggestions per- 
taining to the wonderful curative powers 
of the medicines arouse in the patient’s 
mind with renewed intensity, the expec- 
tation of being cured. The object of the 
verbal suggestions it to keep the patient’s 
expectancy alive, to keep it aroused so 
that he will be kept busy looking forward 
to the time when he wil! be cured. 
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The medicines have no curative powers 
per se. They are given to control men- 
tal action, to control the patient’s think- 
ing. The mixture is given to produce 
and keep up a most unpleasant taste and 
the atropine to dry up the salivary glands, 
these combined, causing a very unpleas- 
ant sensation. The two medicines occa- 
sion such an indescribable feeling that the 
patient is forced to think about his mouth 
all the time. If the patient’s attention is 
held on his mouth he is thinking about it, 
and cannot think tobacco. This is what 
we want to secure. Should he attempt to 
use tobacco, in which he is not restricted, 
he finds he can hardly do so. His mouth 
is so dry and tastes so badly that he gives 
up the attempted use of it by admitting 
“it does not taste right.” 

It will be reacily seen that by the use 
of the medicines we control the patient’s 
thinking. We cause him to think about 
his mouth rather than about tobacco. By 
keeping this up for four days his concepts 


of tobacco are weakened. They do not 
have the power to command his attention, 
nor to keep themselves in consciousness 


for any length of time. During the re- 
maining part of the treatment the con- 
cepts of tobacco become so weak that 
when they do appear on the floor of con- 
sciousness they are readily banished by 
the patient’s will; that is, whenever he 
thinks tobacco, he is directed to think 
something else, think what is the easiest 
for him to do. 

The medicines do another thing; they 
mask the depression from which the pa- 
tient suffers on withdrawing the tobacco. 
It is a well-known fact that when the 
excitant of a habit is withdrawn a nerv- 
ous depression ensues. This depression, 
unless controlled, causes the patient to 
think tobacco. The unpleasantness of the 
sensation caused by the medicines is more 
intense than the unpleasantness of the 
depression. 
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We must ever bear in mind that in 
curing the tobacco habit, and in fact any 
habit, we have not to deal with a physic- 
al but with a psychic state, and it makes 
no difference what drugs we use pro- 
vided we can control the psychic condi- 
tions. 

The writer has cured over seven 
hundred cases of tobacco habit. He never 
had a failure when the patient was pres- 
ent to receive daily verbal suggestions. 
When the medicines are sent out for 
home treatment the failures will be at 
least ten per cent.

ESCHAROTICS AND NUCLEIN. 


Three years ago I destroyed a re- 
curring growth on my neck, which 
started from an injury to a large mole. 
This growth was easily removed by mild 
caustics at first, and in each case returned 
in the warm days of summer or fall, and 
at each return became more difficult to 
remove, requiring stronger escharotics, 
until I finally applied an arsenical paste 
which Dr. Murphy of Bowling Green, 
Ky., sent me, that did the work effec- 
tually. This was followed by a some- 
what similar growth on the upper part 
of the opposite ear, which becoming quite 
painful this summer induced me to ap- 
ply oxide of zinc and then an arsenical 
paste. As neither seemed to leave a 
granulating surface I increased the 
strength of the oxide and renewed it sev- 
eral times, as it got less painful by addi- 
tional applications. But now when I had 
great hope that the horny covering which 
each time returned would not reappear, 
there remains one spot that is very pain- 
ful, especially if I am in the sun or near 
the light of the lamp or heat of stove. 

These hot days it pains all that part of 
the head, and I bathe often to keep down 
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pain and heat in the head and face. I 
have just read Dr. Brewer’s article on 
cancer and phthisis in August CLINic 
and if you think it worthy a trial send 
me sufficient nuclein for thorough trial 
in this case as also in a young woman 
with consumption. 

I have lately used zinc oxide in a 
chronic sore on a woman’s face, by wet- 
ting well with a saturated solution (co- 
cainized) and applying it with a bit of 
dressing-cotton kept in place by adhesive 
strips. Two weeks’ attention to it re- 
moved the hardened surrounding and 
healed it nicely. Of course it may come 
again but the same course will have a 
similar effect. 

It is of so much interest to me to do 
the best possible for these consumptives 
that I scan the entire horizon with the 
utmost anxiety. I am giving a young 
woman thiocol and calcium sulphide. 
Have only prescribed once when there 
was some unusual fever with heightened 
rales, caused by exposure. In that case 
your Dosimetric trinity was used, to be 
followed as above. 

Lately I was called to a young woman 
seven months pregnant, who had convul- 
sions every half-hour or so, which con- 
tinued with varying intensity (never en- 
tirely free) until delivery, which came 
off without anything unusual, but con- 
vulsions continued in mild form for some 
days afterwards. I was strongly beset to 
induce premature labor, but the woman 
seeming in fair health and in the inter- 
vals not off in any way, I quietly waited 
the result, using hyoscine hydrobromate, 
Chloretone and such things as symptoms 
denoted. 

Another primipara in the same vicin- 
ity, with small pelvis, very fleshy, 
bowels constipated, slowly dilating os, 
ineffective pains, no syringe in the coun- 
try. Gave salts in large doses; after two 
hours used suppository of soap to press 
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up the rectum; in half an hour free 
evacuation, labor pains were effective but 
head slow to uncover. Fearing convul- 
sions I brought the child away with for- 
ceps, and two hours afterward convul- 
sions came on, soon quieted by appro- 
priate sedatives.

Dr. Brewer uses nuclein hypodermic- 
ally, a bottleful every two or three days. 
Being an alcoholic solution the injections 
are painful unless you take up the quan- 
tity you want in the syringe, and then 
draw into it a few drops of four per cent 
cocaine solution and inject before the 
two have time to mix. Then you get the 
cocaine effect first, and there is not much 
pain. 

Cocaine mixed with fuming nitric acid 
makes a painless caustic, and it is possi- 
ble that when cocaine is mixed with zinc 
chloride it may be painless. It is well 
worth trying, anyhow.—Ep.

Clean white apron, towels, fine tape to 
tie cord, one ounce ether or chloroform, 
brandy or whisky, bed-pan, glass cathe- 
ter, fountain syringe, daps, cotton, long 
and short forceps, pocket-case, needles 
and thread, needle-holder, mercuric tab- 
lets, hypo syringe, stethoscope, solution 
chloral hydrate, 20 gr. to ounce, fl. ext. 
ergot, silver nitrate solution to clean eyes 
of child, boric acid to dust child, abdomi- 
nal binder, safety pins, creolin or some 
antiseptic solution, tr. cimicifuga, quin. 
sulph.

THE ALKALOIDAL CLINIC. 


VITAL PRINCIPLES OF PLANTS, 


Recent experiments in drug-therapy 
convince me that some plants are depend- 
ent for their therapeutic action upon an 
active ferment. In other words, the ac- 
tive principle is a living cell, and cannot 
be expressed by a chemical equation, any 
more than the vital principle of nuclein 
or bioplasm could be so designated. We 
can analyze their chemical constituents, 
enumerate the exact number of atoms 
and give it a symbol, but that is only the 
house in which the real or vital agent 
lives. 

I am led to this conclusion from the 
fact that certain tinctures are entirely 
devoid of the most pronounced properties 
which the drug exhibits under other 
methods of preparation. These proper- 
ties are destroyed by the menstruum in 
which the drug is exhibited. Alcohol 
destroys life, consequently drugs which 
depend upon a vital principle for their 
activity are practically inert in tincture. 
To illustrate: The tincture of alnus 
rubrum exhibits but little of the altera- 
tive effects of alnuin or a percolation of 
alnus. This is a fact borne out by dozens 
of experiments. Saracenia in tincture 


exhibits but few of the splendid effects of 


an incubated extract of the drug. A 
property is developed which I take to 
correspond to the maturing of certain 
embryonic ferments. This fact has been 
demonstrated to me in over 100 clinical 
experiences. 

King, Ellingwood and the fathers of 
specific medication, doubt the value of 
saracenia in smallpox. My partner, Dr. 
Brittingham, lost the usual quota of 
smal! ox cases, until commencing the use 
of a decoction of saracenia. He steeped 
the drug, making a tea of it and had the 
patients drink it freely. He never lost 
another case out of over 140. In later 
years he tried the tincture but had to go 
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back to the “yarb-tea,” as the tincture 
didn’t give the results. I now believe 
that the alcohol destroyed the vital prin- 
ciple (bioplasm) of the drug. I should 
like very much to hear from the editors, 
Dr. Shaller, or our old friend Dr. Ep- 
stein, on this interesting subject.

NO CHOLERA INFANTUM. 





Dr. Jones (September Ciinic) with 
his 153 cases of cholera infantum is all 
right. But I go him several better. I 
have not had a single case. Why? Well, 
I had one baby after another brought to 
me, or was called to see them, with diar- 
rheas, (green stools, loaded with mucus), 
vomiting, etc. That was summer com- 
plaint. I gave castor oil to unload, then 
copper arsenite, hyoscyamine, strychnine 
arsenate, etc., pro re nata, and saw the 
babies once more. In every case I had 
complete recovery. That’s why I have 
seen no cholera infantum this year, and 
if things go on like this I shall have to 
give up alkaloidal granules, or go bank- 
rupt, for the patients get well far too 
quickly. 

Three cheers for the alkaloidal gran- 
ules!

MORE ON RHUS. 


In the August Ciinic I noticed a re- 
quest from the editor for the cure for 
poison ivy or poison oak poisoning, and 
if the effects of the two poisons were 
identical. I find no difference in the 
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two, and if there is a specific carbolic acid 
is one in this case. Take equal parts of 
carbolic acid and glycerin and apply to 
the inflamed parts, using a soft brush, al- 
low it to remain about ten seconds, and 
then wash thoroughly. 
is usually sufficient. 

While I am on poison let me say a 
word about venomous poisons. By acci- 
dent I made a discovery. A young lady 
was bitten by a rattler early one morn- 
ing. I was called to see her about three 
hours afterward. I tried all manner of 
stimulants in heroic quantities with no 
benefit whatever. The case appeared 
hopeless, and after trying everything I 
knew, and believing death inevitable, I 
concluded to produce ease in dying and 
gave her a half grain of sulphate of mor- 
phine hypodermically, and as this had 
but little effect, in half an hour repeated 
the dose. The effect was like magic; a 
perfect recovery with no bad results. 
This was twenty years ago, and since 
that time I have treated sixteen cases 
of rattlesnake and copperhead bites with 
a cure in every case. Get them under the 
influence of morphine as soon as pos- 
sible. 

If it is desired in a future paper I 
will give a detailed description of the 
symptoms, treatment, etc., of a case. 

Will some one give us a treatment for 
paralysis agitans?

KEEP AWAY FROM ALASKA. 





Yours of July 3rd received here July 
28th. I wish I could describe to you 
the situation here, but it is impossible, 
and a much more ready pen than mine 
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would fail. First of all do not believe 
one word you read in the papers of this 
country. We left Seattle May 23rd, and 
reached this place June 24th, were in the 
ice for ten days and then went back to 
Dutch Harbor, 600 miles, and stayed a 
week. There were thousands that came 
in ahead of us. 

It was a great sight to see this city of 
over 30,000 mostly in tents, spread up 
and down the beach for miles. The re- 
ports of sickness and suffering that have 
gone out are all false. I never saw so 
many people with so little sickness. There 
have been at least two doctors to every 
sick person. It is estimated that there 
have been 500 doctors here at one time. 

Personally I like it and intend to stay 
in this country until I make a stake. I 
never saw such an ideal summer resort. 
The most beautiful wild flowers you ever 
saw, and salmonberries and huckleberries 
galore. My boy and I are living in a 
floored tent 12x16. He has earned the 


living. I have hardly left my tent wait- 
ing for business that never came. I have 
collected about $125.00 from my practice. 
Everybody is “broke.” 

I never saw so many disappointed, 
homesick people in my life. Thousands 
of people are here that had no business 


to come. Preachers, doctors, old men 
and old women came without any ex- 
perience expecting to pick up gold on the 
beach. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars worth of machinery lay idle on the 
beach until the storm of the last three 
days washed it away. There is no doubt 
but that there is plenty of gold in this 
country, but it will take time and money 
to get it out. Many new quartz mines 
have been discovered lately. 

When we first came a man with a team 
could get $10,00 per hour. Common 
labor was $1.00 per hour. But it did not 
last long. It was soon cut in half. Bread 
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was twenty-five cents per loaf, then went 
to three loaves for twenty-five cents, but 
so many bakeries have been washed away 
the last two days that it is now twenty- 
five cents per loaf. Potatoes are hard 
to get at 12/1-2 cents per pound. Fresh 
beef fifty to seventy-five cents. Coal 
$50,00 per ton. 

I do all my own cooking, washing, etc. 
Music teachers, school teachers, public 
entertainers, etc., are doing anything they 
can to make a living and get money 
enough to get home on. I know one 
woman who is a graduate of the Boston 
Conservatory of Music who is taking in 
washing! Another one who is a fine 
reader and entertainer is making dough- 
nuts at forty cents per doz. 

All the old miners say this will be a 
much better camp next year. I have 
staked two claims, but do not know what 
there is in them yet. There has been a 
great stampede to Port Clarence or 
“Teller” (on map). I expect to go there 
tomorrow. A very rich new strike is 
near by. It has a good harbor and will 
have a great advantage in that way. 

There is no harbor at all here and we 
have had a terrible storm all along this 
coast the last few days. The side of the 
street next to the water here has been 
entirely wiped out. The shore is strewn 
with ships and stores of all kinds. One 
lighter belonging to the A. C. Co. con- 
taining $100,000 worth of goods was 
blown ashore and $90,000 worth of goods 
lost. The beach was swept clean for 
miles. The estimated loss is $1,000,000. 
At Port Clarence every thing would be 
safe. 

Dr. Young, who is Supt. of Missions 
for the Presbyterian Church in this ter- 
ritory, and has just gone home, visited 
the place just before he left and found 
it without any place of worship of any 
kind. He came back here and insisted 
on my going up there and holding some 
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kind of gospel service regularly until he 
could send an ordained minister, which 
will probably not be before next summer. 
I have consented to do so, and will go 
as soon as the ship can get out. I in- 
tend to open a free reading room and run 
it something after the Y. M. C. A. plan. 
If you have a bundle of illustrated papers 
and magazines to spare you may send 
them to me and they will be very grate- 
fully received. 

A Mr. Klinschmidt, who is a large 
mine-owner there, has offered me a half- 
interest in a lodging house if I will go 
up and Lieut. Jarvis has promised me 
the appointment of Physician to the Na- 
tives as soon as he gets authority from 
Washington, so I hope soon to be on my 
feet. Now I did not intend to bore you 
with this long letter when I commenced, 
but it grew in spite of me. I was in hopes 
to send you a large order before this, 
but have not needed any medicine.

You know that the 
manner in which a drug is administered 
makes little difference in physiological 
effects. Mercury by “inunction” will 
salivate as well as by the mouth. 

Tobacco, however used, has the same 
effects. It is unquestionably deleterious 
to the immature. Its effects are the same 
whether it is used in any form, or whether 
the victim simply works in a tobacco- 
factory. But for the mature (for the 
adult) you know it is rather a blessing 
than a detriment. It is the “philosopher’s 
weed” and if you look over your own 
acquaintance I believe you must admit 
that it promotes longevity.

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As to adulteration as especially the 
fault of the cigarette, I refer to Prof. 
Ogden Doremus, who says he has been 
paid to examine every brand of cigarette 
sold in America, and has so far failed 
to find anything but tobacco in any of 
them. 

Many cigarette smokers make their 
own cigarettes, of the finest tobacco ob- 
tainable, and in the opinion of those who 
have used tobacco longest, it is the purest 
and wholesomest form in which tobacco 
can be used. 

The popular outcry against the ciga- 
rette has been largely promoted by the 
cigar-makers and chewing-tobacco manu- 
facturers.

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FINAL LETTER ON THE O’READY 
AFFAIR. 


As we judge men by their acts, so we 
judge drugs by their effects on disease. 
Now, facts are stubborn things and any 
amount of personal abuse will not down 
them. When I gave the Ciinic family 
my experience I little dreamt I should 
incur the wrath of the Iowa doctor, and 
thereby evoke his attack on my personal 
character. 

Three-and-a-half years ago I began 
to use the alkaloids tentatively in my 
practice. For two years now I have used 
no other form of medication. During 
this time I have treated eighty-six cases 
of typhoid fever with but two deaths, 
and those two failures I am safe in at- 
tributing to careless and incompetent 
nursing. 

Owing to the prolonged spells of hot 
weather this summer, bowel troubles 
were very prevalent with the little folks. 
In six weeks I attended forty-six cases, 
without a single loss. 

During the winter season there were 
several cases of pneumonia in this neigh- 
borhood. I treated eighteen cases with 
but one death, and that was due to com- 
plications. I never could obtain such 
results from the tincture-and-extract old 
way of treating disease. 

Last week I treated my first case of 
erysipelas with the alkaloids; the result 
was indeed very gratifying. I do not, 
however, propose to make any deductions 
from one case. 

We are now fourteen doctors in Grant 
County, and as far as I can learn but 
three recent graduates write prescrip- 
tions. All the others, and they are all 
bright fellows, are carefully feeling their 
way to the alkaloidal system of treat- 
ment. There is no doubt that as the re- 
cent accessions grow older, and their 
heads grow smaller, they will follow inthe 
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suite of the older progressive physicians. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I do not pretend to 
be “the whole cheese” by any means, 
and I fully recognize the fact “there are 
other pebbles on the beach.” I am merely 
giving you my own experience with the 
alkaloids and if some Iowa doctor should 
honestly differ from me, I am sure the 
columns of your journal are always open 
to fair discussion. I assure the Iowa 
doctor, however, in advance, that I shall 
take no further notice of a physician who 
will insinuate that I am a liar, a pre- 
tender or a quack. 

I have no desire of descending to the 
mud-slinging Hinky-Dinky, wrd-poli- 
tician type of argument. I leave that kind 
of discussion to those who are better 
qualified by birth, nature and environ- 
ment. I am very glad that the editor has 
given notice that he will eliminate such 
matter from the columns of the best, fair- 
est and most progressive medical jour- 
nal in the United States.

This timely and enterprising work is 
to appear in nine volumes, at six dollars 
per volume. 

The department advisors as well as 
contributors are all Americans, mostly 
by birth, none by immigration. If their 
names be taken as an indication, there is 
no British, no European writer among 
them all. This volume is, therefore, 
thoroughly American, and it is grate- 
fully to be recorded that neither editor 
nor publisher brags about it. 

The scientific benefit of an American 
work like this is, that it is able to gather 
up and present the latest new, re con- 
sidered, and abandoned, in the subjects 
treated of anywhere in the world, as near 
an ultimate as anything can at all be 
done so in the present searchingly rest- 
less scientific age. 

The most recent and completed en- 
cyclopedic work on Medicine is Lie- 
breich’s Encyklopaedie der _ therapie 
finished this year, and with this we took 
the trouble to compare this great Ameri- 
can Reference Hand-book. In the letter 
A, complete before me, the number of 
articles are not half as many as in Lie- 
breich’s, but any important article in the 
Hand-book that is there is treated fully, 


clearly, and satisfactorily. In the article 
‘Active Constituents of Plants,” includ- 
ing resins, glucosides and alkaloids, in 
which the journal is deeply interested, it 
is a pleasure to note the fairness and 
fullness of the writer of it, Prof. H. 
H. Rusby. And in treating of such alka- 
loids as aconitine we are glad to notice 
that the same author is not beset with 
that alkaloidophobia, from which some 
of our German cousins and some of our 
home cousin germans, are yet not freed. 
Glad too we all must be, that the same 
thorough author and the editor of the 
Hand-book retain the terminal spelling 
“ine” for alkaloids that can make a salt 
with an acid. and that of “in” for those 
that can not do so. We fondly trust 
that the authority of this grand work 
will prevail in this matter against the 
unjust, unnecessary, and even danger- 
boding innovation by some in high 
places. 

We did not expect an article on Alka- 
lometry, whose claim for a place in this 
American Hand-book would be easily es- 
tablished before the editor. We trust, 
however, that in the letter “D”, where 
we hope to see the article “Dosimetry,” 
the writer of it will appreciate the fact 
that the method of treatment in America 
is known by the more felicitous name of 
Alkalometry. 

Some articles in this work are excep- 
tionally fine, e. g. “Air,” “Army and 
Navy.” “Alcohol” to, is treated objec- 
tively, impartially and soberly. Chitten- 
den’s “Aliment” is excellent. There is 
in fact not an article that we referred to 
that did not please, instruct, inform and 
that did not elicit “fine!” when we fin- 
ished it. 
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The material part of the volume is 
very good, and the illustrations clear and 
instructive. We wish editor and pub- 
lisher abundant deserved success. 


Editor. Alk. Clinic :— 

In the last number of your esteemed 
Journal, appears a review of my little 
brochure on “Medicine as a Business 
Proposition.” That brochure was writ- 
ten in a spirit of professional altruism 
and I fancied that every line of it 
breathed forth a plea for the best interests 
of the profession as a whole. In your 
review you state that “He” (the author) 
“expects the physician who sends him a 
case to pay the fee.” Surely your re- 
viewer was asleep when he read the por- 
tion of my brochure devoted to the fee 
question. Your review puts me in an 
absurd and untenable light. What on 
earth has the man who sends me a case 
to do with the fee? What I did say was, 
that when a physician calls in another 
in counsel, he should either see that ine 
fee is ready (which is best) or hold him- 
self responsible for its collection. This 
is not original with me. It is as old as 
the frazzled old Code of Ethics itself. 
It has ever been the custom to send bills 
for consultation in care of the physician 
calling the consultation. 

The point bears but little on my own 
work, for I am not doing a general con- 
sultation practice. However, I have al- 
ways practised what I preach, and have 
even strained a point and in cases of 
doubtful financial standing paid fees out 
of my own pocket, saying nothing what- 
ever about the matter to my consultants. 
This, however, should not as a rule be 
expected, although as I have said before, 
the physician who calls a consultation 
should hold himself responsible for the 
collection of the consultation fee. On 
the other hand, where the patient or his 
friends select or bring in a consultant, 
the physician in charge has, in my opin- 
ion, no responsibility in the matter.

The anatomic, physiologic and 
surgical details are almost exhaustively 
and admirably stated. The publishers 
have done ample justice to the author’s 
effort, and set a very moderate price for 
a book of that size (728 pages) and ex- 
cellence. 


Pathogenic Bacteria, A Textbook. By 
Prof. Joseph McFarland. One hundred 
and forty-two illustrations, third edition, 
revised and enlarged, W. B. Saunders & 
Co., Philadelphia, $3.25. 

The immense and intense work done 
in bacteriology in the scientific labora- 
tories of the world, in revising, confirm- 
ing and refuting of what we have known 
and adding new discoveries to be known, 
and most all of these of practical impor- 
tance for the etiology, prophylaxis and 
therapeutics of disease, all these accumu- 
late so rapidly that to master them is 
beyond the power not only of the prac- 
tising physician, but even beyond that of 
the specialist in the laboratory. The need 
we physicians have of a thorough, de- 
voted, clear-headed, working bacteriol- 
ogist, who should give in as handy vol- 
umes the results of bacteriological work 
up-to-date, that need is not met with any 
alarming over-supply in this country. It 
is a pleasure, therefore, to meet with such 
a book as this of McFarland’s. Its use- 
fulness is great, but for the mere begin- 
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ner it is not elementary enough, but great 
and indispensable for the more initiated. 
Throughout, there is a winningly pervad- 
ing air of quiet searching for and telling 
of the truth as the author finds it; for 
McFarland is not a mere copyist, but an 
honest and generous tester and teller of 
the labors of others, as well as of his own. 
The mechanical execution of the book is 
very gratifying and the price, consider- 
ing this, very moderate.

Noticing the query 1660 by G., Ver- 
mont, in the November issue of the 
Ciinic, I would like to state that the 
recovery of the doctor’s patient was with- 
out a doubt almost wholly due to the 
fact that the abdominal cavity was opened 
and exposed to the atmosphere and the 
consequent irritation incidental to the 
operation; as it is a recognized fact 
known to surgeons and has been my own 
experience in a number of cases, that 
merely opening the abdomen and drain- 
ing will cure the majority of all cases of 
comparatively recent tubercular peritoni- 
tis. Although the treatment and remedies 
used by G. may have and no doubt did 
have a beneficial effect in a general way, 
yet the fact remains that, from the rec- 
ords of many surgeons as well as my 
own experience, such cases recover with- 
out medication. Failure to recognize the 
real curative agent in the treatment of 
a condition, where a multiplicity of prac- 
tices have been employed and remedies 
administered, often leads to the error 
of ascribing to the wrong source or rem- 
edy attributes entirely unpossessed by it, 
and can only result in a physician trust- 
ing to a broken reed, to the detriment 
and, possibly, death of the patient, and 
chagrin and disappointment unexplained 
to himself. Medically, the case cited was 
treated admirably, but surgery accident- 


ally, unintentionally and uncreditedly did 
the work,

The loss of nails endured by the young 
woman mentioned in query is admitted 
by you to be very unusual, and I have 
been watching with interest your Septem- 
ber and October numbers for a report 
upon the result of your suggestions, as 
I had prescribed for a similar condition 
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the week before the August number came. 
Young woman, 25, brunette, in perfect 
health, whom I have known all her life 
and have been her medical adviser for 
the last three-quarters of it. Married in 
June, and in July noticed the nails of both 
hands began separating from their mat- 
rices. When seen by me the amount of 
separation varied from an eighth of an 
inch to two-thirds of nail on different 
digits. Very slight effort increased the 
separation and it seemed as though nails 
could be removed without difficulty—no 
other symptoms. 
Prescribed: Tr. nux vomica and 
Bovinine internally, and Bovinine locally 
during the night. Result—nails ceased 


to separate from their matrices and re- 
sumed normal growth, but where sepa- 
ration had occurred re-attachment did 
not take place.

I know perfectly well you could im- 
prove on many of my answers; and so 
could many others of the family. If 
you'll only tell me how to stir you and 
them up to do so, you'll earn my grat- 
itude.—Eb. 


In answer to Query 1603, hoping to 
interest the doctor and pay some of my 
dues to the Ciinic family, I would say, 
with head pressed against the perineum, 
give chloroform and deliver with for- 
ceps—before much suffering. The un- 
yielding head is the cause of the contrac- 
tions or pains, and you are expected to 
assist the yielding body with your finger 
hooked under the arm, before the para- 
lyzed sphincters, from pressure and dis- 
tention, contract. Never give ergot be- 
fore the third stage. 

I seldom give a dose of opium except 
with ergotin in beginning of third stage, 
and each in decided doses. Never de- 
liver the placenta by force (as a rule). 
Pinching the uterus with the thumb and 
fore finger gently will cause further 
contraction and discharge of the pla- 
centa, by gently pulling upon the cord 
with the other hand. I never cease pinch- 
ing till the uterus is safely contracted, 
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and I have never had flooding—would 
give atropine if I did. 

Don’t forget the grease and hot water 
in first and second stages. The bandage 
is a comfort and a benefit. Advise the 
man and woman to go ahead; may have

Your reply to Query 1530 was most 
excellent, and my idea is if you had gone 
a little further and added one-and-one- 
half grains calomel and same of Dover’s 
powder night and morning for three 
days, your R; would have been as good 
as could be made. Perhaps you may 
think I suggest the calomel because liv- 
ing in a malarious district, but such is 
not the case. I often find it beneficial 
in similar cases in mid-winter or early in 
spring, when we are free or nearly so of 
malaria. Of course your Saline Laxative 
will sooner or later touch up the liver, 
but the mercury is best, I think. Please 
don’t think I am trying to instruct you.

Query 1674:—MeENorruHaciA. Girl, 
19, fainted twice this summer, no or- 
ganic heart-trouble, menstruates every two 
to three weeks for a year, flow lasting 
three days, no pain whatever. Gave her 
iron and strychnine arsenates in tonic 
doses, and ergotin gr. 1-6 every three 
hours. She has improved wonderfully. 
Now I wish to know if in relieving the 
anemia will not that cause the menstrual 
periods to be still more frequent? Or by 
relieving the anemia will the periods be- 
come normal? How much ergotin is 
needed to aid in this case, and what other 
drug will be of benefit ?

BEFORE YOU LAY THE CLINIC ASIDE, LOOK ON THE AD PAGES. 
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Give this lady a sufficient dose of Sa- 
line Laxative every morning on rising; 
the triple arsenates as you are doing, 
with a granule of hydrastinine three to 
six times a day. Save your ergotin, for 
the menstrual week, then giving three or 
four granules daily, just enough to check 
the flow to proper limits. In this way 
the iron and arsenic will not increase the 
flow and your patient will get well. I 
have usually found seven granules of 
ergotin daily to be sufficient if the patient 
keeps off her feet and avoids uterine 
stimulants. Follow with a long course of 
calcium lactophosphate.—Eb. 





Query 1675:—CANCER OF CERVIX. 
Lady, 52, cancer of cervix, very much 
emaciated, no appetite, for four months 
has no control of bladder, urine drib- 
bles away continually, pain and soreness 
in left inguinal and lumbar regions, some- 
times could not bear weight of bedcloth- 
ing on abdomen ; dropsy began about one 
month ago, fever, hands, feet, legs and 
abdomen distended with liquids; heart 
weak, did not sleep but few minutes at a 
time, sight of water caused nausea ; hem- 
orrhage has been slight, but bloody 
shreds of tissue have been washed away 
by irrigation. 

Treatment: Digitalin gr. 1-30, every 
two hours; lemonade without sugar on 
account of sweet taste; nuclein two 
drams each morning and evening for one 
week ; then the same dose every morning. 

Dropsy is entirely gone, kidneys acting 
freely, appetite has improved, heart 
stronger, drinks more water, can sleep 
several hours without waking, no hem- 
orrhage for five days, but on using douche 
white shreds looking very much like dead 
membrane appear in water; has felt no 
pain in back or left inguinal region for 
five or six days and can stand pretty 
firm pressure over abdomen. Cannot no- 
tice any difference in size or feeling of 
growth.

I am profoundly interested in your use 
of nuclein. We are getting many in- 
quiries concerning Dr. Brewer’s use of 
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the remedy and are very anxious to re- 
ceive reports. You do not tell us in what 
way you used it, but I presume you in- 
jected the nuclein into the tissue of the 
cancer or around its margin. Let us 
hear from you further.—Ep. 





Query 1676:— Topacco AMBLYOPIA. 
Man, 19, last March eyes began to fail, 
left eye, growing worse “like pulling a 
blind down over a window”, little pain 
at any time. About May the same proc- 
ess followed in the right eye, which has 
extended to almost total loss of sight in 
both eyes, being unable to distinguish 
objects. Left eye seems now to be 
slightly improved. General health per- 
fect, no specific disease in family. Smoked 
cigarettes prior to attack, but does not 
now.

I hope this affection is a tobacco am- 
blyopia, and the treatment I suggest will 
be based upon that, although it may 
prove useful under any consideration. 
Give the boy one granule each strychnine 
nitrate gr. 1-67, iodoform gr. 1-6, mer- 
cury biniodide gr. 1-67, arsenic iodide 
gr. 1-67. Give these together every two 
hours while he is awake. Keep his bow- 
els clear with Saline Laxative, a morn- 
ing dose, and antiseptic with the Intes- 
tinal Antiseptic tablets, as nothing is 
worse for the eye than the presence in 
the blood of fecal impurities. Let him 
open the eye into cold water so as to 
lave the ball, not the lids, five or six times 
a day. Simply put his face into a basin 
of cold water and open the eyes under 
the water—Eb. 





Query 1677 :—-CaLcuLus. Man, 30, no 
kidney or bladder-trouble before this, 
suddenly taken with severe pain over left 
groin. Pain lasted several hours. A 
small dose of morphine and heat did not 
stop it. Four hours after this he passed 
some blood in his urine, which was scant 
till under the influence of diuretics. He 
had some pain all the next day, worse af- 
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ter urinating, then pain in back over left 
kidney, which has remained most of the 


time ever since.

That man has a calculus in the kidney 
or the bladder. Have a thorough ex- 
amination made of the urine, giving in 
the intervals arbutin and acid benzoic, 
one to three granules each before and 
after each meal and at bedtime. When 
the pain occurs relieve it by hyoscyamine, 
glonoin and strychnine arsenate, given 
together, one granule each every fifteen 
minutes until relief comes.—Eb. 


Query 1678:— TypHorw Fever. Pa- 
tient 21; has diarrhea, red-pointed 
tongue, fever curve, nose-bleed, stupid, 
drowsy, finally drifting into delirium. My 
diagnosis was typhoid fever. It was also 
complicated with malaria at the begin- 
ning—fever between 104 and 105, de- 
lirium from the beginning and all the 
way through. 

First, the fever. How would you con- 
trol the fever in typhoid, with what 
agents and means? Second, stimulants. 
What stimulants would you use contin- 
ually in typhoid and how much? Please 
express this clearly. Dry mouth; would 
be glad to know a good treatment for 
this—I have never found a satisfactory 
treatment. 

Restlessness and delirium; would like 
to know a good treatment for this other 
than opiates. 

Specifics and antiseptics. Do you use 
them and if so what do you like best? 

Where there is a sick stomach do you 
treat it symptomatically or causatively?

It certainly appears to be typhoid fever 
but you must remember that fever of a 
similar sort occurs from autotoxemia and 
after prolonged fatigue, as from soldiers 
making long marches, where the de- 
struction of tissues is so great as to over- 
load the tissues and clog up the emunc- 


tories. In any event such a case should 
be treated, first, by washing out the bow- 
els with Saline Laxative and colonic 
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flushings ; second, by rendering the bow- 
els aseptic with the sulphocarbolates, 
about seven tablets a day being required, 
but give enough to render the stools de- 
void of odor; third, subdue the fever by 
either the Defervescent or Dosimetric 
Triad granules, whichever is indicated, 
given as required. 

As to stimulants: The stimulants con- 
tained in the Triad granule, strychnine 
arsenate, digitalin and aconitine, are the 
only ones I use in typhoid fever. 

For the dry mouth, wash the mouth 
out many times a day with a mild anti- 
septic, a tablespoonful of Glyco-Thymo- 
line or a teaspoonful of chlorinated soda 
solution in a cup of cool water. The 
mouth will not remain dry if the fever is 
kept under subjection and the bowels 
clean. 

Restlessness and delirium will not be 
prominent if the antiseptic treatment is 
effectively carried out. For this, how- 
ever, I have used zinc, caffeine and 
atropine valerianates, gr. 1-67 each, ex- 
cepting the atropine which should be gr. 
1-500, given together every hour during 
the day, but at night I usually substitute 
hyoscine hydrobromate gr. I-1000 re- 
peated every half-hour until the patient 
goes to sleep. 

The antiseptic treatment mentioned is 
a specific in typhoid fever. You may 
add to it the use of nuclein to increase 
the leucocytes and aid resistance against 
disease, and possibly calcium sulphide to 
destroy the micro-organisms in the blood, 
giving full doses of each. The sick- 
stomach soon subsides after the use of 
the sulphocarbolates, especially if the 
diet is properly regulated. In the Octo- 
ber CLINIc appears a paper by Dr. 
Waugh on typhoid fever, which covers 
all the points you have mentioned.—Eb.

TARRH. Mr. F., 30, indigestion ten years,

The foundation of this trouble lies in 
the stomach. Gastric catarrh is fre- 
quently attended with very singular nerv- 
ous manifestations. Regulate his bowels 
with Waugh’s Anticonstipation granules 
and give one granule each of quassin and 
copper arsenite. gr. 1-250, before each 
meal. Also strengthen the heart by 
cardiac tonic, our preparation of cactus. 
Have his whole body rubbed with hot 
salt water every day, or with cloths 
dipped into salt water and dried. Try 
this and let us know the result. 

In your second case give sodium suc- 
cinate gr. 5 four times a day; with dios- 
corein, glonoin, hyoscyamine and strych- 
nine arsenate, one granule each of the 
latter three, and three granules of dios- 
corein, every ten minutes until relieved, 
during the paroxysms. Regulate his diet 
carefully, forbidding fats and fries—Eb. 





Query 1681:—CystoceLe. Have you 
any apparatus or pessary which gives 
satisfaction in cases of cystocele without 
prolapse of uterus?

Cystocele means a prolapsus of the 
uterus, or at the least of the anterior 
vaginal wall, which as a rule is due to a 


lacerated perineum ; and the only cure is 
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to repair the laceration. We neither have 
nor know of an appliance to correct this 
trouble and would advise the operation 
by all means.—Eb. 





Query 1682:—Enuresis. Please send 
me the alkaloidal treatment for a girl 
nine years of age, who has nocturnal in- 
continence of urine. She can hold water 
all right by day but there is never a night 
that she does not wet the bed. 

There is no trouble with meatus.

Keep the child’s bowels regular and 
clean. Let her have little or no fluid for 
supper and none after it. Give a granule 
of rhus tox from three to seven times a 
day, increasing until you get a distinct 
rhus effect. Give one granule of hyos- 
cyamine amorphous and six of lithium 
benzoate at bedtime.—Eb. 





Query 1683:—DyYSMENORRHEA. About 
two years ago I wrote you in regard to 
my wife whose case is described in Query 
372. The treatment advised was followed 
faithfully, but without result. The Betz 
hot air apparatus, and static and faradic 
electricity, were used with negative re- 
sults. Has had several attacks of hema- 
turia, for which Urotropin was given to 
the extent of sixty grains daily, but 
without effect. Alkalithia cleared up the 
urine, and caused the secretion to be nor- 
mal in quantity. Is anemic and weak. 
Would you advise Sanguiferrin to meet 
this condition, along with Plasmon, or 
some of the foods mentioned in the 
Ciinic? Would be pleased to have you 
suggest something to relieve the muscu- 
lar spasm, for which morphine in 3-8 
grain doses is used once daily. Have 
avoided the use of the drug until driven 
to it by extreme pain. Appetite fair, 
digestion normal; is a strict vegetarian, 
and has been for many years. Any sug- 
gestions from you in regard to the treat- 
ment of the case will be gratefully re- 
ceived, and I enclose a small fee for your 
trouble. A sample of the urine is now 
at the laboratory for analysis, and its 
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appearance indicates serious organic dis- 
ease of the kidneys.

The presence of blood seems to indi- 
cate renal calculus, although this is hardly 
confirmed by the report from the labora- 
tory. Give her full nutrition, with a 
tablespoonful of Sanguiferrin three times 
a day, benzoic acid a granule every hour 
while awake, and try to relieve the pain 
with hypodermic injections of hyoscya- 
mine gr. I-100, if used during the day; 
substituting hyoscine hydrobromate, the 
same dose, if used at night. 

The presence of bile in the urine shows 
that the digestion needs attention. Keep 
the bowels regular with a morning dose 
of Saline Laxative or with a grain or 
two of euonymin, which is specially use- 
ful in catarrh of the gall-ducts.—Eb. 


Query 1684:—MANGANESE. How is 
the compound manganese tablet to be 


used?

The manganese tablet is intended for 
gastric catarrh, the patient taking two or 
three tablets in a glass of hot water an 
hour before each meal; and whenever 
water-brash or heart-burn, or acidity, 
makes its appearance, let the patient take 
a tablet every five minutes until relieved. 
Four tablets relieved the writer last night 
from a distressing attack of heart-burn. 
I look on it as one of the most valuable 
combinations that has ever been put be- 
fore the profession. Will be glad indeed 
to hear from you as to your experience 
with it—Ep. 


Query 1685:—Gastritis. Lady, 109, 
typhoid fever, stomach very bad for 
several days, unable to retain anything. 
Kindly tell me what will prove efficient for 
nausea. Have tried cerium oxalate, alone 
and with bismuth subnitrate and cocaine 
muriate, morphine sulpiiate alone and 
morphine hydrochlor., Cannabis indica, 
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hyoscyamine, nitroglycerin, capsicum, 
ginger, peppermint and cinnamon. Tried 
mustard, hot and cold water both inter- 
nally and fomentations, and tincture car- 
damom, ginger, spirits of ammonia arom- 
atic, with aromatics. Is magnesia good? 
What will clear stomach? What will 
control heart? It’s rapid and weak.

What you want for this case is the tab- 
let we have just gotten out called the Man- 
ganese Compound, the price of which is 
25c per 100, $1.15 per 500 and $2.25 per 
1000. Also apply mustard over the right 
pneumogastric nerve in the neck. Try 
and give the stomach as much rest as 
possible, feeding by the rectum or giv- 
ing simply raw white of egg in water. Be- 
ware of magnesia, it is apt to collect in 
masses and clog the bowel. If the stomach 
is very bad it might be well to give half 
a grain of emetin to begin with. For 
the heart I would recommend the Heart- 
Tonic granules, which seem to do better 
than any single heart-tonic alone.—Eb. 


Query 1686:—MeEnInoiT1s._ Girl, 5, 
taken with chill and fever, became para- 
lyzed on third day (lower extremities), 
temperature two degrees below normal; 
gave strychnine arsenate in large doses, 
massage with hot cod-liver oil.

Will electricity be of advantage? Will 
it be best to mark the spine with silver 
nitrate?

I-30, nuclein solution four min- 
ims, repeated every three hours during 
the day; Waugh’s Anticonstipation gran- 
ules for constipation and tympanites ; the 
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appearance indicates serious organic dis- 
ease of the kidneys.

The presence of blood seems to indi- 
cate renal calculus, although this is hardly 
confirmed by the report from the labora- 
tory. Give her full nutrition, with a 
tablespoonful of Sanguiferrin three times 
a day, benzoic acid a granule every hour 
while awake, and try to relieve the pain 
with hypodermic injections of hyoscya- 
mine gr. 1-100, if used during the day; 
substituting hyoscine hydrobromate, the 
same dose, if used at night. 

The presence of bile in the urine shows 
that the digestion needs attention. Keep 
the bowels regular with a morning dose 
of Saline Laxative or with a grain or 
two of euonymin, which is specially use- 
ful in catarrh of the gall-ducts.—Eb. 


Query 1684:—MANGANESE. How is 
the compound manganese tablet to be 
used ?

The manganese tablet is intended for 
gastric catarrh, the patient taking two or 
three tablets in a glass of hot water an 
hour before each meal; and whenever 
water-brash or heart-burn, or acidity, 
makes its appearance, let the patient take 
a tablet every five minutes until relieved. 
Four tablets relieved the writer last night 
from a distressing attack of heart-burn. 
I look on it as one of the most valuable 
combinations that has ever been put be- 
fore the profession. Will be glad indeed 
to hear from you as to your experience 
with it.—Ep. 


Query 1685:—Gastritis. Lady, 109, 
typhoid fever, stomach very bad for 
several days, unable to retain anything. 
Kindly tell me what will prove efficient for 
nausea. Have tried cerium oxalate, alone 
and with bismuth subnitrate and cocaine 
muriate, morphine sulphate alone and 
morphine hydrochlor., Cannabis indica, 
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hyoscyamine, nitroglycerin, capsicum, 
ginger, peppermint and cinnamon. Tried 
mustard, hot and cold water both inter- 
nally and fomentations, and tincture car- 
damom, ginger, spirits of ammonia arom- 
atic, with aromatics. Is magnesia good? 
What will clear stomach? What will 
control heart? It’s rapid and weak.

What you want for this case is the tab- 
let we have just gotten out called the Man- 
ganese Compound, the price of which is 
25c per 100, $1.15 per 500 and $2.25 per 
1000. Also apply mustard over the right 
pneumogastric nerve in the neck. Try 
and give the stomach as much rest as 
possible, feeding by the rectum or giv- 
ing simply raw white of egg in water. Be- 
ware of magnesia, it is apt to collect in 
masses and clog the bowel. If the stomach 
is very bad it might be well to give half 
a grain of emetin to begin with. For 
the heart I would recommend the Heart- 
Tonic granules, which seem to do better 
than any single heart-tonic alone.—Eb. 


Query 1686:—MeEnincIiTis.__ Girl, 5, 
taken with chill and fever, became para- 
lyzed on third day (lower extremities), 
temperature two degrees below normal;

Query 1690:—Fever. A mother, 30, 
no female trouble, April 14th, 1900, was 
taken with chills and soreness of muscles 
followed by fever, which was kept up 
in alternation for several weeks and was 
diagnosed and treated by the attending 
physician as la grippe. There was no 
cough or catarrhal manifestation of any 
kind. The same condition has prevailed 
with little if any abatement from the time 
of attack. The patient came under my 
care August 13th, anemic and emaciated. 
Temperature 102, pulse I10, respiration 
normal. Percussion and auscultation 
normal. Tongue normal color with very 
little coating. Urine normal in quantity, 
dark, specific gravity 1010, no albumin; 
no pain nor tenderness anywhere; appe- 
tite poor, bowels moved by injections or 
laxatives. Her daily temperature has 
been 99 until 2 p. m., followed by sweats 
in the night. There is no history of con- 
sumption or tuberculosis in her family.

There is evidently a continuous cause 
keeping up this fever. This may be in 
the patient or out of her; the out of her 
meaning bad hygiene of the house and 
surroundings, the drainage, etc. Let this 
be thoroughly seen to. I have more than 
once been mortified by finding an obsti- 
nate fever disappear when I finally did 
what I should have done at my first visit. 
If in the patient, the cause may be tox- 
emia, to be relieved by Saline Laxative 
and intestinal antiseptics. If these be 
given and the fever continues there is 
something you have not yet found. In 
that case I would have the urine, feces 
and blood examined at the laboratory, 
if thorough physical examination fails 
to find the cause of the disease.—Ep. 
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Query 1691:—Utcers. A lady, 70, 
cough and profuse purulent expectoration 
for months, with ulcerated throat (right 
tonsil pretty well eaten out) and ul- 
cerated patches in her mouth and on her 
lips. Some weeks ago she discovered 
that an inmate of the house was under 
treatment for syphilis. Since then she 
is confident that she herself has been in- 
fected—a well-marked case of syphil- 
omania. Her surroundings are bad and 
uncleanly. She is cachectic. I suspect 
tuberculosis, though there are no very 
positive symptoms besides the cough, ex- 
pectoration and coarse rales. She has 
had no falling out of the hair, and does 
not give a clear history of any skin-erup- 
tion. The ulcers do not pain much or 
interfere with deglutition. There is a 
large dry ulcer on the nasal septum which 
she complains of a good deal. I send 
specimen of sputum and enclose $2.00.

The laboratory reports tubercle bacilli 
absent, but diplococci and streptococci 
present. As you know, we cannot diag- 
nose syphilis from the bacteria, but the 
presence of the cocci named fully ac- 
counts for her trouble and we see no rea- 
son for lugging syphilis in, in addition. 

I would suggest the use of nuclein in 
full doses, 20 minims a day hypoder- 
mically or in the mouth, with the tonic 
arsenates of iron, quinine and strychnine, 
a granule each every two hours, washing 
out the mouth and nasal passages with 
some pleasant antiseptic like Glyco-Thy- 
moline, as many times as possible through 
the day, and giving her a rich diet.—Eb. 


Query 1692:—DyYSMENORRHEA. Miss 
B, 25, anemic, from childhood has had 
dilatation of the heart and aortic mur- 
mur. Menses began at usual time and 
have been regular almost to an hour. 
When a child would have sick headache 
with pain at heart and head. Soon as 
pain begins to reach stomach, turns sick 
and ejects bile, pain and sickness increas- 
ing in severity, until unconscious, and 
rigid until I could stand her on foot by 
her hair; remains so five to twenty min- 
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utes, sometimes relaxing some, beats her- 
self and at times calls for someone to 
press on pit of stomach. If pain can be 
eased the sickness will be less, seemingly 
in proportion to pain, and same as to the 
spasms or rigidity; generally having two 
or three of these spells during each men- 
struation, which lasts four to seven days. 
Calls in physician during or as the spells 
come on, and with heroic means will be- 
come easier for twelve or twenty-four 
hours. Menses regular every four weeks 
almost to an hour, rather plentiful, dark 
and offensive. 

Glonoin, strychnine, morphine and Pea- 
cock’s Bromides are principal drugs I 
have used, but have to push them to the 
farthest extent possible for safety and 
sometimes then only partial relief. Be- 
tween menstruations is able to go about 
anywhere and do a small amount of most 
any kind of work, in fairly good health. 
Stomach bothers some, bowels regular; 
but not able to walk fast, run or heat 
herself, on account of heart. Sometimes 
during menstruation will go a week 
without action on bowels, salts and oil 
seeming to have no effect. 


A. B., Tennessee. 


Begin a day before the menstruation 
and give Buckley’s Uterine Tonic a tablet 
every four hours, emptying the bowels 
thoroughly by free cathartics and colonic 
flushing if necessary. If the paroxysms 
still come on give one granule each of 
glonoin, hyoscyamine and _ strychnine 
arsenate, repeating every fifteen minutes 
until you get the full effect. In the in- 
tervals keep her upon the dry diet and 
give a Heart-Tonic granule every two 
to four hours as necessary, until that 
organ has been restored to healthy ac- 
tion. Let the diet be highly nutritious, 
but small in bulk. Prescribe her food 
as you would medicine. I am inclined 
to think she would be better for a regu- 
lar course of Waugh’s Anticonstipation 
granules during the intervals, and that 
constipation may have a good deal to do 
with the trouble-—Eb. 
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Query 1693:—EntTeErITI6. Boy, 18 
months old, in July had summer com- 
plaint. He is bottle-fed and ate every- 
thing. At this time we did not expect 
him to recover. Was very low. I fol- 
lowed Waugh’s treatment as nearly as 
possible with sulphocarbolates, etc. He 
recovered from acute attack but the 
trouble since is to nourish him. Milk 
acts like poison, no difference how pre- 
pared. Have used several foods but he 
doesn’t gain. Have used enemas which 
he will only retain in very small quanti- 
ties. His bowels vary, at times very 
loose, when fed a moderate amount, and 
at times constipated. At times passes a 
little blood and mucus. My diagnosis 
is catarrh of bowels with probably some 
ulceration. 

Treatment: Mellin’s food with no 
milk, Bovinine, 20 drops three times a 
day, white of egg with brandy three times 
a day, Waugh’s Anodyne for Infants 
for restlessness ; and pepsin, bismuth and 
sulphocarbolates, small enemas of egg 
and Bovinine, hot inunctions of cod-liver 
oil with turpentine. He seems to be los- 
ing every day and is a mere skeleton, 
though no acute symptoms. 


F. U., Pennsylvania. 


In this case I would advise that you 
leave off the brandy, push the Bovinine 
up to a teaspoonful if possible every two 
hours, continuing the white of egg with 
thoroughly dried toasted stale bread or 
boiled rice. 

Internally, give turpentine 2 minims, 
iodoform gr. 1-67 and silver oxide gr. 
1-67, together every two hours while 
awake, controlling pain with Waugh’s 
Anodyne and rubbing the child from 
head to foot once a day with hot cod- 
liver oil. As the child gets better add 
to his diet grape-juice, pressed freshly 
from the fruit and used at once, or at 
least on the same day to avoid fermenta- 
tion. You might vary the diet by taking 
rye flour, browning it in the oven and 
feeding it to the child moistened with 
water, or with the water in which the 
white of egg has been dissolved. 
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I would like very much to hear the 
result of this treatment. It looks to me 
as if the case were tubercular. An ex- 
amination of the stools at the laboratory 
would determine this.—Epb. 


Query 1694:—AcuE-CakeE. Fariner’s 
son, 17, malarial district, poor health for 
two months, spleen enlarging for three 
years, has become heavy and inconven- 
iences him of late, filling up left hypo- 
chondriac, lumbar, epigastric and um- 
bilical regions, very firm and non-fluc- 
tuating. Has had persistent epistaxis, 
purpura hemorrhagica, two attacks of 
hemoglobinuria and occipital headache. 
For six months has presented malarial 
cachexia. At present is prostrated, pulse 
fast but feeble, easily compressed, very 
anemic, mucous membranes _ blanched, 
looks as if he had ever possessed a red 
corpuscle it was doing the hermit act 
now. Drop of blood drawn with great 
difficulty by inserting needle in vein, de- 
ficient in red cells and quality, micros- 
copical appearance of colored water. 
Temp. ranges 99 and Io1, no enlarged 
lymphatic glands in groin or axilla.

Regulate the bowels by a morning 
dose of Saline Laxative, disinfect them 
with seven W-A Intestinal Antiseptic 
tablets daily; restore his blood by giving 
a nuclein tablet and a granule of the 
Triple Arsenates together every hour 
while awake, and lessen the spleen by 
berberine muriate gr. 1-6, four times a 
day. I would be very glad indeed if you 
would report after a due trial of the 
method. Have him drink only boiled 
water, see to the hygiene of the premises, 
and if possible move him to a non- 
malarial neighborhood; if not have him 
sleep in the top of the house.—Eb. 


Query 1695:—DeaTH AFTER LABOR. 
Mrs. L. W., aged 18, taken with bleeding 
from womb Sept. 20th, again Oct. 3rd. 
On Oct. 4th, I found her pregnant 7 
months and bleeding profusely. I diag- 
nosed placenta previa, and tamponed 
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vagina to wait for dilatation of os. Next 
day found os dilated about 1 1-2 inches, 
head presenting. I ruptured membranes, 
gave ergot and child was delivered dead. 
Placenta seemed partially adherent, and 
fragments remained behind. As the per- 
ineum was quite badly lacerated and there 
was considerable bleeding, I gave an an- 
tiseptic douch and kept pads saturated in 
bichloride solution over the vulva. I 
feared infection for it was a filthy house, 
and not a clean towel, bed-sheet nor night- 
gown in the house. Next day found tem- 
perature of 102 1-2 degrees F. discharges 
very fetid. I emptied uterus with spiral 
curette, brought away a few remaining 
fragments of placenta, gave a uterine 
douch, and prescribed the following: 
Calcium sulphide 1 gr. every two hours; 
nuclein 1 tablet every two hours, strych- 
nine gr. I-30 every three hours, Dosimet- 
ric Trinity every hour, vaginal injections 
of Vaginal Antiseptic (A .A. Co’s) every 
three hours. Under this treatment tem- 
perature fell to normal, and discharges 
became sweet by Oct. 12th, but pulse 
kept ranging between 108 and 120 and 
was quite weak. I dropped Dosimetric 
Trinity, but continued the other medica- 
tion as above, adding a Heart-Tonic tab- 
let and whisky. 

Now comes a phase in the case I 
cannot explain. (I neglected to state 
above that this woman was a weak- 
minded individual, much given to mumb- 
ling to herself, and very obstinate in her 
own ideas.) While the fever lasted, she 
rested quite well nights, but after it dis- 
appeared she became very restless, threw 
herself around, and tried to jump out of 
bed. Under Bromo-Chloral Comp. 
Merrill’s) in 30 gr. doses, she became 
more quiet, and these spells would last 
only 4 to 7 hours during the night. Dur- 
ing the daytime she was quiet, and slept 
part of the time. On the evening of Oct. 
13th, she suddenly called for water, “Cold 
water directly from the pump, hurry up, 
quick, I’m burning up inside, hurry, 
hurry, more, more.” Those in attend- 
ance gave her between Io and 15 glasses 
of cold water which she gulped down 
as fast as they brought it. Then she 
called for something to eat, quick. They 
gave her some milk and chicken broth. 
Then she told them to all leave the room, 
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as she wanted to go to sleep. They left 
the room, and she turned over in bed 
towards the wall. In 15 or 20 minutes 
they went in to see if she was asleep, 
and found her dead. 

Now I would like to know what killed 
this woman? I attributed it to the large 
quantity of cold water that was given 
her, but I cannot explain the mechanism 
by which this did the mischief.

explain this?

The 
enormous quantity of liquid drank, if 
absorbed, might have dissolved the red 
corpuscles to such an extent as to kill 
her; but I think that even so the death 
would not have been so sudden. It was 
your duty in this case to have insisted 
on post-mortem and refused a death cer- 
tificate unless it was granted.—Eb. 


Query 1696:—DosaceE. I wish to 
know the posology of hypodermics of 
aconitine in children.

In giving aconitine to children use 
Shaller’s rule: One granule for each 
year of the child’s age and one extra 
granule, in 24 teaspoonfuls of water. 
Dose: A teaspoonful every fifteen to 
sixty minutes as required. Or, you can 
use the weight method if you like, and 
allow one granule every fifteen minutes 
for a man 150 lbs. Give a proportionate 
part to the child, according to its weight. 
Don’t use it hypodermically unless un- 
avoidable; if you do, give four Shaller 
doses at once, repeated as needed.—Ep. 


Query 1697:—DyYSMENORRHEA. Girl, 
20, very fleshy, great pain when men- 
struates, has bloated ever since she came 
around ; fluttering of heart at times; pain 
in back, womb lies heavily on colon; dis- 


couraged and blue. What is the proper 
thing for me to do in this respect? In

Buckley’s Uterine Tonic should do 
this case good, adding a granule or two 
of phytolaccin to each dose. Regulate 
the bowels with Waugh’s Anticonstipa- 
tion granules, in the intervals between 
menstruations giving potassium per- 
managanate one tablet and sanguinarine 
nitrate three granules, four times a day. 
Hot air and massage would reduce her 
flesh and undoubtedly be of benefit. 

If massage is needed in the case of 
women you will have to give it just as 
you will have to do other things when 
your profession calls for them, but in 
every instance where you have to handle 
a woman’s body have somebody else in 
the room with you at the same time. 
Never, under any circumstances, allow 
yourself to break this rule, for four good 
reasons: a, because you are a man; b, be- 
cause she is a woman; c, because she may 
charge you with indiscretion; d, because 
the charge may be true.—Eb. 


Query 1698:— Atcono.ism. I read 
about a tablet for alcoholism, which could 
even be given in coffee without being 
detected. It was composed of strych- 
nine, apomorphine and one other ingre- 
dient. I cannot find the articles again, and 
would like some of the tablets. Can you 
tell me where I can get them? 

G. M., Iowa. 


Closer investigation has convinced us 
that there is little value in apomorphine 
in these cases. I would recommend a 
granule which we have, composed of 
strychnine and daturine. You can regu- 
late the dose to a nicety in this. Add 
enough of them to the coffee to get a 
distinct effect of the strychnine, or of the 
daturine, requiring of the latter about 
I-200 gr. usually. The prices of these 
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are as follows: 15 cents per 100, 58 cents 
per 500 and $1.10 per 1,000.—ED. 


Query 1699:— UreTuRiTIs. What 
have you in the way of a bland, soothing 
granule for irritable urethra? Would 
caulophyllin or lobelin dilate a cervix 
that was very rigid, if used locally? 

F. W., Colorado. 

I do not quite comprehend what 
you mean by an irritable urethra. If 
the case is an old gleet, you should use 
europhen-aristol with petrolatum, and 
calcium sulphide internally. If the 
bladder is irritable, hyoscyamine is your 
remedy. If the urine swarms with bac- 
teria, salol is what you want. I do not 
know whether caulophyllin, applied lo- 
cally, would dilate a cervix or not. | 
will ask the brethren. Belladonna ap- 
plied locally is believed to do this.—Eb. 


Query 1700:—Vertico. I would 
thank you greatly if you would suggest 
anything for dizziness. Have two cases 
nothing seems to relieve. Have tried 
digitalis and cactus without any effect, 
also compound spirit of ether, etc. One 
case has pneumonia, the other has no 
other ailment at all. So dizzy that they 
can’t even sit up in bed.

Dizziness results from. constipation, 
indigestion, foreign bodies in the ears, 
and alterations in the cerebral circula- 
tion. I would suggest emptying the 
bowels thoroughly, keeping them clean 
and aseptic, examining the ears and if 
the dizziness continues give either heart- 
stimulants or sedatives, according to the 
indications supplied by the pulse. Uric- 
acidemia is frequently attended with diz- 
ziness.—Ep. 


Query 1701:—Nuctein. I wish to 
give nuclein a trial in a case of malnu- 
trition, in a three-month’s-old colt. Have 
tried all kinds of medicines without 
success. 

H. S., Pennsylvania. 
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I would very much like to hear the 
result of your treatment in the case men- 
tioned. Would suggest the propriety of 
keeping the bowels well cleared out dur- 
ing the treatment. I usually give nuclein 
with blood-tonics, like iron and arsenic, 
finding that under the influence of the 
nuclein the blood-tonics take hold and 
stay in the system, and it seems pretty 
good horse-sense to infer that the same 
would hold good in animals.—Eb. 


Query 1702:—Catcium Iopizep. What 
is the maximum dose this preparation 
can be pushed to? 

G. H., Utah. 


The maximum dose of calcium iodide 
would be that which caused iodism, 
running at the eyes and nose, etc. Usu- 
ally you may give a tablet every ten min- 
utes to a child from one year old upward. 
Keep the tablets from the light, as they 
decompose.—Eb. 


Query 1703:—ANEuRISM. J. T., 44, 
once in a while has a sharp pain over the 
heart at night, heart beats so hard he 
has to get up and walk around; when 
this wears off he [lies down and sleeps 
the rest of the night; but he has one of 
these spells during every night, or else 
just before he gets up. Never had rheu- 
matism nor headache. One year ago he 
was thrown from a handcar and struck 
across the breast. Since that he has had 
this trouble. Examination reveals noth- 
ing abnormal. Pulse 86, irregular. Has 
used tobacco, but not now. No better 
from stopping.

See that this man’s bowels are abso- 
lutely emptied and keep them free, by 
no means an easy thing to do. Waugh’s 
Anticonstipation granules will be best 
for the latter purpose after the bowels 
have been thoroughly emptied. Give 
him also veratrine, from three to seven 
granules daily, closely watching the ef- 
fect on the pulse. If the symptoms in-

A 
man, 52, last spring had influenza, since 
gradually losing ground; most distress- 
ing complaint is a tight feeling in his 
chest from larynx to ensiform cartilage, 
coming in paroxysms every fifteen to 
twenty minutes, followed by cough. 
Bronchial rales, mucous and sub-mucous, 
no other chest symptoms; kidneys and 
liver and heart normal. I have given 
potassium and arsenic iodides and bella- 
donna, with tonics. He is quite anemic 
and feeble. What do you think of 


Nuclein?

I feel a little suspicious of that case, 
and would not be surprised were it to 
turn out cancer or some other growth in 
the thorax. All you can do is to give 
him nuclein in large doses with the triple 
arsenates, keéping ‘this bowels clear with 
Saline Laxative and clean with Intestinal 
Antiseptics, until something more defi- 
nite turns up. Give nuclein twenty min- 
ims a day, best hypodermically, or else 
dropped in the mouth and absorbed 
therefrom.—Eb. 





Query 1705:—EczeMa. Mrs. H., 39, 
seven children, twelve years ago had 
acute eczema. Has had it every year 
since, June until November, fingers af- 
fected the whole year. In June broke out 
from head to foot, especially flexures of 
joints, inflamed and weeping, other parts 
dry and scaly; other little red papules 
with apices scratched off and other dusky 
red with wheals (urticaria) all itching 
and burning until patient was delirious, 
Under the most soothing treatment 
trouble will quiet down, only to return 
again in a few days; unable to sleep on 
account of itching. Urine is normal, 
stomach and bowels in good order, no 
female trouble, no headache; anything 
stimulating to the skin, locally or inter- 
nally, will fire the trouble up as bad as 
ever. Skin exceedingly sensitive. Have 
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not been able to use any applications 
stronger than the ung. benz. ox., zinc 
with bismuth subnit. and myrrh; some- 
times could not even stand that. Arsenic 
seems to make it worse. Have paid par- 
ticular attention to diet, bowels and kid- 
neys.

Regulate this woman’s bowels with 
Saline Laxative. Give her an Intestinal 
Antiseptic tablet before and after each 
meal and at bedtime. Regulate her diet 
carefully, avoiding all things known to 
disagree, and give a granule of colchi- 
cine at bedtime and another in the morn- 
ing if her bowels do not open. You 
might add to this rhus, giving a granule 
every hour or two until symptoms of rhus 
poisoning make their appearance. I have 
great confidence in the internal treatment. 
Apply locally the ointment you have 
found most soothing.—Eb. 





Query 1706:—Pruritus. I wish to 
try pilocarpine for extreme itching; in 
a woman 49 years of age, menopause 
passed two years, sick two years, good 
appetite, very anemic, catarrh of duode- 
num and gall-ducts, extremities cold and 


cyanosed, heart-action quite irregular. 
W. K., Ohio. 


I would like to hear from you as to 
the effects of pilocarpine. Keep the bow- 
els clear with the Saline Laxative, and 
aseptic, giving internally copper arsenite 
gr. 1-250 before each meal and at bed- 
time. Great itching might be relieved 
by the use of a warm mustard bath. Her 
diet should be most carefully regulated. 
Her heart is so weak that the blood backs 
up into the liver and this calls for heart- 
tonics—sparteine sulphate gr. 1-6 three 
or more times a_day, with dry diet—Eb. 





Query 1707:— AUTOTOXEMIA. Man, 
25, delicate, weak stomach, got up and 
fell unconscious, followed by vomiting. 
He ate watermelon late that evening. [ 
found circulation good, temperature 102, 
costive; gave calomel, which made him 
very sick. Next day bowels moved and 
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he felt better; gave quinine and temper- 
ature went to normal. A week later be- 
gan to vomit; gave calomel which made 
him sicker, did not vomit bile, pulse 60, 
strong and full, no fever; drew urine, 
scanty and dark, contained bile. Vomited 
blood on Monday. Urine is free now, 
but contains bile; bowels stubborn, stools 
light; temperature below normal, pulse 
60, cannot eat much, sick at stomach at 


times ; eyes and skin clear.

The symptoms are certainly due to 
autotoxemia. Empty his bowels, regu- 
late them with Anticonstipation granules 
and render them aseptic, then give cop- 
per arsenite gr. 1-500, and mercury bin- 
iodide gr. 1-67, together every two hours 
while awake, until the alimentary canal 
is in a healthy condition. If the Anti- 
constipation granules cause any irritation 
of the rectum change to one of the mild 
cholagogues such as euonymin, one or 
two granules with each dose of the cop- 
per.

Query 1709:—DanpruFF. Kindly 
state the relationship existing between 
dandruff and falling of the hair, leading 
to baldness. Is not dandruff due to an 
excess of sebaceous matter which, instead 
of flowing evenly, cakes and causes itch- 
ing by exclusion of the air? Is the fall- 
ing of hair due to interference with nu- 
trition of the root, or to microbic action? 

The treatment to be pursued in a case 
of threatened baldness must depend on 
a knowledge of the cause—whether 
cleanliness to the point of shampooing 
every other day, together with stimu- 
lants, is to be employed or an anti- 
microbic application. 

“Coke Dandruff Cure” stops the itch- 
ing if applied regularly every other day, 
but the hair falls more since than before 
using. Is there any possibility of harm 
from this remedy? Will you kindly out- 
line treatment ? 

B. W., Pennsylvania. 


We had better let the brethren answer 
your questions. Dandruff, or seborrhea 
sicca, undoubtedly leads to baldness. 
There may be an excess of sebaceous 
matter, or simply an exfoliation of the 
epithelium. People who never wash their 
heads usually have better hair than those 
who are always washing. Women who 
only wash their heads occasionally rarely 
suffer from baldness. Men who never 
let more than a few days go by without 
shampooing lose their hair early.—Ep.

Query 1710:—To. Dr. Epstein. You 
say: “Sandmeyer showed that utilization 
of this phosphorus-containing group 
also takes place, inasmuch as there is 
an increase of phosphoric acid in the 
urine when paranuclein is being fed.” 
How does, or does it affect the elimi- 
nation of phosphates? Case is my wife, 
and I am deeply interested. My diag- 
nosis is now exudative nephritis. Aver- 
age urine twenty-four hours, 50 to 60 
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0Z., Sp. gr. 1,007 to 1,012 normal, 1,012 
to 1,022 under treatment, albumin trace 
occasionally, no sugar, urea gr. 4 to oz. 
(Doremus’ test), sulphates deficient (of 
course), chlorides normal, phosphates 
about one-third what should be. Micro- 
scope shows granular and hyaline casts. 
Second sound of heart pathologic, great 
pain at times in precordium. Owing to 
condition of this organ I can give no 
bioplasm, as it over-stimulates. 

Treatment: Iodide of arsenic gr. 1-67 
four times daily, which I had to decrease 
to three (over-stimulated); Alkalithia 
t. i. d., which I had to drop, as caffeine 
hurt the heart, and substituted Wyeth’s 
Lithia; Glycerophos., iron, which acts 
nicely; Waugh’s Anticonstipation and 
sodium sulphocarbolate for bowels; gen- 
erous diet. She has had a species of 
rheumatism, which nothing has seemed 
to benefit. Appetite capricious, dyspnea, 
anorexia, amenorrhea and a host of symp- 
toms of general malaise. Family history: 
Mother and two sisters died of tuber- 
culosis and most all relatives on mother’s 
side affected in one way or the other. 

Would nuclein increase elimination of 
urea and phosphates? This was sug- 
gested to me through a perusal of your 
article.

Try nuclein and let us know. I be- 
lieve it will increase the elimination. In 
this case you can reduce to a minimum 
the work thrown on the kidneys by re- 
stricting. closely the albuminoids taken; 
and giving abundance of water if she is 
thin.—Eb. 





Query 1711—Worms. A child eight 
years old became jerky,hand would carry 
past what she would reach for and in 
walking the foot was carried too far; 
grated teeth, pain in stomach, sphincter 
spasmodic (I dilated it), tongue and ton- 
sils swollen, slight fever, sometimes had 
slight spasms. 

I gave your worm-remover, strychnine 
arsenate (which did not relieve), then 
calomel and hyoscyamine combined with 
anemonin, which decidedly relieved her 
and she passed some pieces of worms, 
and the overdone motions are not so bad; 
appetite is fitful. I am not satisfied with 
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my results and would be very glad of 
your opinion.

Empty the child’s bowels by giving one 
grain of calomel in divided doses fol- 
lowed by Saline Laxative, enough to 
thoroughly empty the canal. Follow this 
with santonin, giving a granule or two 
every hour while awake, until the urine 
is green, then follow with Intestinal An- 
tiseptic tablets, about three daily and iron 
arsenate gr. 1-67, before each meal. I 
trust you will find this effective. It has 
proved so in my hands.—Ep. 





Query 1712:— CHRONIC DIARRHEA. 
Woman, 51, sick five months. Passes 
several times a day evacuations like di- 
gested blood, slime, albumen, bile, etc. 
She eats only milk, a pint a day, rice and 
crackers. Everything else she can’t sup- 
port. Has burning pain in bowels on 
sides. Was healthy, strong, laborious; 
is now weak and very discouraged. 

I gave her a teaspoonful of laxative 
salt last Friday and she had two evacu- 
ations of the same stuff; the dose re- 
peated the day after gave her the same 
with blood almost clear, she said. 

Today she got natural passage, but 
says it is always the same; she gets nat- 
ural passages during three, four or five 
days and begins again with the slime 
afterwards. 

I am waiting to see if these natural 
passages will continue longer, when she 
would be better I think; or if she will 
fall again with her unnatural evacuations. 
I gave her Celerina (Rio) to strengthen 
her nerves, and told her to try to eat all 
she can.

Keep this woman on the strict milk- 
diet, giving absolutely nothing but well- 
skimmed milk, from half to one tumbler- 
ful every four hours, taken hot, taking 
a teaspoonful in her mouth and churn- 
ing it up thoroughly with saliva before 
she swallows it, so that she requires 
fifteen minutes to take the half-glass. 
Give her an Intestinal Antiseptic tablet 
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every two hours while awake. Give her 
also a capsule containing five minims oil 
of turpentine five times a day. Empty 
her bowels with Saline Laxative and two 
or three colonic flushings. After that 
use the Saline Laxative if necessary to 
keep them regular. At the end of three 
months when the intestinal ulcers have 
healed add to the diet the raw white of 
egg in water, raw or lightly cooked beef, 
meat-broths, fruit-juices and not until 
then the starches, first of which should 
be well toasted stale bread, toasted crack- 
ers and boiled rice. This will cure the 
woman unless the ulcers are tuberculous 
and possibly even then.—Eb. 


Query 1713:—Dyspnea. Patient 52, 
weight 216, always active, has ridden a 
wheel for two years, had malaria for 
thirty years; appetite good, uses no to- 
bacco or spirits, temperate in all things. 
Troubled some with flatulent dyspepsia. 
About two months ago noticed that ex- 
cess, walking, bicycling, caused feeling 
of constriction in chest extending from 
collar button down six or seven inches; 
the upper chest, wholly in front. No 
palpitation or nervousness. Constric- 
tion and aching, crowded feeling, sub- 
sides at once when patient stops walking 
or sits down. Flatulence seems to in- 
crease the pressure in chest; sleeps well, 
no irregularity of heart. Had grippe 
in spring, no cough now or bronchitis; 
have had heart examined by two good 
men, who found nothing. The charac- 
teristic pressure in upper chest at once 
improves when the patient sits or stands 
after exercise.

In spite of the examination I fear there 
is some weakness of your heart and 
would suggest the use of cactus or car- 
diac tonic, with some form of arsenic as 
a heart-food, regulating the bowels, feed- 
ing well and being very careful as to 
over-exertion.—ED. 


Query 1714:— ENLARGED SPLEEN. 
Wife, 29, married one year, no children, 
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menses regular, normal, rather less than 
usual; five years ago had inflammatory 
rheumatism, which left her mitral regur- 
gitation ; compensation remained perfect, 
and she suffered no inconvenience. Dur- 
ing the latter part of last winter she 
commenced to suffer with fugitive pains 
through her body, which have left her 
with aortic besides the mitral insuffi- 
ciency. The heart still seems to be able 
to compensate the trouble and she has 
no dyspnea or dropsy. Three weeks ago 
I discovered a decided enlargement of 
the spleen, with recurrent attacks of pain 
over that region, pains lasting for a day, 
when they disappear, but leave a decided 
tenderness over the spleen, disappearing 
by the end of a week. She is very pale 
and anemic, clubbed finger-nails, and I 
now think the patient is suffering with 
leukemia. When she got these lapses of 
pain over spleen the temperature varied 
from 100 to 102 degrees; in a week it 
becomes normal and she commences to 
improve. This has been the history for 
months, but whenever she is improved 
enough and she gets up, these pains over 
spleen and the fever will always bring 
her back to bed. I must not forget to 
mention that during those exacerbations 
she gets minute spots in various parts 
of body; the toes and fingers red from 
extravasations.

I would suggest here the hypodermic 
use of nuclein, 20 minims once a day, a 
granule of the Triple Arsenates every 
waking hour, a granule of berberine gr. 
1-6, three times a day, gradually in- 
creased to seven times a day for its 
specific action upon the enlarged spleen. 
Keep the bowels regulated with Waugh’s 
Anticonstipation granules, have her 
whole body rubbed every day with towels 
squeezed out of hot salt water and con- 
tinue your present excellent diet. I think 
with this you will cure your case. I would 
very much like to hear the results as 
there has been a question raised in re- 
gard to the use of nuclein in leukemia.

PETROLEUM IN THE TREATMENT OF 
INFANTILE DIARRHEA. 


W. E. Fothergill in conducting his clinical 
researches (Medical Chronicle, Manchester, 
England, April, 1900), during the summer of 
1899, administered Petroleum in thirty-four 
cases of infantile diarrhea. “The preparation 
was an emulsion containing 33 I-3 per cent. 
of Petroleum and the doses varied from 30 gr. 
thrice daily to a drachm every four hours; 
the usual dose for a child a year old was 
a drachm of the emulsion (m 20 of petroluem’) 
thrice daily. In two cases salol was sub- 
stituted at the end of a week. One child died. 
In the remaining cases recovery was rapid 
and complete. There was no derangement of 
the stomach, vomiting ceased almost before 
the diarrhea was checked, and the stools soon 
recovered their normal color and consistency. 
The emulsion seemed also to favor recovery 
from the accompanying bronchial catarrh. It 
is said that the whole quantity of petroleum 
ingested may be recovered from the feces. 
Clinical observation shows, however, that pe- 
troleum has an influence on mucous mem- 
branes other than those of the alimentary 
canal. Its action in cases of bronchial and 
vesical catarrh can be explained only by sup- 
posing that after absorption from the intes- 
tines petroleum is excreted by various organs.

THE “FORTIS” ELECTRIC EXERCISER. 

For the purpose of cowbining witb the benefits to be 
derivéd frow an exerciser the hygienic effect of elec- 
tricity, the Badger Brass Company, of Kenosha, Wis- 
consin, bav8 recently introduced the apparatus pic- 
tured in our illustration. 

In appearance the machine resembles the ordinary 
exerciser with elastic cords passing over pulleys; but' 
the cords here serve as conductors, and the bandles as 
electrodes. Somewhat below the middle portion of the 
voard a cell is held in a recess and wired to an induc- 
tion-coil, secured to the upper part of the board, so 
that the current strength can be increased. The in- 
duced current is conducted through the elastic cords 
to the handle and back again. In order to interrupt 
the battery current and incite a secondary current in 
the coil, one of the pulleys is provided with an ioter- 
rupter which, in turning with the pulley, automatic- 
ally v-akes and breaks the circuit as it passes a contact 
secured on the pulley-block and wired to the second- 
ary coil. The pulley is suspended from a hook form- 
ing part of a movable plate which constitutes a cireuit- 
‘controller. When the cord is pulled, the hook-plate is 
drawa forward against a stop to complete the circuit. 
‘When the bandle is released, the hook-plate is automa- 
tically retracted to break the circuit. 

A metallic foot-plate furnished with the apparatas 
can be placed in the circuit, so that the current can be 
passed through the body. By weans of a conveniently 
located switch, the current can be directed from either 
band through the body to the other band, or by means 
of the foot-plate through the body to the feet, or vice- 
versa. By drawing out the slide of the induction coil, 
the current can be regulated in strength to meet the 
requirements of all persons. 

The stimulating effect of electricity has long been 
recognized by wedical wen. The physica! development 
resulting from the use of exercisers has earned for the 
elastic cord machine a wide popularity. The benefits 
to be derived from an electric exerciser in which mus- 
cular exercise is combined with electrical stimulus 
are, therefore, so obvious that further comment is 
hardly necessary
